The  Younger  Race  in  pharmacy  and  the  drug-trade  will 
observe  that  Dr.  Leonard  Dobbin  intimates  the  resumption  of 
exercises  in  qualitative  analysis,  for  which  we  shall  award 
prizes  (p.  450). 

The  Scheme  of  Home  Study,  as  sketched  by  Mr.  David  J. 
Williams,  is  drawing  to  a  close.  Pharmacy  is  introduced  this 
week  (p.  450).  We  invite  students  as  well  as  their  employers 
and  assistants  to  decipher  the  autograph  prescription  on 
p.  462.  . 

Perhaps  the  most  important  trade  matter  reported  in  this 
issue  is  the  conference  which  six  London  and  Eastbourne 
chemists  had  with  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  regard- 
ing the  profits  on  that  firm's  goods.  The  net  result  is  that  the 
chemists  pleaded  for  25  per  cent,  profit  at  least,  and  Mr.  Well- 
come promised  resumed  consideration  of  a  scheme  which  he 
dropped  when  the  London  Chemists'  Association  disapproved 
by  resolution  of  his  firm's  attitude.  A  report  appears  on. 
p.  481. 

In  Our  Editorial  Notes  several  trade  questions  are  dis- 
cussed. Thus  in  commenting  upon  the  Inland  Revenue  report 
we  show  that  while  stamped-medicine  licences  have  increased* 
in  number  the  revenue  from  the  sale  of  stamps  has  decreased.. 
The  average  annual  sale  of  stamped  medicines  per  licence  we 
reckon  at  70/.  (p.  464).  It  is  pointed  out  in  another  article 
that  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  do  not  intend  to  make- 
retailers  of  methylated  spirits  register  the  sales  (p.  466). 

Three  Exhibitions  are  reported.  One  is  at  Nuremberg,  and- 
it  materialises  the  German  disposition  not  to  have  foreigners 
alongside  them  in  such  matters  (p.  474).  Another  report  deals 
with  the  Royal  Photographic  Society's  Exhibition  opened 
this  week  in  London  (p.  475) ;  while  a  third  deals  with  an. 
Exhibition  held  at  Singapore,  where  several  well-known  firms 
goods  were  displayed  (p.  473). 

What  is  to  bo  done  with  duty-free  alcohol  ?  That  is  a  ques- 
tion which  exercises  the  minds  of  a  select  few  at  present.  It. 
is  momentous  to  our  chemical  industry,  and  we  are  able  to 
give  from  the  pen  of  Mr.  P.  L.  Thornton  data  respecting  the 
actual  production  of  antipyrin  on  the  manufacturing  scale 
which  show  the  saving  that  might  be  effected  by  making  it 
in  this  country  (p.  469). 

On  the  Practical  Side  of  pharmacy  there  is  much  in  the 
pages  following  which  can  be  turned  to  good  profit.  Besides 
notes  on  new  remedies  and  formulae  on  p.  462,  we  have 
selected  from  the  notes  of  our  representative  at  the  meeting 
of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  a  number  of 
observations  on  galenical  and  other  processes,  including 
several  good  "  tips,"  as  well  as  a  number  of  commercial 
items  (e.g.,  about  American  druggists'  returns  and  incomes) 
which  arc  suggestive  (p.  470). 

The  News  in  the  number  is  voluminous.  As  to  home  news 
the  more  important  items  are  the  appointment  of  a  Royal  Com- 
mission on  Vivisection  (p.  451)  and  the  sentence  on  the  Miller- 
ships,  who  got  goods  from  London  wholesale  houses  by  fraud 
(p.  461).  Our  South  African  correspondents  show  that  things 
are  quiet  down  there  (p.  454),  but  the  decisions  under  the- 
Customs  tariff  in  respect  to  chemists'  specialities  are  sig- 
nificant to  exporters  and  manufacturers.  See  p.  473.  The 
Straits  Settlements  proposals  re  cocaine  should  also  be  noted 
by  exporters  (p.  456).  Our  Canadian  correspondent  reports  a 
withdrawal  from  the  National  Drug  and  Chemical  Co.  and. 
the  death  of  Mr.  B.  E.  McGale,  of  Montreal  (p.  456). 

The  Scientific  among  our  readers  will  find  some  observa- 
tions on  the  ash  of  drugs,  nux  vomica  assay,  and  the  alkaloid) 
of  calumba  on  p.  466.  In  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association  reports  are  notes  on  suprarenal  gland  prepara- 
tions, the  assay  of  phosphorus  in  galenicals,  and  a  new  test  for 
detecting  traces  of  copper  (p.  471).  Messrs.  Parry  and 
Bennett  communicate  the  results  of  their  examination  of 
thyme  lemon  oil  from  the  South  of  Spain  (p.  481). 

In  our  Correspondence  Columns  letters  on  a  dozen  subjects 
are  printed,  and,  besides  many  replies  to  legal  and  mis- 
cellaneous queries,  two  dispensing  difficulties  are  submitted 
(p.  483).  .     \       3  i

Qualitative  Analysis  for  Junior  Students. 

A MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis. 
The  mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted 
to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents 
are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  sub- 
stances detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
not  a  stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
September  25,  and  the  samples  will  be  posted  on  the  follow- 
ing day.  , 

Applicants  may  send  a  number  of  envelopes  so  as  to  save 
them  applying  month  by  month. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday, 
October  6.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account  of 
the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents 
detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as  an  acci- 
dental impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the  essential 
constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

Special  Notice. — The  prizes  in  this  series  of  analyses 
will  be  awarded  only  to  apprentices  or  assistants  who  are 
.preparing  for  the  qualifying  examination  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland,  which  fact 
must  be  attested  on  their  reports.  Others  may  obtain 
.  specimens  of  the  mixture  of  salts,  and  their  reports  will 
be  separately  adjudicated,  but  they  will  be  regarded  as 
hors  concours.  Correspondents  who  do  not  state  that  they 
are  preparing  for  a  qualifying  examination  will  be  included 
in  the  latter  list. 

Analytical  Tournament. 
In  continuance  of  the  practice  for  a  number  of  years  past, 
'we  now  intimate  an  offer  of  special  prizes  for  competition  in 
an  analytical  tournament  extending  over  the  six  months  from 
November  1906  to  April  1907.   The  customary  monthly  first

SCHEME  OF  HOME  STUDY. 

By  David  J.  Williams,  F.C.S.,  Pharmaceutical  Chemist. 

Pharmacy. 

The  consideration  of  this  subject  as  a  home  study— i.e., 
personal  study  during  apprenticeship— is  beset  with  some 
difficulty  as  the  most  essential  part  of  it  is  the  practical, 
as  to  which  the  advantages  vary  with  the  students 
facilities ;  and  if  the  best  has  not  been  selected  at  the 
opening  of  the  apprentice's  career,  it  is  not  possible  for 
the  student  to  make  good  the  deficiency  by  home  reading. 
General  pharmacy  and  dispensing  are  of  paramount 
importance  to  the  student  of  pharmacy,  and  the  business 
with  the  best  opportunities  in  this  direction  is  the  one  which 
will  give  him  something  to  be  ever  thankful  for.  The  third 
and  subsequent  years  are  those  in  which  endeavours  should 
be  made  to  mass  the  whole  of  the  ingredients  which  have 
been  suitably  prepared  during  the  previous  years. 

In  reading  the  B.P.,  classification  and  tabulation  of  the 
various  parts  should  now  be  resorted  to.  Tinctures  and 
extracts  should  be  divided  up  according  to  the  menstrua 
used.  Care  should  be  taken  not  only  to  learn  these  facts, 
but  to  understand  why  various  menstrua  and  different  com- 
minutiens  of  drugs  are  used  in  certain  instances.  More 
is  attained  by  learning  the  reason  why  water  is  used'  in, 
making  extract  of  aloes  than  by  the  mere  fact  of  knowing 
how  much  of  the  drug  is  used  in  the  process  of  extraction. 
Again,  to  know  that  the  reason  for  the  use  of  ether  in 
extract  of  strophanthus  is  to  remove  the  fat,  and  the  calcium 
phosphate  in  extract  of  euonymus  is  to  keep  the  resultant- 
mass  from  caking,  is  of  greater  value  by  far  than  to  know 
the  ingredients  and  quantities  in  all  the  pills  and  powders. 
Note  should  be  taken  of  the  suitability  of  maceration  in 
one  case  and  percolation  in  another.  The  former,  as  may 
be  easily  imagined,  is  the  more  suitable  for  extraction  of 
highly  resinous  drugs.  Percolation  would  cause  the  mass 
tolaecome  cakey.  The  latter  process  is  bestadapted  where 
the  fibres  of  a  drug  have  to  be  permeated  by  a  stream  of 
menstruum  to  extract  the  active  constituents.  It  has  been 
often  stated  that  the  demands  of  the  examiners  are  not  that 
the  student  should  convert  himself  into  a  walking  Phar- 
macopoeia, each  quantity  and  ingredient  being  registered 
in  his  brain  with  the  utmost  accuracy.  Were  it  so,  the 
B.P.  might  afterwards  be  unnecessary  to  a  pharmacist.  It 
is,  however,  intended  that  the  candidate  should  be  able  to 
explain  intelligently  and  exactly  the  various  statements 
contained  in  the  B.P.  ;  in  other  words,  to  know  the  prin- 
ciples upon  which  processes  are  based.  With  this  object 
the  student  must  do  a  great  deal  of  practical  work.  He 
will  get  much  help  from  a  good  text-book,  such  as  Lucas 
or  Caspari.  There  are  many  little  tricks  in  practical 
pharmacy  by  which  an  examiner  can  soon  recognise  a 
candidate  who  is  familiar  with  the  subject  in  this  sense, 
and  who  is  not  merely  a  book-made  pharmacist.  For 
instance,  in  tincture-making  the  B.P.  says  nothing  about 
the  passing  of  water  through  the  marc  to  drive  out  the 
last  quantities  of  spirit,  but  this  displacement-process  is 
frequently  employed  by  practical  men.  It  is  feared  that 
beginners  are  often  too  lax  in  paying  attention  to  the 
meanings  of  terms  used  in  general  pharmacy.  Such  terms 
as  calcination,  torrefaction,  ignition,  fusion,  infusion,  and 
decoction  must  be  understood  so  that  no  doubt  is  felt  as 
to  what  they  mean,  and  five  minutes  doing  one  or  other 
of  them  is  better  than  five  hours'  reading.  Filtration  is 
an  important  matter,  and  the  student  will  find  it  an  advan- 
tage to  classify  different  filtering-media  according  to  their 
suitability  in  various  cases.  The  conditions  whereby  time 
is  saved,  and  all  such  things,  are  important  items  in 
pharmaceutical  work.  . 

Dilute  acids  and  similar  solutions  should  be  made  up 
sometimes  according  to  Imperial  weights  and  measures,  and 
at  others  according  to  the  metric  system,  so  as  to  familiarise 
oneself  with  both.  The  beginner  will  do  well  to  note  here 
a  little  point  which  often  seems  to  form  a  stumbling-block. 
The  quantities  stated  in  the  metric  column  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  are  not  the  equivalents  of  those  under  the 
Imperial  column  ;  but  are  worked  out  so  that  in  1,000  c.c. 
or  other  specified  quantity  of  the  preparation  there  will  ba 
the  same  proportion  of  ingredients  as  in  the  preparation 
made  under  the  Imperial  system.

Brevities. 

The  annual  exhibition  of  the  Surrey  Beekeepers'  Associa- 
tion, comprising  honey,  wax,  hives,  etc.,  will  be  held  at  the 
Crystal  Palace  on  September  20,  21,  and  22. 

Mr.  G.  M.  Arrowsmith,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  53  High 
Street,  Broadstairs,  has  been  appointed  chemist  to  the  Isle 
of  Thanet  Joint  Hospital  Board  for  six  months. 

At  Portsmouth  on  September  17,  a  herbalist  named 
Percy  Bennett,  of  75  Lake  Road,  Landport,  was  remanded 
on  a  charge  of  attempting  to  procure  abortion  upon  the 
person  of  Annie  Morriss. 

The  Crewe  Justices  on  September  11  granted  a  transfer 
of  the  medicated-wine  licence  held  by  Mr.  John  A.  Dale, 
chemist  and  druggist,  of  West  Street,  Crewe,  to  Mr.  James 
Mavor,  chemist  and  druggist. 

On  September  19  the  Lord  Mayor  opened  the  new 
Weights  and  Measures  Office  of  the  City  of  London.  The 
new  building  is  situated  at  18  Whitecross  Street,  E.C.,  and 
has  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  about  6,000/. 

Mr.  William  Hood  Wandless,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Frizington,  was  summoned  at  Cleator  Moor  on  Septem- 
ber 14  for  the  non-payment  of  the  educational  portion  of 
the  poor-rate.    A  distress-warrant  was  issued. 

A  man  named  Trowbridge  has  been  committed  for  trial 
at  the  Manchester  Sessions,  charged  with  various  offences, 
but  primarily  with  attempting  to  enter  the  house  of  Mr. 
Henry  Thomas  West,  chemist  and  druggist,  Moreton 
Avenue,  Stretford. 

At  Yarmouth,  it  is  understood  that  Boots,  Ltd.,  have 
secured  a  big  block  of  property  in  King  Street,  the  prin- 
cipal thoroughfare,  and  a  scheme  is  to  be  carried  out  for 
the  demolition  of  the  existing  buildings  and  the  erection 
of  a  series  of  handsome  department  shops  in  arcade  form. 

The  new  salt  combine,  which  was  formed  for  regulating 
prices  and  output,  has  raised  its  quotations  from  3d.  to 
6d.  per  ton  As  indicating,  it  is  said,  the  ruinous  price- 
cutting  which  has  been  in  operation,  salt  for  India  is 
actually  being  sold  at  the  works  at  6s.  6d.  per  ton,  whereas 
fuel  for  making  it  costs  7s.  per  ton. 

Two  men  have  been  seriously  injured  at  the  villages  of 
Botley  and  Shedfield,  in  Hampshire,  by  the  spontaneous 
ignition  of  chlorate-of-potash  lozenges,  which  they  were 
carrying  loose  in  their  pockets.  One  of  the  victims,  a  com- 
mercial traveller,  had  to  have  his  injuries  treated  at  a 
hospital,  while  the  second,  a  gardener,  was  seriously  burned. 

Brine-springs  have  been  discovered  on  an  estate  at  Plumb- 
ley,  Cheshire.  An  analyst  who  was  called  in  reports  that 
samples  showed  just  over  40  oz.  of  salt  to  the  gallon.  The 
analyst  expresses  the  opinion  that  the  brine  is  of  excellent 
quality,  fully  saturated,  and  contains  an  exceptionally  low 
percentage  of  lime. 

Mr.  T.  S.  Dymond,  Ph.C,  F.I.C.,  one  of  his  Majesty's 
Inspectors  of  Schools,  in  a  lecture  on  the  education  of  the 
cottage  gardener,  delivered  in  the  hall  of  the  Royal  Horti- 
cultural Society  last  week,  stated. that  he  did  not  think 
ordinary  grammar-schools  had  done  much  to  promote  rural 
prosperity,  and  preferred  scientific  gardening  and  agricul- 
tural classes. 

About  forty  of  the  staff  from  the  Borough  Road  (London) 
warehouse  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  had  an  outing  at  Windsor  on 
September  15.  Visits  to  the  Castle,  boating,  and  sports 
provided  an  enjoyable  time  until  tea,  which  was  followed 
by  a  concert.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  manager,  Mr.  P. 
Sparks,  for  his  presence,  interest,  and  support  terminated 
the  proceedings. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  on 
September  15,  a  letter  from  the  Local  Government  Board 
was  read  with  reference  to  the  proposed  laboratory  at 
Peckham  Rye  for  the  manufacture  of  antitoxin.  'The 
Board  said  it  appeared  to  them  that  the  proposed  cost  of 
the  building  (4. 000/.)  had  been  underestimated,  and  they 
thought  that  if  the  accommodation  at  the  examination-hall 
could  be  obtained  at  a  cost  of  1,400/.  the  managers  would 
be  well  advised  to  secure  it. 


Royal  Commission  on  Vivisect' on. 
The  King  has  been  pleased  to  appoint  a  Royal  Commis- 
sion on  Vivisection,  consisting  of  the  Right  Hon.  Viscount 
Selby  (Chairman)  ;  Colonel  the  Right  Hon.  A.  M.  Lockwood, 
C.V.O.,  M.P. ;  Sir  W.  S.  Church,  Bart.,  K.C.B.,  M.D. ; 
Sir  W.  J.  Collins,  M.P.,  M.D. ;  Sir  J.  McFadyean,  M.B.  ; 
Mr.  M.  D.  Chalmers,  C.B.,  C.S.I. ;  Mr.  A.  J.  Ram,  K.C. ; 
Dr.  W.  H.  Gaskell,  F.R.S. ;  Mr.  J.  Tomkinson,  M.P. ;  and 
Dr.  G.  Wilson,  with  Captain  C.  Bigham,  C.M.G.  (Secre- 
tary).  The  terms  of  r-eference  are — 

To  inquire  into  and  report  upon  the  practice  of  subjecting, 
live  animals  to  experiments,  whether  by  vivisection  or  other- 
wise; and  also  to  inquire  into  the  law  relating  to  that  prac- 
tice, and  its  administration  ;  and  to  report  whether  any,  and) 
if  so  what,  changes  are  desirable. 
The  offices  of  the  Commission,  which  will  not  sit  untiL 
towards  the  end  of  October,  will  be  at  Chapel  Place,  Dela- 
hay  Street,  London,  S.W. 

A  Central  Bacteriological  Laboratory. 

A  communication  from  the  London  County  Council  asking" 
for  an  opinion  on  a  proposal  to  establish  a  central  laboratory 
with  a  bacteriologist  for  London  was  considered  recently 
by  the  St.  Pancras  Borough  Council.  The  medical  officer  of 
health  for  the  borough  (Dr.  J.  F.  Sykes),  in  the  course  of  a 
report  on  the  subject,  advised  that  if  the  Borough  Council 
join  the  scheme  it  would  be  desirable  to  provide  that  no 
restrictions  be  imposed  by  the  L.C.C.  upon  the  nature  of  the 
specimens  to  be  sent  and  the  extent  and  nature  of  the  ex- 
aminations to  be  required  by  St.  Pancras.  No  limit  should 
be  drawn  by  the  L.C.C.  to  the  number  of  specimens  to  be 
examined,  and  the  full  results  should  be  immediately  re- 
ported to  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  the  borough.  It 
should  be  made  a  further  condition  that  the  Borough  Council 
shall  be  at  liberty  to  send  specimens  elsewhere  for  bacterio- 
logical examination,  and  shall  not  be  precluded  from  esta- 
blishing a  bacteriological  laboratory  of  their  own  if  thought 
desirable.  A  copy  of  the  medical  officer's  report  is  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  L.C.C,  with  an  expression  of  opinion  that 
the  local  authority  are  in  favour  of  the  principle  of  the- 
establishment  of  a  central  bacteriological  laboratory. 

Drug-analyses. 

Only  one  sample  of  drugs  was  found  to  be  adulterated  at 
Brighton  last  quarter — viz.,  camphorated  oil,  which  was- 
20  per  cent,  deficient  in  camphor. 

During  the  past  quarter  two  samples  of  cream  of  tartar,, 
two  of  tartaric  acid,  two  of  milk  of  sulphur,  and  one  of 
Gregory's  powder  were  analysed  in  Lambeth.  All  were- 
found  to  be  genuine. 

The  public  analyst  of  Hammersmith  reports  that  for  the 
twelve  months  ended  March  31  last  the  following  samples 
were  examined  :  Cream  of  tartar,  5 ;  glycerin,  3 ;  milk  of 
sulphur,  2  :  sulphur  precipitated,  3 ;  carbolic  powder,  2.  All 
were  genuine. 

Poor-law  Notes. 

The  Local  Government  Board  have  confirmed  the  ap- 
pointment of  Miss  J.  M.  Kelsall  as  dispenser  to  the  Guar- 
dians of  the  Bolton  LTnion. 

In  consequence  of  a  statement  made  by  a  member  of  the 
Plymouth  Board  of  Guardians — the  accuracy  of  which  will 
probably  be  tested  in  a  court  of  law — the  supply  of  bovril 
was  stopped ;  but  as  the  patients  clamoured  for  bovril  the 
medical  officers  were  empowered  to  resume  ordering  it. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Stepney  Board  of  Guardians  recently 
the  Dispensary  Committee  reported  that  as  medicines  were 
sometimes  made  up  for  outdoor  officers  the  committee  re- 
commended that  this  practice  be  discontinued. — The  Chair- 
man stated  that  outdoor  officers  had  their  medicines  made 
up  at  the  dispensary. — Father  Higley  said  the  dispenser 
wanted  to  know  what  he  ought  to  do.  The  doctor  had  a 
perfect  right  to  attend  gratuitously  any  of  the  officers  out- 
side. As  regards  officers  attached  to  that  institution,  they 
did  not  think  there  was  any  need  to  interfere  with  their 
getting  medicine  from  the  dispenser;  but  with  regard  to 
outdoor  officers  living  in  other  institutions,  such  as  the 
casual-wards  or  Rose  Lane,  though  the  Guardians  had  no 
right  to  interfere  if  Dr.  Stonham  liked  to  attend  those 
officers,  yet  when  the  doctor  gave  a  prescription  they  should 
go  to  a  chemist  outside  to  have  it  made  up,  and  not  to  the 
dispensary. — Mr.  Kain  thought  the  committee's  recommen- 
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dation  was  a  fair  one.  Although  the  doctor  chose  to  give 
them  advice,  he  (Mr.  Kain)  did  not  see  why  the  officers 
should  use  the  Guardians'  cod-liver  oil.  There  was  no 
reason  why  the  ratepayers  should  be  called  upon  to  supply 
these  people  with  all  kinds  of  expensive  medicines. — The 
committee's  report  was  adopted. 

Employment  of  Children  in  Shops. 

The  proposed  new  by-laws  of  the  Bradford  Corporation  in 
regard  to  the  employment  of  children — which  not  only  fix 
the  number  of  hours  per  week  which  may  be  worked  in  con- 
nection with  a  shop  by  any  child  of  school  age,  but  also  fix 
the  exact  time  of  beginning  and  ceasing  on  every  day  of  the 
week — were  considered  by  the  Council  of  the  Bradford 
Chamber  of  Trades  on  September  17.  It  was  unanimously 
resolved  that  there  was  no  objection  to  offer  to  the  maximum 
number  of  hours  to  be  worked,  but  that  the  starting  and 
finishing  times  were  open  to  very  great  objection,  and  that 
the  Home  Secretary  should  be  appealed  to  for  an  amend- 
ment of  the  by-laws  providing  for  liberty  to  be  allowed  to 
every  shopkeeper  to  suit  these  times  to  the  needs  of  his  own 
particular  business,  providing  that  in  no  case  the  commenc- 
ing-time  shall  be  before  6  a.m.  or  the  ceasing-time  be  after

Midland  Notes. 

Mr.  Marshall  Freeman  has  again  been  chosen  as  the 
Speaker  for  the  Birmingham  Parliament. 

English  honey  is  being  advertised  in  Birmingham 
6  lb.  for  4s. ,  or  six  l  ib.  sections,  carriage  paid,  from  Potton, 
Bedfordshire. 

In  view  of  the  present  physical  deterioration,  Mr.  George 
Cadbury  has  offered  to  provide  the  whole  of  the  6,000 
children  in  the  King's  Norton  Schools  with  toothbrushes 
and  tooth-powder.  The  teachers,  who  were  asked  to  super- 
vise the  use  of  brushes  and  powder,  did  not  take  kindly  to 
the  notion  at  first,  but  are  becoming  reconciled. 

There  is  likely  to  be  a  famine  in  mustard  :  the  King's 
Norton  Board  of  Guardians,  to  the  amusement  of  them- 
selves and  everybody,  have  decided  to  allow  the  people 
under  their  care  mustard. 

A  new  firm  of  makers  of  surgical  dressings  (Messrs. 
Cuxson  &  Witt)  has  been  started  in  Birmingham,  the 
nephew  of  the  senior  partner  of  Messrs.  Cuxson  &  Gerrard, 
with  one  of  the  latter's  travellers,  being  partners. 

Captain  Averill  (of  the  fire-brigade),  chemist,  Lichfield, 
and  his  men  had  an  exciting  time  at  a  fire  at  the  Settle 
Farm,  Fradley,  last  week.  On  returning  an  old  and  deaf 
tradesman  was  knocked  down  and  killed. 

The  hop  cure — i.e.,  go  into  the  hop-gardens  and  help  in 
picking  "the  berries" — has  caught  on  in  the  Midlands. 
It  is  reported  to  be  better  than  a  Continental  "  cure  "  trip. 
Moreover,  the  farmer  likes  it,  for  he  does  not  pay  for  ser- 
vice, but  receives  payment  for  the  privilege. 

The  firms  who  devote  attention  to  surgical  and  medical 
appliances  are  going  apace  in  Birmingham.  Where  for- 
merly they  could  be  counted  on  the  fingers  of  one  hand, 
the  number  has  been  doubled  in  recent  years.  The  latest 
to  enter  the  field  are  Messrs.  Belcher  &  Mason,  who  have 
opened  a  place  in  Ludgate  Hill.

Mr.  Andrew  Graham,  chemist  and  druggist,  is  taking 
his  summer  vacation  (writes  a  Sheffield  subscriber),  and,  in 
accordance  with  his  original  practice,  has  closed  his  phar- 
macy in  Westbar  and  fixed  a  notice  up — "  Closed  until 
Friday,  September  28.  ' 

Among  those  admitted  to  the  Fir  Vale  Workhouse  last 
year  were  two  doctors  and  two  "  chemists."  One  of  the 
"chemists,"  our  correspondent  has  ascertained,  was  a 
coloured  man  who  frequented  the  markets  selling  his 
"  famous  pills,"  etc. 

The  Sheffield  Board  cf  Guardians  at  their  meeting  on 
Wednesday  last  accepted  the  tender  of  Messrs.  Hearon, 
Squire  &  Francis,  Ltd.,  London,  to  supply  drugs,  etc.,  for 
the  ensuing  six  months.  They  also  accepted  tenders  from 
Messrs.  J.  Clark  &  Co.,  chemists  and  druggists,  West 
Street,  for  the  supply  of  paints,  oils,  and  colour  for  the 
same  period. 

At  an  inquest  on  the  body  of  a  child,  fourteen  months 
old,  held  by  the  deputy-coroner  (Mr.  J.  Kenyon  Parker) 
on  September  17,  Dr.  Waddy  said  death  was  due  to 
epidemic  diarrhoea,  brought  on  by  the  use  of  a  dirty 
feeding-bottle.  The  doctor  explained  that  he  had  attended 
the  child  during  lifetime,  and  had  on  several  occasions 
spoken  to  the  mother  about  the  feeding-bottle  she  was 
using.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  death  from  natural 
causes. 

On  September  27  the  Lord  Mayor  will  open  an  exhibition 
of  electrical  machinery  in  the  Corn  Exchange.  The  ex- 
hibition will  remain  open  until  October  20,  and  will  in- 
clude among  other  things  an  electric  kitchen.  Kjellin  steel- 
furnace  in  operation,  electro-plating,  Schmeltsbad  harden- 
ing and  annealing  furnace  in  operation,  electric  welding, 
glow-lamp  making,  photo-printing,  x-ray  work,  electrical 
medical  appliances,  electric  lighting  and  heating  apparatus, 
and  art-metal  work.  The  exhibition  will  be  under  the 
management  of  Mr.  S.  E.  Fedden,  of  the  Corporation 
Electrical  Supply  Department,  Commercial  Street,  Sheffield. 

There  appears  to  be  a  kind  of  fatalism  attached  to  the 
r.nnual  visit  of  the  Notts  chemists'  cricket  team  to  Sheffield. 
Last  year  rain  fell  steadily  all  through  the  afternoon,  and 
the  same  state  of  affairs  met  them  when  they  arrived  on 
Thursday  last  week  to  meet  the  team  of  the  Sheffield 
Pharmacy  Athletic  Club.  The  two  teams  spent  the  after- 
noon out  at  the  Beauchief  Hotel,  playing  billiards,  drink- 
ing soda-water,  and  finding  new  words  to  apply  to  the 
weathar.  Tea  was  served  at  the  hotel,  after  which  Mr. 
R.  D.  Douglas  (President),  in  welcoming  the  guests, 
expressed  his  regrets  that  no  play  had  been  possible,  but 
hoped  for  better  luck  next  time.  Mr.  C.  Carr  responded 
for  the  visitors,  and  thanked  Mr.  Douglas  for  his  remarks, 
but  hinted  that  the  Sheffielders  were  driven  to  arrange  the 
weather  in  self-defence.  In  the  evening  both  teams  visited 
the  Empire  Theatre. 

A  Charge  of  False  Pretences. 
At  Chesterfield  Police  Court  on  September  17,  John  Henry 
Hempsall,  Chapel  Lane,  Chesterfield,  was  charged  with 
obtaining  2*.  by  false  pretences  from  Annie  Green,  with 
intent  to  defraud.  Mr.  John  Middleton,  who  prosecuted, 
said  the  defendant  was  an  insurance  agent.  He  called  on 
various  small  shopkeepers,  representing  that  he  was  selling 
Beecham's  pills.  He  asked  the  prosecutrix  in  the  present 
case  if  she  sold  Beecham's  pills.  She  said  she  did  not,  but 
was  asked  for  them.  He  then  sold  her.  it  was  alleged,  some 
pills,  representing  them  to  be  Beecham's.  Prosecutrix  said 
the  defendant  came  into  the  shop  and  asked  if  she  sold 
Beecham's  pills.  She  replied  in  the  negative,  and  said  she 
understood  a  licence  was  necessary  before  she  could  sell 


them.  He  said  a  licence  was  not  necessary,  as  they  were 
broken.  She  gave  him  2s.  for  a  box  containing  360  pills, 
which  she  was  to  sell  at  four  a  penny.  Witness  asked  de- 
fendant if  he  was  a  Chesterfield  gentleman,  and  he  said, 
"You  may  have  seen  me,  as  my  wife  is  a  relative  of  Mr. 
Furness,  the  chemist.  I  supply  him  with  pills."  Witness 
produced  a  box  with  the  label  "  East  Manchester  Drug  Co., 
Ltd." — Ethel  Gum,  Wharfe  Lane,  said  her  father  asked  the 
defendant  how  he  could  sell  Beecham's  pills  loose,  and  the 
defendant  replied  that  they  bought  them  in  bulk  frcm 
Beecham's,  and  could  sell  them  out  in  boxes.  The  defendant 
called  in  the  evening  for  2s.,  and  witness  said  to  him,  "  Wo 
are  not  going  to  keep  them.  They  are  not  Beecham's."  The 
defendant  said,  "  They  are  Beecham's." — Mr.  Muir  Wilson, 
who  defended,  asked  for  an  adjournment,  in  order  that  he 
might  be  supplied  with  names  and  dates,  and  the  hearing  was 
adjourned  for  a  week. 

Fires. 

A  big  fire  occurred  at  Frodingham  on  September  17, 
when  the  chemical- works  of  Messrs.  H.  &  E.  Albert 
were  completely  destroyed.  Some  valuable  electrical  and 
steam-driven  machinery  was  destroyed  in  addition  to  the 
building,  and  the  damage  is  estimated  at  several  thousands 
of  pounds. 

A  fire,  caused,  it  is  supposed,  through  some  wax  being 
ignited  by  the  gas,  occurred  on  Sunday  at  the  premises 
of  Messrs.  Mason  &  Sons,  chemists,  High  Street,  Bexley, 
Kent.  The  door  of  the  premises  was  forced  by  the  firemen, 
who  succeeded  in  subduing  the  flames  before  sericus 
damage  had  been  done. 

Counterfeit  Coin. 

At  the  Old  Bailey  on  September  12,  George  Clark  was 
given  six  months'  hard  labour  for  being  in  possession  of  and 
attempting  to  pass  counterfeit  coin.  Prisoner,  on 
August  10,  went  into  the  shop  of  Mr.  Alfred  Higgs,  chemist, 
Kingston-on-Thames,  for  a  l^d.  seidlitz-powder,  for  which 
he  tendered  a  counterfeit  half-crown  to  Mr.  Higgs,  jun.  A 
police-constable  was  called,  and  Smith  was  taken  to  the 
station,  where  he  was  searched,  but,  no  other  counterfeit 
money  being  found  upon  him,  he  was  not  charged.  On 
August  18  he  again  attempted  to  pass  a  counterfeit  half- 
crown  at  a  baker's  shop  in  Brixtcn.  The  prisoner  was 
arrested,  and  at  the  police-station  five  counterfeit  half- 
crowns  and  two  five-shilling  pieces  were  found  in  his 
possession.

Queen's  College,  Belfast. 

Tenders  have  been  invited  by  the  authorities  of  Queen's 
College,  Belfast,  for  the  completion  of  the  building  devoted 
to  chemistry  by  the  addition  of  a  new  and  properly  fitted 
lecture-theatre,  a  preparation-room,  a  chemical  museum,  and 
other  accessories.  As  the  building  already  contains- -fine 
laboratories  for  qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis,  a  large 
practical  classroom,  rooms  for  water  and  gas  analysis, 
balance-room,  research-rooms,  and  dark-room,  it  will  with 
these  additions  be  made  complete.  The  range  of  chemical 
laboratories,  when  erected,  will  be  named  "The  Donald 
Currie  laboratories."  A  new  pharmaceutical  laboratory  is 
also  to  be  specially  fitted  up  for  practical  instruction. 

A  Vacant  Post. 

Mr.  S.  Templeton,  F.I.C.,  head  of  the  Chemistry  Depart- 
ment of  the  Municipal  Technical  Institute,  Belfast,  has 
resigned  his  position,  and  the  resignation  has  been  accepted 
by  the  Library  and  Technical  Committee  of  the  Corporation 
as  from  September  30.  No  steps  have  yet  been  taken  to 
appoint  a  successor. 

Tampering:  with  Medicines. 
Up  till  the  present  the  Local  Government  Board  has  not 
granted  the  sworn  inquiry  asked  for  by  the  Monaghan 
Board  of  Guardians  into  the  tampering  with  medicines  at 
the  Castleshane  Dispensary  (C.  <£•  D.,  September  1,  p.  355). 
They  have  written  to  the  Guardians  asking  if  they  wish  the 
conduct  of  any  of  their  officers  to  be  investigated  on  oath, 
and  asking  what  points  the  Guardians  think  should  form  the 
subject  of  the  inquiry. — The  Guardians,  in  reply,  have 
reiterated  their  demand  for  a  sworn  inquiry  and  stated  that 
they  do  not  make  any  charge  against  any  of  their  officers. 

Appointing  an  Analyst. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  South  Dublin  Guardians  on  Septem- 
ber 12,  Mr.  Duffy  moved  that  Dr.  Cremer  be  appointed 
analyst  to  the  workhouse  at  a  salary  of  50/.  per  annum.  He 
said  that  the  fitting-up  of  a  laboratory  would  cost  120/.  Mr. 
Maher  opposed  the  motion,  as  it  would  cost  at  least  500/.  to 
fit  up  a  laboratory  properly,  and  he  said  that  the  duties  of 
such  an  office  would  prevent  Dr.  Cremer  efficiently  dis- 
charging his  duties  as  visiting  medical  officer.  The  motion 
was,  however,  passed. 

Tod  Late. 

With  regard  to  the  claim  of  Messrs.  Hayes,  Conyngham, 
&  Robinson,  chemists,  Dublin,  for  3/.  Is.  against  the 
Guardians  of  the  Shillelagh  Union,  and  with  respect  to 
which  the  Guardians  wanted  an  extension  cf  time,  the 
L.G.B.  have  written  that  the  items  have  been  more  than 
two  years  owing,  and  payment  is  barred  by  statute.

Cape  Colony. 

Foreign  Trade  Returns. — During  July  the  grand  total  of 
imports  for  the  whole  of  British  South  Africa  amounted  to 
2,206,169/.,  against  2,248,971/.  in  July  1905  ;  and  the  exports 
for  the  same  period  were  3,216,455/.,  against  2,831,044/. 
The  following  figures  represent  the  imports  of  drugs,  chemi- 
cals, and  dye-stuffs  of  the  various  Colonies  :  Cape  Colony, 
21,589/.  (July  1905,  44,339/.) ;  Orange  River  Colony,  6,603/. 
(5,246/.);  Transvaal,  28,353/.  (41,243/.);  Natal,  10,019/. 
(8,966/.);  Southern  Rhodesia,  3,993/.  (2,493/.);  Northern 
Rhodesia,  124/.  The  imports  of  drugs,  chemicals,  and 
apothecaries'  wares  into  Cape  Colony  during  the  first  half 
of  1906  amounted  to  123,000/.,  against  130,000/.  during  the 
first  half  of  1905. 

Claim  against  an  Estate. — An  extraordinary  story  was 
told  in  the  Supreme  Court  at  Cape  Town  on  August  28, 
in  an  action  brought  by  Mary  Elizabeth  Carlese  against  the 
estate  of  the  late  Marthinus  de  Vries,  who  was  a  chemist  in 
business  at  Graves  Street,  Claremont.  Plaintiff  claimed 
500/.  damages  for  seduction  and  28/.  per  month  maintenance 
of  her  minor  children.  It  was  stated  for  the  plaintiff  that 
she  had  had  eleven  children  (seven  of  whom  are  still  living) 
by  the  late  M.  de  Vries.  She  was  not  married  to  de  Vries, 
as  it  was  discovered  after  she  had  the  first  child  that  he  was 
a  married  man.  .  At  the  hearing  of  the  action  evidence  was 
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given  that  the  real  Mrs.  de  Vries  had  eight  children  (seven 
living)  and  that  half  the  estate  belonged  to  her.  Argu- 
ments by  counsel  were  heard  at  length,  and  numerous  legal 
authorities  and  cases  cited,  and  in  view  of  the  complexity 
of  the  issue  the  Court  adjourned  their  judgment  for  con- 
sideration. 

Services  Appreciated. — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Bechuanaland  Agricultural  and  Horticultural  Society  held 
at  Maf eking  on  August  20,  Mr.  J.  E.  Jones,  chemist,  and 
druggist,  announced  that  he  would  be  unable  to  retain  the 
secretaryship  of  the  Society  owing  to  pressure  of  other  work. 
With  regard  to  the  election  of  a  new  Secretary  Mr.  H.  P. 
Dennison,  Mayor  of  Mafeking,  expressed  the  deep  regret  of 
the  members  at  losing  the  services  of  Mr.  Jones,  whose 
interest  and  energy  had  placed  the  Society  in  such  a  satis- 
factory position.  He  proposed  that  an  honorarium  of  25/. 
be  voted  to  Mr.  Jones,  in  appreciation  of  the  valuable  ser- 
vices he  had  rendered.  Mr.  Jones  thanked  the  meeting  for 
showing  appreciation  of  his  work,  but  said  he  would  not 
take  the  money  from  the  funds,  as  the  Society  was  not  yet 
out  of  debt.  He  suggested  that  they  should  keep  the  money 
and  with  it  pay  the  salary  of  a  Secretary  for  the  next  year. 
This  was  eventually  agreed  to,  as  well  as  a  proposal  by 
Mr.  Wenham  that  they  could  not  let  Mr.  Jones  resign  with- 
out showing  in  some  tangible  way  that  they  had  appreciated 
the  work  he  had  done. 

Customs  Irregularities. — Some  time  ago  a  Select  Com- 
mittee was  appointed  by  the  Legislative  Council  to  inquire 
into  cases  of  irregularities  in  regard  to  Customs  alleged  to 
have  been  perpetrated  by  Messrs.  Holt  &  Holt,  of  Port 
Elizabeth  and  Cape  Town.  A  majority  report  and  a  minority 
report  have  been  issued  by  the  Committee,  the  majority  find- 
ing that  Holt  &  Holt  had  been  guilty  of  irregularities, 
while  the  minority  declare  that  the  evidence  led  did  not 
justify  the  charges  against  the  firm.  The  matter  has 
created  considerable  sensation,  and  when  the  report  of  the 
Committee  was  considered  by  the  Legislative  Council,  coun- 
sel for  the  accused  firm  was  heard  at  the  Bar.  The  subse- 
quent discussion  was  exciting,  but  the  House  ultimately 
desired  to  express  no  opinion  for  or  against.  The  saving 
amendment,  moved  by  Mr.  De  Smidt,  was  as  follows  : 

That  considering  the  probability  of  the  charges  against 
the  firm  of  Holt  &  Holt  becoming  the  subject  of 
litigation  in  the  courts  of  law,  and  that  all  the  wit- 
nesses for  Holt  &  Holt  have  not  been  examined,  and  that 
there  will  not  be  time  for  the  Committee  to  take  further 
evidence  this  Session,  the  Council  declines  to  express  any 
opinion  as  to  guilt  or  innocence  of  the  firm,  but  leaves  the 
matter  in  the  hands  of  the  Government.  The  Council  is 
further  of  opinion  that  the  system  of  fining  out  of  court 
should  be  discontinued,  and  that  all  cases  of  importance 
should  be  brought  before  the  Courts  of  Law  for  the  purpose 
of  fixing  the  penalty. 
This  was  carried  without  dissent. 

Natal. 

The  Imports  of  drugs,  chemicals,  and  apothecaries'  wares 
during  the  first  half  of  1906  amounted  to  262,0001.,  against 
85,000/.  for  the  first  half  of  1906. 

At  Durban  last  month  Mr.  J.  S.  Johnstone  was  charged 
with  "  having  wrongfully  used  the  name  or  functions  of  an 
apothecary,  chemist,  or  druggist " ;  and  also  with  having, 
in  applying  for  a  licence  to  the  Durban  Corporation,  assumed 
the  title  of  "The  Meridian  Drug  and  Essence  Company," 
and  adopted  the  "Meridian"  trade-mark.  Defendant's 
solicitor  took  objection  to  the  wording  of  the  summons,  and 
an  adjournment  was  granted  so  that  a  fresh  summons  might 
be  issued. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

The  Imports  of  drugs,  chemicals,  and  apothecaries'  wares 
into  the  Orange  River  Colony  during  the  first  half  of  1906 
amounted  to  19,000/.,  against  12,000/.  for  the  first  half  of 
1905. 

The  "  Cancer-cure."— Widespread  interest  has  been 
evinced  in  Bloemfontein  with  regard  to  the  alleged  new 
cancer-cure  reported  from  Bethlehem.  (C .  <£•  D.,  Sep- 
tember 8,  p.  391.)  Many  inquiries  have  been  received  from 
all  parts  of  the  country  for  further  information  in  regard  to 
the  cure.  A  sample  of  the  remedy  has  been  sent  to  London, 
with  the  view  of  claiming  the  bonus  of  40,000/.  offered  for 
a  reliable  cure. 


Transvaal. 

Against  the  Liquor  Law. — At  Pretoria  on  August  28, 
David  Burbitsky  was  sentenced  to  six  months'  hard  labour, 
having  been  convicted  under  the  Liquor  Law  for  selling  to 
native  traps  a  quantity  of  patent  medicine  which  was  found 
to  contain  90  per  cent,  of  alcohol,  the  law  allowing  only 
2  per  cent,  when  sold  as  medicine.  The  accused,  who  is  a 
general  dealer,  stated  that  the  boys  asked  him  for  medicine. 
He  took  twelve  phials  of  "  Witte  Dulcis  "  [spt.  aether,  nit., 
generally  below  B.P.  strength. — Ed.],  mixed  it  with  water, 
and  sold  it  as  medicine.    Notice  of  appeal  was  given.

M.  Hougounenq,  Professor  of  Medical  Chemistry,  has 
been  elected  Dean  of  the  Mixed  Faculty  of  Medicine  and 
Pharmacy  at  Lyons,  in  place  of  M.  Lortet,  who  retires  in 
November  next. 

Trade  Associations  and  Applied  Chemistry. — The 
Chemical  Society  has  awarded  its  prize  for  organic  chemistry 
to  M.  Kling;  while  M.  Laloue  takes  that  offered  by  the 
French  Perfumery  Association,  and  M.  Halphen  is  the 
"laureate"  of  the  Wholesale  Wine  and  Spirit  Association. 
A  4/.  encouragement  prize  from  M.  Pillet  goes  to  M.  Litterer 
for  his  work  regarding  essential  oils. 

The  Prizes  founded  by  Dr.  Henri  de  Rothschild  have 
been  awarded  by  the  Scientific  Society  of  Alimentary 
Hygiene.  The  first,  value  200/.,  is  taken  by  MM.  Michel 
and  Perret  with  a  paper  on  "  The  Child's  Food  : 
From  Birth  to  the  Age  of  Two  Years."  The  essays 
on  city  milk-supply  were  so  remarkable  that  M.  de  Roth- 
schild decided  to  give  an  extra  prize.  M.  Beau,  Professor  at 
Poligny  School,  receives  100/. ;  Professor  Porcher,  of  the 
Veterinary  School  at  Toulouse,  40/. ;  while  12/.  was  awarded 
to  M.  Rigaux,  Professor  of  Agriculture  of  the  Lozere  De- 
partment, and  8/.  to  M.  Antonin  Rollet. 

Promotion  of  Military  Pharmacists. — M.  Masson,  who 
holds  the  responsible  position  of  manager  of  the  Central 
Pharmacy  of  the  French  Military  Sanitary  Service,  and  sits 
on  the  Technical  Health  Committee,  has  just  been  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  Pharmacist-Inspector.  This  is  the  highest 
pharmaceutical  rank  in  the  French  army,  and  corresponds 
to  that  of  General  of  Brigade.  The  immediate  result  has, 
of  course,  been  subordinate  promotions.  Thus  M.  Karcher, 
of  the  Versailles  Military  Hospital,  is  advanced  to 
M.  Masson's  former  rank  as  principal  first-class 
pharmacist;  M.  Maljean, -  pharmacist-major  at  the  In- 
valides,  becomes  a  second-class  principal  pharmacist ;  and 
M.  Bosc  and  M.  Comte,  who  are  respectively  attached  to 
the  Ajaccio  and  Ghambery  military  hospitals,  each 
advances  a  step. 

The  Weekly  Rest  Question  is  still  a  burning  one.  The 
Assistants'  Association  have  passed  a  resolution  asking  for 
one  whole  day  in  place  of  the  two  half-days  the  law  allows 
as  a  substitute.  A  manufacturer  of  pharmaceuticals  outside 
Paris  gave  the  O.  Jk  D.  correspondent  his  views  on  the 
subject  as  he  paid  off  his  men  for  the  week.  "  They  say 
M.  Lepine  (the  Prefect  of  Police)  wants  to  give  us  the 
English  Sunday,  that  he  is  going  beyond  the  letter  of  the 
Act  even.  Well,  I  say,  let's  really  have  the  English  Sun- 
day. You  shut  up  taverns  and  dancing-halls,  don't  you  ?  " 
(Our  representative  nodded.)  "  Well,  here  they  don't.  So 
my  men  come  in  Monday  morning — the  older  ones  sleepy, 
they've  spent  all  Sunday  at  the  tavern  ;  and  the  younger  ? — 
well,  they  go  and  dance  till  past  midnight,  or  take  a  bicycle 
and  run  fifty  kilometres.  'And  a  nice  state  they're  in,  all 
of  them.  Now,  in  England  I  should  pay  them  at  noon  oh.-. 
Saturday,  and  they  would  have  all  Saturday  afternoon  to 
drink  or  tire  themselves  out,  and  rest  and  sleep  it  off  on 
Sunday  ready  for  Monday's  work.  Ah  !  but  you  English 
are  practical !  "  This  little  description  of  the  French  work- 
ing-man by  one  who  doesn't  believe  in  him  was  delivered  in 
a  somewhat  loud  tone  as  the  men  came  in  to  receive  their 
weekly  wage,  and  was  possibly  intended  for  their  benefit. 
Whether  they  could  make  both  ends  meet  with  5j  days' 
wages  at  present  rates  of  pay  was  not  ascertainable  under 
the  circumstances. 
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The  New  Pharmacy  School. — The  calendar  for  the 
Laval  School  of  Pharmacy,  which  has  recently  been  issued 
for  the  year  1906-7,  shows  that  the  school  has  a  staff  of 
eleven  professors,  as  follows  :  Messrs.  Joseph  Contant, 
J.  E.  W.  Lecours,  Alf.  J.  Lawrence,  S.  Lachance,  Henri 
Lanctot,  Ed.  Vadboncceur,  A.  D.  Quintin,  Joseph  Boutin, 
J.  Flahaut,  Henri  Pilon,  and  Henri  Lalonde.  Mr.  Flahaut 
was  recently  appointed  to  the  chair  of  mineral  and  organic 
chemistry. 

The  British  Commissioner. — Mr.  Richard  Grigg, 
Commissioner  of  the  British  Board  of  Trade,  was  in 
Victoria,  B.C.,  when  the  mail  left.  He  will  remain  in 
Victoria  until  after  the  arrival  of  the  Governor-General, 
with  whom  he  is  anxious  to  confer  on  the  objects  of  his 
mission.  While  in  Victoria  he  will  gather  all  information 
possible  as  to  the  conditions  in  British  Columbia,  and 
interview  merchants  personally  and  the  officials  of  the 
Board  of  Trade.  Mr.  Grigg  stated  that  the  preferential 
tariff  which  Canada  had  arranged  in  favour  of  Great 
Britain  had  induced  an  increase  of  trade.  It  is  Mr. 
Grigg's  intention  to  appoint  an  official  correspondent  for 
the  British  Board  of  Trade  in  different  parts  of  the 
Dominion,  probably  one  in  each  province. 

Withdrawing  from  the  N.D.C.C. — Mr.  Charles 
Lyman  and  Mr.  F.  Gold  Lyman,  partners  in  the  firm  of 
Lyman,  Knox  &  Co.,  of  Montreal,  and  one  of  the  firms 
making  up  the  recently  formed  National  Drug  &  Chemical 
Co.,  have  withdrawn  entirely  from  the  combine.  It  is 
presumed  that  these  gentlemen  will  cast  in  their  lot  with 
Lyman,  Sons  &  Co.,  the  strongest  opponents  the  new  com- 
bination has  to  contend  with.  It  is  said  that  as  yet  the 
drug-trade  of  Canada  has  been  but  little  affected  by  the 
new  condition  of  affairs,  and  only  in  a  few  instances  have 
changes  been  made  throughout  the  country.  It  was 
claimed  by  the  combination  at  the  time  of  their  initiation 
that  this  would  be  the  result,  and  that  their  object  in 
uniting  their  forces  was  to  do  away  with  the  ruinous  com 
petition  then  existing.  Their  object  has  been  attained  so 
far  as  relates  to  the  individual  firms  composing  the  com 
bine,  but  it  would  seem  that  they  will  have  competition  in 
plenty  from  the  various  companies  which  have  since  sprung 
into  being.  However,  Canada  is  able  to  bear  it.  The 
country  is  going  ahead  by  leaps  and  bounds,  and  one  drug 
company  more  or  less  will  make  very  little  difference. 

Obituary.— Montreal  has  lost  one  of  her  best-known 
druggists  by  the  death,  on  September  4,  of  Mr.  Bernard 
Ewan  McGale.  For  the  past  six  months  Mr.  McGale 
had  been  ill,  and  had  only  been  able  to  attend 
to  his  business  in  a  desultory  manner.  Six  weeks 
ago  a  decided  change  for  the  worse  manifested 
itself,  and  he  gradually  sank  and  died.  Mr.  McGale 
was  born  of  Irish  parentage  fifty-six  years  ago, 
and  at  a  very  early  age  entered  the  drug-store  of  Mr. 
Henry  Gray,  of  Montreal,  as  an  apprentice.  In  1874  he 
went  into  business  for  himself,  opening  a  drug-store  at  the 
corner  of  Notre  Dame  and  Maple  Avenue,  and  it  was  this 
store  which  he  occupied  for  the  thirty  years  he  was  in 
business  until  the  day  of  his  death.  Through  his  rigid 
business  integrity  and  honesty  Mr.  McGale  won  a  high 
place  for  himself  in  business  circles  and  in  the  esteem  of 
all  -who  knew  him.  For  a  number  of  years  he  had  been 
president  of  the  Wingate  Chemical  Co.,  formed  for  the 
purpose  principally  of  exploiting  the  several  proprietary 
articles  for  which  he  held  patents.  The  company  also  had 
for  some  years  the  Canadian  agency  for  the  Eliwood  Lee 
Co.  s  goods.    It  is  believed  that  Mr.  McGale  had  become 
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possessed  of  considerable  wealth,  mostly  through  outside 
ventures,  which  wealth  he  employed  in  doing  good  in 
various  unostentatious  ways,  of  which  the  public  knew  very 
little.  The  many  charitable  institutions  of  Montreal  have 
benefited  largely  by  his  generosity,  and  the  pathway  of 
many  an  unfortunate  friend  has  been  made  smoother  by 
his  kindness.  Mr.  McGale's  great  hobby  was  the  raising 
of  a  particular  breed  of  fine  ponies,  of  which  he  had 
quite  a  number  on  his  stock-farm  at  St.  Lambert,  and  he 
was  highly  successful  in  this  pursuit. 


Straits  Pharmaceutical  Association. — The  first  annual 
meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  in  Singapore  on 
August  24,  Mr.  James  McKenzie  presiding.  There  was  a 
full  attendance  of  Singapore  members,  Penang  being  unre- 
presented.— The  annual  report  stated  that  the  Association 
was  formed  a  year  ago  with  the  object  of  protecting  the 
legislative  and  commercial  interests  of  its  members,  the 
discussion  of  matters  pharmaceutical,  and  the  promotion  of 
social  intercourse.  All  these  objects  had  been  attained  with 
good  results,  and  though  good  work  had  been  done  in  con- 
nection with  the  Poisons  Ordinance  and  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  (Cocaine)  Bill,  there  still  remained  much  to  occupy 
the  attention  of  the  Association  in  the  way  of  bringing  these 
laws  into  proper  working  order.  The  committee  were  unani- 
mously of  opinion  that  the  time  has  come  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  a  Bill  to  regulate  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  the 
Colony. — The  President,  in  commenting  on  the  report, 
hoped  the  members  would  do  all  they  could  to  support  the 
Association  in  its  endeavours  to  place  the  practice  of  phar- 
macy in  the  Straits  on  a  better  footing. — The  report  was 
adopted,  and  the  accounts,  which  were  quite  satisfactory, 
passed. — Mr.  J.  McKenzie  was  unanimously  re-elected 
President,  and  Mr.  R.  C.  Christopher,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer. — It  was  resolved  to  hold  the  annual  dinner  on 
a  convenient  date  early  in  September. 

Cocaine  in  the  Straits. — The  Select  Committee  (of  the 
Legislative  Council)  have  issued  their  report  on  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Bill  as  follows  : 

The  Committee,  in  considering  how  far  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Bill  might  be  expected  to  effect  the  objects  for  which 
it  was  framed,  have  observed  that  those  objects,  as  described 
in  the  preamble  of  the  Bill,  appear  to  fall  entirely  within  the 
purview  of  the  Poisons  Ordinance,  1905,  the  provisions  of 
which  apply  to  cocaine  and  its  synthetic  analogues.    It  was 
accordingly  thought  desirable  to  make  some  inquiries  as  to 
whether  the  use  of  cocaine  or  any  other  allied  drug  had 
become  so  general  as  to  render  necessary  any  extension  of 
the  large  powers  given  by  the  Poisons  Ordinance  for  regulat- 
ing the  sale  and  possession  of  it.    With  this  view  the  Com- 
mittee examined    the   Acting    Principal    Civil  Medical 
Officer,  the  representatives  of  two  leading  chemists'  busi- 
nesses in  Singapore,  and  Dr.  Lim  Boon  Keng.    The  Acting 
Principal  Civil  Medical  Officer  stated  that  he  had  no  reason 
to  believe  that  cocaine  was  being  used  in  extraordinary 
quantities,  and  the  representatives  of  the  Singapore  Dis- 
pensary and  Maynard  &  Co.  both  concurred  with  this  view. 
Indeed,  the  representative  of  the  last-named  firm  stated 
that  his  sales  of  cocaine,  which  had  never  been  large,  had 
decreased  during  the  last  ten  months.    Dr.  Lim  Boon  Keng 
was  under  the  impression  that  some  users  of  morphine  were 
now  taking  cocaine  instead,  but  had  not  himself  met  any 
case  of  cocaine-poisoning.    He  thought  that  some  cocaine 
might  come  into  the  Colony  through  the  post.    The  four 
witnesses  agreed  that  rules  under  the  Poisons  Ordinance 
should  be  sufficient  to  insure  the  required  control  over  the 
importation  and  sale  of  the  drug.    After  considering  the 
evidence  of  the  different  witnesses  and  carefully  comparing- 
the  provisions  of  the  Bill  with  those  of  the  Poisons  Or- 
dinance, the  Committee  came  to  the  conclusion  that  rules 
made  under  that  Ordinance  would  probably  be  as  effectual 
in  the  direction  required  as  any  special  legislation.    Such  a 
course  would  further  have  the  advantage  of  not  necessitating 
the  keeping  by  chemists  of  a  special  set  of  books  and  records. 
It  was  pointed  out  by  one  of  the  witnesses  that  the  books 
now  kept  entail  the  expenditure  of  considerable  trouble 
and  time.    In  these  circumstances  the  Committee  have  not 
in  this  Report  analysed  the  various  sections  of  the  Bill,  but 
have  thought  it  sufficient  to  record  their  opinion  that  there 
do  not  seem  to  be  sufficient  grounds  for  passing  a  separate 
Ordinance  to  deal  with  this  matter,  and  that  rules  under  the 
Poisons  Ordinance  may  with  advantage  be  substituted  for 
the  Bill  if  the  present  rules  are  not  sufficient  for  the  purpose 
in  view.  ■ 


The  Rise  in  Camphor.— Mr.  L.  Chiozza-Money,  M.P., 
haying  shown  in  the  "  Daily  News "  what  a  splendid 
thing  Japanese  Government  trading  is,  and  what  handsome 
profits  are  made  on  camphor,  a  plaintive  wail  comes  from 
"Chemist,"  who  writes:  "Before  the  Japanese  Government 
took  it  in  hand,  I  bought  camphor  at  Is.  5d.  per  lb. ;  the  other 
day  I  paid  4s.  8(7.,,  or  nearly  four  times  as  much.  It  appears 
to  me  that  there  is  no  difference  in  the  effect  on  the  buying" 
public  between  Government  and  '  trust '  monopolies." 
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The  Rudolf- Virchow  Hospital,  at  Berlin,  which  will 
probably  be  the  largest  hospital  on  the  Continent,  will  be 
opened  on  October  1. 

The  Wiesbaden  Government  has  let  the  entire  sale  of  the 
Ems  pastilles  and  Ems  spring  salts  to  the  Vertriebsgesell- 
schaf  t  der  Konigl.  Emser  Quellenprcdukte  at  Dusseldorf. 

Professor  of  Photography. — An  extra  professoriate  for 
scientific  and  practical  photography  has  been  founded  at 
the  Lucerne  University,  with  Mr.  R.  A.  Reiss  as  the  first 
professor. 

Lemon-juice. — A  Hamburg  shopkeeper  has  been  fined  41. 
for  selling  a  preparation  as  lemon- juice  which  was  not 
simply  the  expressed  juice  of  the  lemon.  Defendant  ad- 
mitted that  it  was  a  mixture  of  lemon-juice  and  essence  of 
lemon,  but  contended  that  there  had  been  no  adulteration. 

The  First  Danish  Pharmasister. — Congratulations  to 
Mrs.  Mikkelsen,  who  has  passed  the  State  pharmaceutical 
examination,  and  is  the  first  lady  in  Denmark  to  receive 
permission  from  the  Government  to  carry  on  a  pharmacy 
independently.  Her  pharmacy  is  in  Dronninglund,  Jut- 
land. 

Free  Chlorine. — During  the  night  of  August  23-24  the 
flange  packing  of  a  reservoir  containing  liquid  chlorine  at 
Goldschmidt's  Chemical-works,  Essen,  gave  way,  and  the 
chlorine  escaped  with  great  force.  The  people  living  near 
the  works  were  aroused  and  advised  to  leave  their  houses 
as  quickly  as  possible,  for  fear  of  suffocation,  but  no  serious 
results  are  reported. 

Sale  of  Cyprus  Sponces. — Information  has  been  re- 
ceived from  Cyprus  that  the  Board  of  Agriculture  will 
have  some  7,000  okes  (about  eight  tons)  of  sponges  for 
sale  on  November  15  next,  by  which  date  tenders  are 
invited.  Samples  can  be  obtained  on  application  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  Nicosia,  Cyprus,  on 
payment  of  45s.  per  oke. 

Altering  the  Prescription.— A  pharmacist  at  Solingen 
and  his  former  assistant  have  been  fined  21.  and  11.  respec- 
tively for  altering  a  prescription  without  medical  authority. 
They  increased  the  quantity  of  santonin  in  a  prescription 
meant  for  a  child,  but  which  was  to  be  used  by  a  woman. 
The  experts  stated,  however,  that  they  did  not  exceed  the 
dose  permissible  for  adults. 

The  Qualified  Owner. — A  drug-store  in  Berlin  is  carried 
on  in  the  name  of  a  pharmacist's  wife,  the  husband  having 
the  right  of  procuration.  Nevertheless,  according  to  "Der 
Drogenhandler,"  the  wife  of  the  owner  of  the  store  has  been 
compelled  to  pass  the  examination  and  apply  for  the  con- 
cession, which  had  been  granted  previously  to  the  business 
when  the  husband  signed  as  proprietor. 

Trouble  Ahead. — The  head  of  the  police  in  Lorraine  has, 
at  the  instigation  of  the  Medical  Association  of  Metz,  pro- 
hibited all  public  announcements  or  recommendations 
relative  to  curing  disease  without  personal  examination,  and 
the  advertising  of  articles,  contrivances,  or  methods  for  the 
prevention,  cure,  or  amelioration  of  diseases  of  human 
beings  or  of  animals.  Owing  to  the  popularity  of  many 
French  proprietary  articles  in  the  province  it  is  prophesied 
that  this  order  will  be  extensively  ignored. 

Chemists'  Assistants  in  Germany. — At  the  third  annual 
meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Union  recently  held  at 
Nuremberg  a  resolution  was  passed  calling  for  an  increased 
number  of  pharmacies  in  the  Empire,  and  the  Council  was 
authorised  to  take  steps  in  the  matter.  It  was  also  de- 
cided to  support  assistants  in  disputes  with  sick-funds  and 
friendly  societies,  to  advocate  the  Sunday  off,  and  to  boy- 
cott any  employer  who  boycotts  union  members.  It  is 
stated  that  the  Union  comprises  over  3,000  members. 

Spanish  Notes. — The  Pharmaceutical  College  of  Sara- 
goza  has  determined  to  hold  a  pharmaceutical  exhibition 
on  the  occasion  of  the  centenary  of  the  siege  of  the  town. — 
The  Royal  Academy  of  Medicine  of  Madrid  has  completed 
two  of  the  three  lists  of  medicines  specified  in  Article  66 
of  the  Sanitary  Instructions — namely,  that  of  medical  sub- 
stances whose  sale  is  strictly  prohibited  outside  pharma- 
cies, and  that  of  substances  of  industrial  and  medical  use 
which  are  harmless  and  which  may  be  sold  elsewhere. 


A  Curious  Charge  against  a  labourer  at  the  Haen 
Chemical-works,  S'eelze,  has  been  dismissed  by  the  Han- 
over Court.  It  was  said  that  contrary  to  directions  he 
poured  about  70  kilos,  of  hydrochloric  acid  all  at  once  into 
a  sodium-sulphide  solution,  instead  of  adding  it  gradually, 
with  the  result  that  the  excessive  development  of  sulphu- 
retted hydrogen  asphyxiated  another  workman.  The 
Court  found  that  negligence  was  not  proved. 

An  Advance  in  Cork. — An  international  congress  of 
ccrk-manufacturers  was  held  at  Eisenach  on  August  31  and 
September  1,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  John  Guttmann, 
of  Berlin.  Eighty-two  delegates  from  Germany,  Belgium, 
Holland,  Finland,  Sweden,  Spain,  France,  Austria,  and 
Russia  were  present.  The  proposals  of  the  President  on 
the  measures  to  be  taken  for  increasing  the  prices  of  corks 
resulted,  after  an  animated  discussion,  in  the  adoption  of  a 
resolution  to  make  a  general  advance  in  the  prices. 

Phosphorus  Matches. — At  a  sectional  meeting  on 
September  18  of  the  International  Industrial  Conference 
now  being  held  at  Berne  a  draft  convention  relating  to  the 
prohibition  of  phosphorus  in  matches  was  discussed.  Owing 
to  the  attitude  taken  by  the  Japanese  delegates  an  agree- 
ment on  the  subject  was  possible  only  between  a  limited 
number  of  countries.  France,  Germany,  Italy,  Holland. 
Denmark,  and  Switzerland  gave  their  adhesion  to  the  pro- 
posal. An  endeavour  is  being  made  by  a  revision  of  the 
draft  to  win  further  support  by  making  certain  concessions. 

Russian  Notes. — The  St.  Petersburg  Town  Council, 
although  it  has  been  refused  permission  to  open  cheap 
pharmacies  on  the  ground  that  the  Minister  of  the  Interior 
may  not  give  any  preference,  has  decided  to  seek  per- 
mission to  open  pharmacies  to  sell  at  ordinary  prices,  and 
in  event  of  refusal  will  appeal  to  the  Imperial  Council, 
says  the  "  Pharmatz.  Journal."  The  same  journal  reports 
that  at  the  Petroffsk  Pharmacy  on  August  23  a  man  called 
in,  complaining  that  he  was  in  a  fever.  The  assistant 
advised  a  dose  of  quinine,  and  while  he  was  engaged 
procuring  it  the  "patient"  pulled  out  a  revolver,  forbade 
the  assistant  to  call  for  aid,  and,  after  helping  himself  to 
a  sum  of  money,  disappeared  unmolested. 

A  "Tuberculosis  Museum"  has  been  opened  at  Darm- 
stadt. It  is  the  first  of  its  kind  in  Germany,  and  is  intended 
to  be  itinerary,  for  after  two  months'  stay  at  Darmstadt  it 
is  to  be  taken  throughout  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Hesse.  Tho 
object  of  the  museum  is  to  instruct  the  general  public  in  the 
dangers  of  tuberculosis  and  the  methods  of  prevention. 
Statistics  regarding  tuberculosis  mortality,  etc.,  particulars 
of  predisposition  in  certain  trades,  the  influence  of  alcohol 
on  tuberculosis,  and  the  value  of  rational  nourishment  and 
healthy  dwellings  as  preventives  are  all  set  forth.  Photo- 
graphs of  consumption  sanatoriums  throughout  the  world, 
and  drawings  as  well  as  models  of  arrangements  for  disin- 
fecting, are  also  exhibited  and  all  other  preventive  appliances 
at  present  in  use. 

Supplies  from  the  Fatherland. — The  Colonising  methods 
of  the  German  Government  are  not  altogether  popular  with 
German  colonists.  The  Colonial  Department  at  Berlin 
make  it  a  sine  qua  non  that  all  the  goods  required  must  be 
obtained  from  the  Fatherland,  and  officials  in  the  Colonies 
are  practically  prohibited  from  purchasing  anything  locally. 
This  policy  has,  it  is  said,  led  to  some  serious  blunders.  In 
one  case,  caustic  soda  was  despatched  to  the  Cameroons 
in  place  of  ordinary  washing-soda.  The  deterrent  influence 
of  this  policy  is  evident  in  the  fact  that  no  pharmacy  has 
yet  been  established  in  German  South-West  Africa.  No 
pharmacist,  it  is  said,  can  be  induced  to  settle  there,  as 
no  hopes  exist  that  he  would  receive  even  a  portion  of  the 
Government  orders.  The  precedent  set  at  Dar  es-Salaam 
has  sufficed  to  discourage  enterprise.  A  pharmacy  was 
established  there  some  time  ago,  and,  with  the  support  of 
the  medical  authorities,  the  Governor  of  the  Colony  con- 
tracted with  the  pharmacists  to  fill  the  local  requirements. 
Knowledge  of  this  arrangement  reached  Berlin  in  due 
course,  the  agreement  ran  its  course,  but  its  renewal  was 
prohibited  and  the  contract  was  transferred  to  firms  in 
Germany.  This  state  of  things  is  now  being  publicly  con- 
demned, it  being  urged  that  Colonial  Governors  should  be 
given  greater  freedom  in  the  arrangement  of  such  affairs.

High  Court  Case. 

Kodak  Cases. 

In  the  Vacation  Court  on  Wednesday,  September  19,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Bargrave  Deane,  the  case  of  Kodak,  Ltd.,  v. 
Grenville  and  that  of  Kodak,  Ltd.,  v.  J.  Lancaster  &  Son, 
were  again  mentioned.  It  was  sought  to  obtain  injunctions 
to  restrain  infringement  of  trade-mark,  and,  it  being  stated 
that  the  defendants  were  willing  to  give  undertakings  in  the 
terms  of  the  notice  of  motion  until  the  second  motion-day 
next  sittings,  the  matter  was  directed  to  stand  over  until 
then. 


City  Court  Cases. 

Committal  of  a  Chemist. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Tuesday,  September  18, 
before  Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  the  case  of  Pozner  v.  Hunt 
was  heard,  in  which  the  plaintiff,  of  Regent  Street,  sought 
to  have  the  defendant,  Mr.  Herbert  G.  Hunt,  chemist, 
30  Walbrook,  E.C.,  committed  for  the  non-payment  of  11. 
due.  Plaintiff  said  that  the  defendant  had  an  assistant  and 
he  paid  30?.  or  40?.  a  year  rent  for  his  premises. — Judge 
Rentoul  thought  that  was  very  cheap  for  Walbrook.  Order, 
11,  a  month,  with  committal  in  default. 

Husband- and- Wife  Companies. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Tuesday,  September  18, 
before  Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  the  British  Seamless  Rubber 
Co.,  Ltd.  (in  liquidation),  sued  Mr.  Maurice  Lewin  and  his 
wife,  Mrs.  Frances  Lewin,  59  Cavendish  Road,  Brondes- 
bury,  to  recover  194?.  against  the  husband  and  32?.  against 
the  wife  for  moneys  received  by  them  belonging  to  the 
company. — Mr.  E.  Guildford  Lewis,  appearing  for  the 
liquidator  of  the  plaintiff  company,  said  that  since  the  pro- 
ceedings had  been  started  Mr.  Lewin  had  died.    Lewin  used 
to  carry  on  business  as  a  rubber-manufacturer,  and  he  being 
an  undischarged  bankrupt,  the  British  Medicinal  Capsules 
Co.,  Ltd.,  was  formed.    That  went  into  liquidation,  and 
Mrs.  Lewin  purchased  the  assets  of  the  company.    She  sold 
the  business  to  the  British  Seamless  Rubber  Co.,  Ltd.,  for 
1,000?.  (200?.  in  cash  and  800?.  in  shares).    Her  husband  be- 
came the  managing  director  of  the  company  at  10?.  a  week 
salary,  and  Mrs.  Lewin  was  a  director  and  secretary.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Lewin  were  practically  the  company.    Now  that 
the  company  had  gone  into  liquidation  the  Official  Receiver 
found  that  both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lewin  had  received  the  com- 
pany's money  in  the  shape  of  cheques,  and  on  behalf  of  the 
creditors  the  present  proceedings  were  brought. — Mrs. 
Lewin  said  she  had  very  little  to  do  with  the  company.  She 
acted  according  to  her  husband's   directions,   and  did 
not  know  she  had  been  a  director.    She  was  only  the  secre- 
tary for  a  few  months.    As  for  the  cheques  which  she  had 
received,  they  were  moneys  given  her  by  her  husband  for 
housekeeping.    The  company  still  owed  the  200?.  as  part  of 
the  purchase-money. — Judge  Rentoul  said  he  would  like  to 
find  for  the  plaintiffs  if  he  could,  but  he  could  not.    He  did 
not  like  those  husband-and-wife  transactions,  of  which  he 
had  had  a  good  many  in  that  court    Judgment  for  the 
defendant,  with  costs. 


Bankruptcies  ano  failures. 


Re  William  John  Tolmie,  Cramwell  Street,  Stornoway, 
Chemist  and  Druggist. — Mr.  George  Hodge,  chartered  ac- 
countant, Glasgow,  the  trustee  of  this  estate,  intimates  that 
at  a  meeting  of  the  creditors  held  on  September  10  debtor 
made,  an  offer  of  a  composition  on  his  whole  debts  of  5s.  6d.  in 
the  pound,  payable  in  four  instalments  at  three,  six,  nine,  and 
twelve  months  respectively  from  the  date  of  his  discharge, 
with  security.  The  creditors  present  unanimously  decided  to 
consider  the  offer,  and  notice  is  given  that  it  will  be  decided 
upon  at  a  meeting  of  the  creditors  to  be  held  in  the  trustee's 
chambers,  135  Buchanan  Street,  Glasgow,  on  November  3. 

Re  Alfred  Howard  Stott,  formerly  trading  as  Howard 
Stott  &  Co.,  Dalley  Road,  Hammersmith,  Chemical-manufac- 
turer.— The  public  examination  of  this  debtor  was  held  on 
September  18,  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court,  before  Mr. 
Registrar  Brougham.    The  statement  of  affairs  showed  total 


liabilities  694?.  6s.  8c?.,  and  assets  valued  at  sufficient  to  yield 
a  surplus  of  60?.  Is.  3c?.  after  payment  of  all  the  debts.  In  the 
course  of  his  evidence  the  debtor  stated  that  he  commenced 
business  in  1902  in  partnership  with  another,  who  provided  the 
capital  of  50?.  In  April  1904  they  assigned  the  business  and 
the  benefit  of  certain  secret  processes  to  Howard  Stott  &  C, 
Ltd.,  for  1,000?.  in  cash  and  5,000?.  in  shares.  The  consideration 
was  equally  divided  between  witness  and  his  partner.  He 
acted  as  a  director  of  the  company  until  November  1905,  when 
he  resigned  in  consequence  of  disputes  between  himself  and 
his  co-directors.  Witness  attributed  his  failure  to  his  having 
left  the  employ  of  Howard  Stott  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  to  his 
inability  to  realise  his  shares  and  debts  due  to  him. — The  ex- 
amination was  concluded. 

Re  Charles  Edward  Scott  (trading  as  Maitland  &  Co.), 
233  East  India  Dock  Road,  E.,  Chemist  and  Drue  gist. — The 
adjourned  first  meeting  of  the  creditors  under  thi.-  failure  was 
held  on  September  19,  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  before 
Mr.  E.  S.  Grey,  Official  Receiver.    A  statement  of  affairs  was 
submitted  showing  unsecured  debts  2,842?.  6s.  2d.,  against 
assets  valued  at  1,394?.  18s.  lOrZ. ,  after  deducting  the  pre- 
ferential claims.    The  Chairman  reported  that  the  debtor 
had  lodged  a  proposal  which  provided  for  the  realisation  of 
the  estate  as  in  bankruptcy,  and  for  the  debtor's  father  and 
mother  to  be  paid  a  dividend  on  one-half  only  of  their  respec- 
tive claims  against  the  estate.    He  did  not  think  the  Court 
would  sanction  such  an  arrangement,  as  it  would  throw 
additional  costs  upon  the  estate,  and  it  did  not  appear  to  ba 
more  beneficial  to  the  creditors  than  an  ordinary  winding-up 
in  bankruptcy.

A  resolution  was  also  passed  con- 
firming the  payment  of  3?.  3s.  a  week  to  the  special  manager 
who  has  been  carrying  on  the  business  since  the  date  of  the 
receiving  order.    The  remuneration  to  be  paid  to  the  trustee 
was  fixed  at  5  per  cent,  upon  the  amount  of  the  realisation  of 
the  assets,  and  he  was  desired  to  give  security  in  a  bond  for 
1,400?.    The  public  examination  of  the  debtor  is  fixed  for 
October  2.

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Asthma-pastilles. 
Dr.  G.  Zehdex  ("Med.  Wochsehr.,"  1906,  361)  reports 
satisfactorily  on  the  relief  afforded  in  asthma  by  burning 
pastilles  composed  of  the  stalks  and  root  of  Punaria  Asco- 
chinga  (N.O.  Comjwsita).  Five  grams  of  the  fine  powder 
and  a  suitable  amount  of  charcoal  are  made  into  a  cylindrical 
pastille  for  burning. 

Midge-bites. 

Dr.  Arthur  W.  Thomas  (Boscombe)  writes  to  the 
"British  Medical  Journal,"  in  answer  to  an  inquiry  for 
midge-bite  remedies,  that  he  has  always  found  tincture  of 
pyrethrum  dabbed  on  exposed  parts,  hand  or  face,  etc.,  a 
sure  preventive ;  anyhow  it  is  in  the  New  Forest,  where 
stinging  creatures  abound.  Or,  if  the  smell  is  not  objected 
to,  eucalyptus  oil  used  in  the  same  way  is  very  useful. — 
Dr.  J.  Hepworth  (Penmon,  Beaumaris)  suggests  essential 
oil  of  citronclla  applied  to  the  skin  in  very  small  quantity, 
which,  he  says,  will  absolutely  prevent  midges,  flies,  etc., 
even  settling.  "As  this  is  a  volatile  oil,  the  effect  only 
lasts  for  an  hour  or  two,  but  as  a  very  small  quantity  is 
required  a  small  bottleful  of  it  can  be  carried  in  the  waist- 
coat-pocket, and  the  oil  applied  with  the  cork." 

Peri-anal  Eczema. 
Brocq  recommends  the  following  method  of  treatment 
("La  Gazette  des  Hopitaux  de  Toulouse")  : 
First  apply  to  the  part  the  following  lotion  :

This  to  be  applied  morning  and  evening,  the  part  being 
washed  a  few  minutes  afterwards  with  tepid  water,  then 
dried  with  a  soft  towel,  and  the  following  ointment  rubbed 
in :

Finally  dust  the  part  with  a  finely  sifted  mixture  of  zinc 
oxide  and  French  chalk. 

Puerperal  Fever. 
Dr.  Chill,  in  the  "Lancet,"  calls  attention  to  the  value 
of  salicylate  of  sodium  in  the  treatment  of  puerperal  fever  : 
In  spite  of  the  utmost  care  on  the  part  of  accoucheurs  in 
disinfecting  their  hands  and  instruments,  septic  infection 
will  result  in  a  few  cases  from  various  causes,  especially 
among  those  living  in  poor  and  overcrowded  districts.  A 
quick  pulse  with  a  rise  of  temperature  is  an  indication  of 
early  and  active  interference,  whether  this  is  considered  to 
be  duo  to  sepsis  or  not.  A  mercurial  intra  uterine  douche, 
to  be  continued  twice  daily  if  necessary,  and  the  administra- 
tion of  10  grains  of  salicylate  of  sodium  every  three  hours 
should  soon  reduce  both  the  temperature  and  the  pulse. 
Should  there  be  any  depression  quinine  may  be  substituted 
later. 

The  early  administration  of  sodium  salicylate  would  save 
the  employment  of  antistreptococcus  serum. 

Small  Doses  of  Drugs. 
The  grinding  up  or  dissolving  of  a  medicinal  substance 
subdivides  it,  and  the  finely  divided  particles  are  brought 
into  contact  with  living  cells  which  act  the  part  of  libera- 
tors of  the  latent  intra-atomic  energy.  Such  liberation  of 
energy  goes  on  everywhere,  under  all  circumstances.  How 
much  more  favourably  when  subdivision  renders  possible 
ionisation  by  the  tissues.  As  regards  the  preparation  of 
homoeopathic  medicines  by  trituration  and  solution,  it  is 
not  contended  that  the  drugs  are  ionised,  but  that  their 
minute  subdivision  renders  them  capable  of  ionisation  by 
the  tissues.    Nor  is  it  necessary  to  suppose  that  before 

administration  drugs  are  ionised  Our  knowledge  of 

cellular  physiology  and  cellular  pathology  demands  a 
cellular  therapeusis,  and  in  this  domain  bulk  gives  place  to 
speed.  Herein  lies  the  scientific  justification  of  the 
clinical  use  (long  verified  by  experience)  of  minute  doses  of 
finely  subdivided  substances.  Thus  spoke  Dr.  Edwin  A. 
Neatby,  in  his  presidential  address  to  the  British  Homoeo- 
pathic Congress.  It  is  a  clever  adaption  of  the  ionic 
hypothesis  to  the  Hahnemannian  doctrine. 


Hbc  Xono  firm  jfraufcs. 

AT  the  Central  Criminal  Court  on  September  14,  before  the 
Recorder  (Sir  Forrest  Fulton),  George  Thomas  Miller- 
ship  (53),  described  as  a  chemist  (but  not  on  the  Register 
of  Chemists  and  Druggists),  and  his  son,  James  Midford 
Millership  (24),  clerk,  were  indicted  for  conspiracy  to 
defraud  and  for  obtaining  goods  by  false  pretences  from 
Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.    Particulars  of  the  police- 
court  hearings  have  already  been  given  in  our  issues  of 
August  4  (p.  203)  and  August  11  (p.  235).    Mr.  Bodkin, 
for  the  Crown,  said  the  prosecution  was  instituted  by 
Messrs.   Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.,  to  prevent  fraud 
on   themselves    and  other   manufacturers   of  chemicals. 
He  reviewed  the  details  of  the  case  as  shown  by  the  evidence 
at  West  Ham  Police  Court,  the  first  witness  he  called  being 
Joseph  Collett  Smith,  one  of  the  managers  for  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.    Mr.  Smith  gave  particulars  of  supplying 
goods  to  the  total  value  of  56/.,  not  a  farthing  of  which  has 
been  paid  for  to  "George  Hill  &  Co.,"  "Watson  &  Bran- 
don," and  the  "  Eastern  Pure  Drug  Co."  Proof  of  receipt  of 
the  order  and  the  delivery  of  the  goods  was  then  given,  the 
prisoners  being  recognised  in  most  cases  as  having  received 
the  goods,  or  having  been  tenants  at  the  addresses  named  for 
short  periods. — Frank  Wardley,  an  assistant  in  the  employ 
of  Beedzler  &  Co.,  chemists,  20  Norton  Folgate,  London,, 
E.C.,  and  Cornelius  Edwin  Garman,  wholesale  and  retaiL 
chemist,  278  Roman  Road,  Bow,  E.,  gave  evidence  of  buying 
Leslie's  lint  and  Kepler's  malt  from  the  younger  prisoner- 
representing  "Wright  &  Co." — William  Lennard  Snell,. 
chemist  and  druggist,  manager  of  Hooper's  Drug-stores, 
Ltd.,  59  High  Street,  Peckham.  stated  that  the  younger- 
prisoner  called  on  him  and  offered  some  goods  of  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.'s  at  50  per  cent,  off  list-prices.    This  made 
him  suspicious,  so  he  told  young  Millership  to  call  back 
in  an  hour.    Meanwhile  he  communicated  by  telephone 
with  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.,  and  in  consequence  of 
instructions  from  them  he  subsequently  purchased  goods 
to  the  value  of  21.  16s.  4d. — Evidence  of  the  purchase  of 
goods  by  the  "  firms  "  named  which  had  never  been  paid  for 
was  given  by  William  Henry  Stockwell,  financial  manager 
of  the  British  Liquozone  Co.,  and  by  Valentine  Christy 
Rennick,    secretary   to   Leslie's,    Ltd. — Abraham  Edwin 
Howling,  trading  as  a  chemist  at  70  Green  Street,  Upton 
Park,  deposed  to  purchasing  Leslie's  lint  from  "George 
Wright  &  Co."    He  bought  12  lb.  of  lint  for  9s.— The 
secretary  of  the  Icilma  Co.,  Ltd.,  Walter  William  Bolton, 
told  of  receiving  an  order  for  Icilma  goods  to  the  value  of 
71.  14s.  2d.  from  the  "  Eastern  Pure  Drug  Co."    The  goods 
were  sent,  but  had  never  been  paid  for. — Harold  Satchel^ 
assistant  manager  of  the  Giant  Oxie  Co.,  deposed  to  supply- 
ing goods  to  the  value  of  1?.  17,s.  to  the  "Eastern  Pure 
Drug    Co." — Thomas    Henry    Gurrin,    the  handwriting 
expert,  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  handwriting  on  the 
orders,  on  the  receipts  for  goods,  on  the  cheques  paid  for- 
goods,  etc.,  was  in  the  majority  of  cases  that  of  one  of' 
the  prisoners. — Prisoners  were  not  lepresented  by  counsel, 
but  the  elder  prisoner  called  Ralph  Plosky,  of  135  Devon- 
shire Road,  Chiswick,  glass-merchant,  and  examined  hinv 
with  considerable  skill  with  the  idea  of  showing  that  he 
(Plosky)    was   the   principal   in   the   business.  Plosky- 
admitted  that  his  wife  was  in  partnership  with  George 
Millership,  and  said  that  he  (witness)  was  a  manager  of 
the  business  equally  with  George  Millership.    Plosky  was. 
severely  cross-examined  by  the  Recorder  and  by  Mr, 
Bodkin,  after  which  George  Millership  made  a  statement 
to  the  effect  that  he  sold  Plosky  a  recipe  for  a  certain) 
medicine  for  1?.    This  transaction  led  to  further  negotia- 
tions, and  he  (prisoner)  placed  on  the  market,  in  collabora- 
tion with  Plosky,  two  proprietary  articles.    After  that  it 
was  agreed  that  Mrs.  Plosky  should  be  a  partner  in  the 
concern,  but  Plosky  was  the  actual  owner  of  the  business. 
In    his    summing    up    the    Recorder    animadverted  on 
the  way  in  which  Plosky  had  given  his  evidence,  and  his 
apparent  share  in  the  business. — The  jury  found  both  the 
prisoners    guilty. — A    previous    conviction    was  proved 
against  George  Millership,  and  he  was  sentenced  to  hard 
labour  for  twenty  calendar  months  and  the  prisoner  James 
to  six  months'  hard  labour.    Mr.  Plosky's  expenses  were 
disallowed.

A  New  Natural  Order — Mr.  W.  B.  Hemsley  before  the 
Royal  Society  gave  particulars  of  the  Julianiacece,  a  new 
natural  order  ("  Nature,"  No.  1924,  vol.  74).  So  far  as  is  at 
present  known,  Juliania  is  confined  to  Mexico,  and  various 
species  occur  in  isolated  localities  between  about  17°  40'  and 
23°  N.  lat.  and  97°  and  104"  W.  long.,  and  at  altitudes  of  about 
1.500  to  5,500  ft.  The  Julianiacece  comprise  two  genera  and 
five  species.  They  are  resiniferous,  tortuously  branched, 
deciduous,  dioecious  shrubs  or  small  trees,  having  alternate 
exstipulate  imparipinnate  leaves.  The  flowers  are  small, 
green  or  yellow-green,  quite  inconspicuous,  and  the  males  are 
very  different  from  the  females.  The  compound  fruits  of 
Juliania  are  samaroid  in  form  and  externally  strongly 
resemble  the  samaroid  pods  of  certain  genera  of  Leauminosce, 
notably  those  of  Platppodium  and  Myroxylon.  The  nuts  of 
Juliania  are  almost  orbicular,  biconvex,  hairy  on  the  outside, 
and  have  a  very  hard  endocarp. 

New  Remedies.— Acidol  is  the  hydrochloride  of  betaine, 
and  is  said  effectively  to  replace  hydrochloric  acid  in  all  cases 
where  this  acid  is  required,  especially  in  conjunction  with 
pepsin.  It  is  prescribed  in  tablets.  Sopkol  is  the  combina- 
tion of  formic  aldehyde,  nuclein,  and  silver,  containing  22  per 
cent,  of  metal.  It  is  soluble  in  water  and  is  recommended 
where  organic  preparations  of  silver  are  required.  Eucodine 
is  the  brom-ethylate  of  codeine,  said  to  be  a  useful  substitute 
for  the  alkaloid  itself.  Gadose  is  a  yellow,  unctuous  sub- 
stance melting  at  33.5°  to  36°.  It  has  the  properties  of  lanolin 
in  regard  to  its  ready  absorption  by  the  skin,  and  is  a  semi- 
solid fat  extracted  from  cod-liver  oil,  no  doubt  containing 
cholesterol-like  bodies.  Histosan  is  a  compound  of  albumen 
and  guaiacol,  used  where  guaiacol  is  required.  Dose,  3  to 
8  grains.  Esterol  is  the  boric-acid  ester  of  menthol, 
B(OCi.H„)i.  It  is  a  white,  tasteless,  crystalline  powder, 
possessing  many  of  the  therapeutic  properties  of  menthol 
without  its  disadvantages.  Migrophene  is  a  coiipound  of 
lecithin  and  quinine  sulphate.  It  is  recotnm  >nded  for 
headache.

Peroxide  of  Benzoyl, 
which  is  recommended  in  the  treatment  of  ulcers,  burns, 
and  certain  skin-diseases,  is  employed  in  the  form  of  powder, 
oily  solution,  or  ointment.  Benzoyl  peroxide  is  prepared 
by  treating  180  parts  of  benzoyl  chloride  with  100  parts  of 
sodium  peroxide  at  40u  C,  filtering  the  product,  and  crystal- 
lising in  boiling  alcohol.  The  yield  is  60  to  70  per  cent. 
It  is  an  oxidant  more  energetic  than  hydrogen  peroxide. 
After  the  administration  of  benzoyl  peroxide  the  urine  con- 
tains hippuric  acid. 

Carbo-sapol. 

Dr.  R.  Alex.  Shannon  (Orpington,  Kent),  writing  to  the 
"  British  Medical  Journal,"  gives  the  following  as  the  recipe 
for  carbo-sapol,  devised  by  Dr.  Beatson,  of  Glasgow,  as  an 
antiseptic  soap  for  the  hands  : 
Yellow  soap, 

Soft  soap    aa.  4  oz. 

Carbolic  acid  (Calvert's  No.  5)  ...    8  oz. 
Mix  the  yellow  soap,  in  shavings,  with  the  soft  soap  and 
carbolic  acid,  and  dissolve  with  gentle  heat. 

Two  Well-known  Specialities. 
Dr.  J.  Kochs,  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Institute, 
University  of  Berlin,  has  communicated  to  the  "  Apotheker 
Zeitung  "  reports  of  analyses  of  Ayer's  cathartic  pills  and 
Dr.  B.  W.  Hair's  asthma-cure.  He  says  that  the  labels  on 
the  bottles  of  the  former  state  that  :

He  found-  fifty-four  of  the  pills  to  weigh  8.77  grams,  of 
which  4.19  grams  was  sugar-coating,  thus  making  the  net 
weight  of  each  pill  0.085  gram  (about  1£  grain).  The 
reactions  he  obtained  on  analysis  induce  him  to  state  that 
the  pills  contain  aloes,  extract  of  colocynth,  scammonium  or 
jalap  resin,  popophyllin,  capsicum,  powdered  ginger,  and 
peppermint  and  spearmint  oils. 

Hair's  Asthma-cure  is  the  subject  of  many  reports  in 
German  papers  and  books.  All  are  agreed  as  to  it  contain- 
ing an  iodide,  one  authority  stating  that  it  is  a  solution  of 
2  parts  of  potassium  iodide  in  100  parts  of  vinum  picis. 
Dr.  Kochs  found  the  "cure"  to  be  a  brownish  solution, 
sp.  gr.  1.0428,  containing  13.23  per  cent,  by  weight  of 
alcohol,  and  yielding  10.29  per  cent,  of  extractive  and  5.95 
per  cent,  of  ash,  of  which  5.63  was  potassium  iodide.  He 
examined  it  for  digitalis,  lobelia,  strophanthus,  mydriatics, 
and  opium,  and  found  none,  finally  coming  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  preparation  is  a  5.6-per-cent.  solution  of  potassium 
iodide  in  a  mixture  of  wine,  water,  and  alcohol  with  a 
mere  trace  of  tar.

The  Control  of  Proprietary  Medicines 

has  been  the  fond 
dream  of  many  an  incipient  legislator,  unconscious  of  the 
truth  that  the  world  wishes  to  be  deceived,  and  innocent  of 
the  policy,  Dccipiatur.  The  Australian  scheme  of  applying 
its  Commerce  Act,  a  sort  of  Merchandise-marks  Act,  to 
proprietary  medicines  and  foods  is  perfectly  reasonable  and 
quite  impracticable.  People  like  mystery  with  their  medi- 
cines, and  it  often  does  them  real  good  to  have  it.  The 
manufacturers  will  not  give  away  their  precious  secrets, 
least  of  all  if  they  are  selling  something  noxious,  and  for 
tangible  reasons  they  can  rely  on  the  support  of  the  immacu- 
late Press.  Moreover,  it  is  not  sportsmanlike  to  ask  the 
fox  to  har  J  O'er  his  o\\  n  brush.  He  is  always  allowed  a  fair 
run  for  his  safety.  There  are  no  doubt  injurious  compounds 
planted  on  a  credulous  public  by  fraudulent  representations. 
But  the  problem  is  how  to  stop  the  trade  in  these  without 
giving  somebody  the  power  to  interfere  with  other  products 
which  may  be  practically  harmless,  and  even  useful.  If  the 
Executive  of  the  Commonwealth  would  appoint  a  small  body 
of  experts  to  analyse  suspected  compounds,  and  ensure  their 
immunity  from  legal  action  for  the  publication  of  their 
results,  they  would  provide  for  the  public  all  the  protection 
it  has  a  right  to  without  vexatiously  meddling  with  legiti- 
mate, respectable,  and  useful  business. 

A  Nation  of  Shopkeepers, 

une  nation  boutiquiire,  is  supposed 
to  have  been  Napoleon's  disrespectful  allusion  to  his  British 
foes.  He  told  O'Meara  at  St.  Helena  that  he  did  not  mean 
the  expression  offensively.  All  he  meant  was  that  this 
nation  had  acquired  its  wealth  by  commerce  and  enterprise. 
Napoleon,  however,  did  not  originate  the  sneer.  It  was 
first  used  by  a  deputy  to  the  Convention,  Barere  de  Vieuzac, 
in  a  speech  made  in  1794,  on  the  occasion  of  Lord  Howe's 
defeat  of  the  French  fleet  off  Ushant,  and  it  certainly  was 
then  intended  to  be  offensive.  Pitt,  he  said,  would  boast 
of  this  victory  to  his  shopkeeping  nation.  However  we  may 
have  compared  then,  it  is  certainly  open  to  question  now 
whether  we  or  the  French  are  the  more  inclined  towards  or 
the  more  fitted  for  shopkeeping.  Ladies  consider  Paris 
shops  perfection.  That  may  be  so,  but  assuredly  shops  in 
the  suburbs  of  the  great  cities  and  in  small  provincial  towns 
of  France  are  in  enterprise  and  initiative  a  good  way  behind 
English  ones  similarly  situated.  But  in  any  case  it  can 
hardly  be  questioned  that  the  French  boutiquiire  loves  his 
boutique  with  an  intensity  which  the  English  shopkeeper 
cannot  rival.  This  passion  was  almost  comically  demon- 
strated in  the  French  journals  of  the  past  week  or  two  by 
long  and  sympathetic  reports  of  the  attitude  of  the  various 
trades  in  anticipation  of  the  adoption  of 

The  Weekly  Rest  Law 

which  came  into  operation  last  Sun- 
day. This  measure  was  carried  in  the  interests  of  assistants 
and  workmen  especially,-  and  it  will  certainly  be  enforced. 
But  when  the  tradesmen  affected  came  to  realise  that  it  was 
upon  them,  they  lifted  up  their  voices  in  an  almost  unani- 
mous wail,  met  in  their  syndicates,  appealed  to  the  Chief 
of  Police  for  such  delays  and  concessions  as  are  in  his  power 
to  grant,  pictured  the  desolation  which  the  repos  hebdoma- 
daire  was  going  to  occasion  to  the  public  (there,  as  else- 
where, it  is  the  public  interest  which  stimulates  these  demon- 
strations), and,  in  short,  recognised  that  a  revolution  was 


imminent ;  and  the  French  boutiquiire  dreads  revolution  in 
any  shape.  Napoleon  I.  was  asked  in  1807  to  decree  a  repos 
hebdomadaire,  and  he  wrote  a  long  document  explaining  the 
reasons  for  his  refusal.  His  principal  argument  was  that 
as  the  Creator  had  evidently  intended  that  men  should  want 
to  eat  every  day  so  it  was  obvious  that  they  were  likewise 
intended  to  work  every  day.  It  is  fair  to  say  that  this 
authority  has  only  been  quoted  by  the  discontents  of  to-day 
as  a  curiosity,  and  has  not  been  relied  upon  as  a  contention. 
It  has  already  been  stated,  I  believe,  in  this  journal  that 
pharmacists  are  expressly  permitted  by  the  Act  to  keep  open 
every  day ;  but  they  are  required  to  concede  a  weekly  holi- 
day to  their  assistants,  and  as  in  many  pharmacies  where  a 
single  assistant  only  is  kept  one  day  a  month  has  been  the 
rule,  there  is  not  a  little  dismay  even  in  the  Galenic  ranks.  In 
all  probability,  however,  within  about  six  weeks  the  new 
system  will  be  working  quite  smoothly,  and  the  excited 
boxdiquiires  will  wonder  how  they  managed  to  put  up  with 
the  old  tyranny  so  long. 

Mr.  C.  C.  Bell's  Citation 

of  LTnguentum  Refrigerans, 
Galenus,  as  Culpeper's  synonym  for  Ceratum  Galeni  un- 
doubtedly goes  a  long  way  on  the  track  of  the  origin  of  the 
English  term  "  cold-cream."  That  the  cerate  itself  was  the 
original  or  one  of  the  originals  of  cold-cream  is  scarcely  to 
be  questioned ;  my  query  had  reference  to  the  designation 
only.  And  even  now  it  is  difficult  to  admit  that  "cold- 
cream  "  could  ever  have  been  the  immediate  translation  of 
"  unguentum  refrigerans."  It  may  be  assumed  that  "  cool- 
ing-ointment "  was  the  popular  name  for  Ceratum  Galeni, 
and  that  Culpeper  or  somebody  had  Latinised  that  popular 
name  for  the  purpose  of  his  book.  But  in  re-translation 
"cold-cream"  could  not  have  suggested  itself  naturally. 
On  the  other  hand,  if  the  ointment  of  the  four  cold  seeds  had 
any  vogue  at  that  time,  the  adjective  might  have  been  trans- 
ferred to  its  rival  in  popularity,  while  it  may  be  guessed  that 
the  old  apothecary  who  first  used  spermaceti  in  its  com- 
position felt  that  cream  was  an  appropriate  and  alliterative 
as  well  as  a  distinctive  denominator  of  his  improved  com- 
pound. 

The  Astounding  Increases 

of  British  export  trade  reported 
month  after  month  are  puzzling  the  professional  financiers. 
In  the  past  two  years  this  trade  has  increased  by  seventy 
millions;  in  eight  years  from  240  to  360  mi'lions, 
or  an  increase  of  50  per  cent.  What  becomes  of 
the  profit  on  all  this  trade?  The  curious  feature 
is  that  investment  stocks  have  during  the  period 
named  continued  abnormally  low.  The  excess  of  imports 
over  exports  is  generally  regarded  as  roughly  represent- 
ing profits  as  well  as  interest  on  foreign  invest- 
ments. But  this  excess  has  been  diminishing.  Then 
there  is  bullion.  We  have  to  get  more  gold  and  silver  than 
we  send  away  to  provide  for  jewellery,  plate,  dentistry, 
and  wear  and  tear  of  coinage.  On  a  long  series  of  years 
the  average  excess  of  our  imports  of  bullion  over  our 
exports  is  about  three  millions  annually.  We  had  a  six 
million  excess  in  1905,  and  over  six  millions  this  year  so  far. 
There  is  some  of  the  profit.  Then  with  an  increasing  trade 
more  capital  is  employed.  Some  of  the  profits  have  gone 
into  buildings,  plant,  labour.  That  checks  investment. 
The  rest  of  the  profit,  it  may  be  assumed,  goes  into 
foreign  enterprises.  Statisticians  calculate  that  persons 
residing  in  the  United  Kingdom  have  some  two  thousand 
millions  of  pounds  invested  in  Indian,  Colonial,  and  foreign 
undertakings  or  lent  to  the  Governments  of  those  countries, 
Wid  apparently  these  holdings  are  increasing.

Ebttodal  Comments* 


British  Inland  Revenue. 

One  of  the  greatest  opportunities  for  oratorical  effort  is 
supposed  to  be  that  which  is  presented  to  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  in  his  annual  Budget  speech.  Fortunate 
is  it  for  those  who  hold  the  office  that  the  "report  of 
the  Commissioners  of  his  Majesty's  Inland  Revenue  "  does 
not  appear  until  about  six  months  after  the  Budget  speech, 
for  in  the  report  are  the  materials  of  the  speech,  set  out  in 
such  a  manner  that  failure  in  Budget  speeches  can  only  be 
due  to  unfitness  of  a  Chancellor  for  the  position  he  occupies. 
Happily  we  are  on  the  down  grade  of  receipts  from  inland 
revenue.  Ten  years  ago  the  net  yield  was  71,513,656?.,  and 
the  annual  yield  steadily  increased  until  in  1902-3  it  was 
104,851,309?.  It  dropped  ten  millions  in  the  year  follow- 
ing, thanks  chiefly  to  reduction  of  the  income-tax  from 
Is.  3d.  in  the  pound,  and  last  year  the  aggregate  was 
94,975,541?.  These  figures  are  the  net  receipts  from  duties, 
and  not  what  the  Inland  Revenue  officials  collected.  As  to 
the  latter,  with  a  balance  of  3,212,544?.  on  April  1,  1905,  the 
total  collected  by  the  Department  up  to  March  31,  1906, 
was  107,868,035?.,  this  including  money  for  other  Depart- 
ments.   The  net  sum  above  referred  to  was  obtained  from

A  sum  of  9,719,430?.  from  Excise  and  estate,  etc.,  duties 
was  allocated  to  local  taxation  accounts. 

Mr.  Asquith  and  his  predecessors  have  endeavoured  to 
be  cheerful  about  the  diminishing  revenue  from  alcoholic 
liquors.  Nevertheless  the  people  manage  to  get  rid  of  a 
lot  of  drink.  No  fewer  than  33,504,110  barrels  of  beer 
were  consumed  in  the  United  Kingdom  last  year;  also 
32,486,958  proof  gals,  of  home-distilled  spirits  and 
6,734,991  gals,  of  Colonial  and  foreign  spirits;  so  that, 
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besides  wines  and  what  they  may  brew  themselves,  each 
man,  woman,  and  child  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  supposed 
to  consume  27.9  gals,  of  beer  and  0.9  proof  gal.  of  spirits 
per  annum,  which  is  a  daily  allowance  of  1£  glass  of  beer, 
and  three  "drops"  of  gin  or  three  "nips"  of  whisky 
weekly.  When  one  thinks  of  the  enormous  number  of 
people  who  never  touch  either,  and  the  decreasing  tendency 
among  the  moderates,  it  is  apparent  that  the  Excise 
receipts  will  continue  to  decrease.  Indeed,  one  of  the  great 
fiscal  problems  for  officials  is  where  money  for  national 
purposes  is  to  come  from  in  the  future  if  people  stop 
drinking.  The  report  contains  the  usual  interesting 
statistics  regarding  beer-brewing  and  the  spirits-business, 
but  we  need  only  deal  with  the  latter  and  that  but  slightly. 
Professor  Thorpe  in  his  report  {C.  <L  D.,  August  4,  p.  217) 
gave  figures  for  methylated  spirits  and  duty-free  spirit  used 
industrially  or  otherwise.  These  were  approximately  the 
same  as  the  Commissioners  give.  During  the  fiscal  year 
5,663,429  proof  gals,  of  spirits  was  methylated — the  highest 
for  the  decade — and  it  was  all  home-made  spirits.  There 
are  32  makers  of  methylated  spirits,  and  18,086  retailers. 
Of  the  latter  15,079  are  in  England,  2,080  in  Scotland,  and 
927  in  Ireland.  Stills  are  used  by  957  chemists,  etc.,  of 
whom  827  are  in  England,  95  in  Scotland,  and  35  in  Ireland. 
Under  the  Finance  Act,  1902,  357,830  proof  gals,  of  duty- 
free spirits  was  used  in  arts  and  manufactures 
(354,516  gals.)  and  by  universities,  etc.  (3,314  gals.),  as 
compared  with  270,386  proof  gals,  in  the  previous  year.  It 
is  notable  that  whereas  manufacturers  used  only  1,721 
proof  gals,  of  foreign  spirits,  universities  used  2,260  proof 
gals.,  or  twice  as  much  as  of  home  spirits.  We  take 
it  that  the  foreign  stuff  is  absolute  alcohol,  a  manufacture 
which  the  Excise  regulations  prohibit  being  carried  on  at  a 
profit  in  this  country,  but  the  matter  is  too  small  a  one 
pecuniarily  to  make  a  fuss  about.  Saccharin,  we  observe, 
is  a  growing  industry  with  us,  210,302  oz.  made  in  this 
country  having  paid  duty  last  year,  compared  with 
170,778  oz.  in  1904-5.  Two  licences  have  been  issued  to 
makers  of  it. 

In  our  Summer  Issue  we  were  able  to  give  the  numbers  of 
medicine-stamps  used  during  1905-6,  and,  as  they  showed  a 
decrease,  less  revenue  from  this  source  was  to  be  expected. 
The  total  yield  of  duty  was  324,112/.  The  figures  with  the 
number  of  licences  for  the  past  six  years  are  of  interest, 
and  are  appended  :

The  most  noteworthy  feature  about  these  figures  is  the 
increase  of  licences  rather  than  the  increase  of  revenue, 
the  total  this  year  being  40,734,  against  34,700  in  1900-1. 
Part  of  this  increase  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
Revenue  authorities  are  now  more  particular  about 
unqualified  vendors  of  exempted  drugs  [e.g.,  headache- 
powders)  taking  out  licences.  The  increase  is  out  of  pro- 
portion with  the  increase  in  the  duty  from  medicine- 


stamps.  The  business  is  not  at  all  a  "fat"  one.  Here 
is  what  was  actually  done  last  year  :

The  above  reckons  the  article  with  l^d.  stamp  to  sell 
at  Is.,  with  3c/.  at  2s.  6c/.,  and  so  on  ;  too  liberal  figures  of 
course,  but  even  at  that  the  total  shows  that  the  average 
annual  sales  of  stamped  medicines  in  each  licensed  premises 
cannot  exceed  in  value  70/.  a  year. 


American  Peppermint  Oil. 

A  Curious  Situation  has  recently  arisen  in  the  American 
peppermint-oil  market.  It  will  be  remembered  in  our 
issue  of  August  25  we  stated  that  the  American  pro- 
ducers of  peppermint  oil  intended  to  organise  a  "pool" 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  prices,  which  were  then  already 
at  the  $3  mark  for  bulk  oil  in  New  York.  Now  the 
growers  have  just  met  at  Kalamazoo  and  combined  to 
establish  an  organisation  known  as  the  "Essential-oil 
Branch,  American  Society  of  Equity."  But  imme- 
diately after  the  formation  of  this  body  the  price  of  bulk 
peppermint-oil  in  New  York  dropped  by  15c.  (7£c/.)  to 
$2.85  (lis.  10c/.)  as  intimated  in  our  cablegram  last  week, 
and  to-day  we  have  to  record  a  further  drop  of  10c. 
It  would  therefore  appear  that  either  "bear"  tactics  are 
at  work  or  that  the  Kalamazoo  meeting  was  a  fiasco. 
Perhaps  it  is  a  little  of  both,  as,  according  to  the  official 
account  supplied  to  the  Press,  the  growers  "  without  taking; 
formal  action  expressed  an  opinion "  that  the  price  of 
peppermint  oil  should  be  between  $2.75  and  $3  per  lb. 
However,  after  the  meeting  there  appears  to  have  been 
quite  a  glut  of  offe.'s  on  the  New  York  market  from  the 
smaller  distillers  at  lower  prices  than  those  asked  by  the 
"larger  producers,  which  goes  to  prove  that  the  promoters 
of  the  so-called  "pool"  were  not  in  a  position  to  fix  a 
minimum  price.  It  is  not  stated  how  many  peppermint- 
growers  were  actually  present  at  the  meeting,  but  the  new 
organisation  is  said  to  represent  fifty  of  them,  having  over 
10,000  acres  in  Michigan  and  Indiana,  The  objects  for 
which  they  met  may  be  judged  from  the  following  para- 
graphs of  the  "  call  "  (circular)  convening  the  meeting  : 

We,  essential  oil  growers,  join  ourselves  together  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  profitable  prices  for  our  product  and 
protection.  That,  we  advise  an  acreage  and  crop  report 
from  all  mint  growing  districts  by  reliable  reporters  in  this 

society. 

When  distilling  is  done  and  crop  report  in,  we  deem  it 
advisable  for  a  board  of  directors  to  fix  a  minimum  or  lowest 
price,  if  possible  all  get  that  price.  Some  provision  to  be 
made  for  those  who  cannot  hold  for  the  price  (minimum). 
And  we  believe  essential  oils  are  adulterated  much  to  the 
detriment  of  growers,  this  should  receive  the  attention  of 
this  body. 

We  advise  also  in  case  of  too  great  a  surplus  of  oil  that 
the  acreage  should  be  diminished  and  encourage  other  crops 
instead,  thus  balancing  crops  and  prices.  That  crop  reports 
are  the  property  of  members  only,  and  that  those  who  derive 
benefit  from  this  organization  should  be  members  and  help 
bear  the  expenses. 

Mr.  A.  M.  Todd,  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Association, 
advocated  the  education  of  mint-growers  in  agricultural 
colleges  and  better  systems  of  tillage  and  harvesting.  He 
practically  approved  of  the  organisation,  and  stated  that 
"  trusts  at  their  end  were  hammering  prices  and  hedging 
distribution."  Others  advised  against  fixing  a  minimum 
price  or  agreeing  to  hold,  urging  the  idea  of  collecting 
statistics  and  keeping  close  watch  on  the  acreage.    On  the 
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whole,  the  meeting  appears  to  have  passed  off  harmoniously  ; 
and  if  it  did  nothing  more  than  promote  sociality,  buyers 
of  peppermint  cannot  possibly  object  to  the  "  Essential-oil 
Branch,  American  Society  of  Equity,"  which  meets  again 
in  September,  1907.  Previous  to  the  meeting  there  was 
much  adverse  comment  among  essential-oil  dealers,  and 
one  New  York  firm  invoked  the  aid  of  the  law  by  setting 
the  facts  before  the  Attorney-General  and  the  Secretary 
of  the  President.  They  asserted  that  the  value  of  the 
output  of  peppermint  oil  ranges  from  $600,000  to 
$1,000,000  annually,  and  that  a  combination  to  control  the 
crop  and  fix  prices  of  the  product  would  be  detrimental  to 
the  trade  and  was  a  violation  of  the  Sherman  Anti-trust 
Law.  Washington  at  once  woke  up  to  the  situation  and 
displayed  quite  an  interest  in  the  doings  of  the  mint- 
growers,  and  the  inference  is,  although  it  does  not  definitely 
transpire,  that  the  efforts  of  the  growers  in  endeavouring 
to  fix  a  minimum  price  were  rendered  nugatory  by  antici- 
pated official  interference.  Perhaps  it  is  as  well  for  the 
peppermint-oil  industry  that  the  combination  has  in  a  sense 
failed,  as  the  raising  of  prices  would  eventually  mean 
decreased  consumption  and  consequent  injury  to  an 
important  industry.  As  a  result  of  this  "storm  in  a 
teapot,"  the  New  York  market  has  been  more  or  less  disor- 
ganised, and  opinions  now  differ  widely  as  to  the  probable 
yield  of  oil.  Last  June  alarmist  reports  were  assiduously 
circulated  that  the  crop  would  only  be  half  an  average  one, 
but  in  the  light  of  subsequent  knowledge  many  are  now 
inclined  to  the  view  that  the  damage  has  been  greatly 
exaggerated.  End  that  the  crop  is  more  likely  to  be  two- 
thirds  of  a  normal  one.  It  is  impossible  to  say  what  the 
future  course  of  the  market  will  be,  as  the  unfavourable 
influence  of  the  manipulator  is  found  at  its  best  in  American 
peppermint  oil.  When  it  became  apparent  in  London  that 
the  "pool"  was  a  failure  and  that  the  estimates  of  this 
year's  production  have  materially  increased,  the  spot  price 
of  Wayne  County  oil  shed  6d.,  there  being  sellers  at  12s., 
and  in  the  present  unsettled  condition  of  the  market  buyers 
are  holding  off. 


Retailing  Methylated  Spirits. 

The  Revenue  authorities  appear  not  to  have  realised  the 
significance  of  the  regulations  dated  August  11,  1906,  relat- 
ing to  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  spirits.  Paragraph  12 
of  these  regulations  is  as  follows  : 

The  account  to  be  kept  by  a  retailer  of  methylated  spirits 
shall  be  in  the  form  given  in  the  Second  Schedule  hereto 
annexed.    The  account  is  at  all  times  to  be  open  to  inspec- 
•  tion  by  any  Officer  of  Inland  Revenue. 

According  to  the  regulations,  this,  with  other  conditions, 
is  "to  be  observed  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  October, 
1906."  Assuming  that  the  Commissioners  meant  what  they 
put  into  print  and  offered  for  sale  through  the  official  pub- 
lishers, to  be  taken  seriously  and  soberly,  we  pointed 
out  in  our  issue  of  September  8  that  the  registration  of 
retail  sales  would  reduce  the  number  of  retailers. 
Our  plain  statement  of  the  matter  appears  to  have 
given  somebody  a  cold  shower,  for  we  now  learn  that 
the  Commissioners  really  did  not  mean  it — it  was  not  their 
intention  that  Regulation  12  should  be  enforced  upon 
retailers  generally,  etc.,  etc.  The  regulation  has  been  made 
under  the  Spirits  Act,  1880,  Section  126  of  which  provides 
several  rules  which  must  be  observed  by  retailers  of  methyl- 
ated spirits,  and  imposes  a  fine  of  501.  and  forfeiture  of  the 
spirits  for  the  breach  of  any  rule.  Among  these  is  the 
following  : 

A  retailer  of  methylated  spirits  must  keep  an  account,  in 
the  prescribed  form,  of  his  stock  of  methylated  spirits  and 
of  the  sale  thereof. 


It  was.  not  until  June  15,  1891,  that  the  Commissioners 
prescribed  the  mode  of  keeping  an  account  of  a  retailer's 
stock  of  methylated  spirits,  and  published  the  form  in  the 
schedule  annexed  to  the  regulations.  The  account  ordered 
to  be  kept  was  a  very  simple  one,  the  particulars  required 
being  the  number  of  gallons  of  methylated  spirits  requisi- 
tioned from  the  methylator,  the  quantity  actually  received, 
and  an  account  of  the  sales.  The  Commissioners,  however, 
did  not  proceed  further  in  the  matter,  but,  having  armed 
themselves  with  the  necessary  weapon,  directed  their  super- 
visors to  report  any  instance  in  which  it  was  considered 
desirable,  from  local  conditions,  that  an  account  should  be 
kept.  It  does  not  appear  to  have  been  necessary,  so  far  as 
we  can  gather,  to  require  any  methylated-spirits  retailer 
to  keep  such  an  account.  The  form,  nevertheless,  is  con- 
tinued in  last  month's  regulations.  It  is  to  be  understood 
from  this  that  the  Commissioners  do  not  alter  existing 
requirements,  but  an  explanation  of  this  fact  would  not 
have  unduly  increased  the  lengthy  General  Order  of  the 
Board,  while  any  misapprehension  resulting  from  the  bald 
announcement  relating  to  an  apparently  new  account  would 
have  been  obviated.  Perhaps  somebody  blundered, 
perhaps  it  is  merely  a  case  of  keeping  a  bludgeon  in  reserve. 
Anyway,  chemists  who  retail  methylated  spirits  are  not  to 
bother  about  registering  sales  thereof  until  they  are 
expressly  asked  by  some  Inland  Revenue  officer. 

Mainly  About  Drugs. 

The  past  year  has  been  rather  prolific  in  Pharmacopceia- 
production,  no  fewer  than  five  important  revisions  having 
appeared— viz.,  Austrian,  Belgian,  Dutch,  Spanish,  and 
that  of  the  United  States,  which  presumably  we  have  to 
speak  of  as  "American,"  although  there  are  at  least  two 
other  Pharmacopoeias  in  North  and  South  America.  Two 
other  new  Pharmacopoeias  are  almost  ready  for  publication 
— viz.,  the  French  Codex  and  the  Swiss  Pharmacopoeia. 
Dr.  MacAlister  threatens  us  with  a  new  British  Pharma- 
copoeia, but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  not  come  before 
1910,  as  the  present  edition  appears  to  meet  the  general 
requirements  very  well,  and  there  is  little  grumbling  about 
it  being  not  up  to  date.  Perhaps  a  dozen  of  our  investi- 
gators can  tell  how  much  better  it  might  be  made  in  their 
special  subjects,  but  when  these  are  measured  with  the  rest 
of  the  book  it  is  not  at  all  surprising  to  find  that  the  general 
feeling  of  content  has  a  good  basis.  Pharmacopoeias  are 
apt  to  reflect  very  strongly  the  peculiarities  (a  nicer  word 
than  "fads")  of  the  pharmaceutical  leaders  in  the  coun- 
tries of  their  origin.  For  example,  our  B.P.  alkaloidal 
assay  processes  are  peculiarly  insular,  and  the  Austrian 
Pharmacopoeia  is  distinguished  from  all  others  by  the  multi- 
tude of 

Ash-yields  of  Drugs 

inserted  in  it  as  criteria  of  their  quality.  We  have  occa- 
sionally in  recent  years  mentioned  the  work  in  this  depart- 
ment which  has  been  done  by  a  leading  Austrian  pharma- 
ceutical chemist,  and  the  new  edition  of  the  Pharmacopoeia 
reflects  his  work.  Messrs.  Csesar  and  Loretz,  in  their  Sep- 
tember report,  compare  several  Pharmacopoeias  in  this 
regard,  and  the  figures  are  interesting.    We  note  them  : 

Austrian  Pharmacopoeia. — Contains  171  vegetable  drugs 
with  active-constituent  estimation  of  9,  and  147  ash-yields. 

Belgian  Pharmacopoeia. — The  figures  are  134,  5,  and  22 
respectively. 

German  Arzneibuch. — Here  127,  9,  and  12. 

Netherlands  Pharmacopoeia. — 136,  12,  and  41. 

U.S.  P.— 151,  19,  and  13. 
Is  the  ash-yield  of  drugs  so  valuable  a  criterion  of  quality  as 
to  warrant  it  being  applied  to  nearly  all  drugs  ?   This  is  a 
question  worth  thinking  over.    In  few  cases  can  the  ash- 
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yield  be  taken  as  a  basis  for  activity  (the  main  thing  in 
testing  drugs),  but  in  some  it  is  certainly  an  indication 
(when  high)  of  dirty  drugs,  and  (when  low,  as  in  calumba 
or  ipecacuanha)  it  may  simply  indicate  that  the  drug  has 
gone  through  a  washing-process  that  may  have  impaired  its 
activity.  Another  aspect  of  the  matter  is  strikingly  illus- 
trated in  the  report  referred  to — viz.,  lack  of  agreement 
among  authorities.  Here  are  a  few  percentages  from  the 
new  Pharmacopoeias,  to  which  we  have  added  in  the  last 
column  the  ash-standards  for  crude  drugs  suggested  by 
Mr.  J.  C.  Umney  in  1902  :

There  is  nothing  comforting  in  such  variations  as  are  here 
exhibited.  Even  the  German  Pharmacopoeia,  with  its  5- 
per-cent.  ash  from  ammoniacum  and  the  same  from  gum 
arabic,  rather  encourages  scepticism  as  to  the  value  of  ash 
figures,  and  the  rhubarb  figures  exclude  the  very  best  of 
that  drug.  We  trust,  therefore,  that  the  pharmaceutical 
experts  who  are  advising  the  B.P.  Committee  will  not  con- 
sider such  factors  as  these  entirely  ripe  for  inclusion. 
Examination  of  commercial  supplies  from  year  to  year 
should  be  the  oasis  of  standards.  In  the  same  Report  Dr. 
Fromme  deals  with 

The  Assay  of  Nux  Vomica. 

First  he  attacks  the  difference  given  by  the  D.A.V.  iv. 
and  Keller  methods,  incidentally  showing  that  in  the  latter 
the  yield  by  weight  is  greater  than  by  titration ;  then  he 
submits  numerous  analytical  data  from  which  he  is  justified 
in  concluding  that  in  assaying  nux  vomica,  which  is  not 
deprived  of  fat,  if  the  extraction-solvent  contain  soda  with 
chloroform-ether,  some  soap  is  formed  which  is  reckoned 
in  the  assay  as  alkaloid.  In  one  assay  the  alkaloidal 
residue  was  equivalent  to  3.5  per  cent.,  but  the  titration 
figure  was  only  1.6  per  cent.  The  method  of  assay  which 
he  recommends  is  as  follows  : 

Macerate  7.5  grams  of  nux  vomica,  in  medium  powder, 
in  a  mixture  of  ether  50  grams,  chloroform  25  grams, 
and  ammonia  spirit  5  grams,  for  half  an  hour,  shaking 
well.  Filter  50  grams  of  the  liquid  through  a  10-cm. 
double  filter  in  a  10-c.c.  Erlenmeyer-Kolbe  filter. 
Evaporate  on  a  water-bath,  and  treat  the  residue  with 
chloroform  2  c.c.  then  ether  20  c.c.  and  distilled  water 
20  c.c,  then  with  5  c.c.  decinormal  hydrochloric  acid. 
After  adding  a  few  drops  of  iodrosin  solution  the 
mixture  is  titrated  to  neutrality  with  decinormal  alkali. 
The  number  of  c.c.  of  decinormal  alkali  unsaturated, 
multiplied  by  0.0364,  gives  the  weight  of  alkaloids  in 
5  grams  of  the  nux  vomica. 

Calumba  Alkaloids. 

The  last  issue  of  "Archiv  der  Pharmazie"  contains  a 
lengthy  account  of  an  investigation  by  E.  Giinzel,  a  pupil 
of  Professor  J.  Gadamer.  on  the  alkaloids  of  calumba-root, 
which,  although  complete  only  in  respect  to  the 
principal  alkaloid  of  the  drug,  advances  our  know- 
ledge of  it  considerably.  In  a  prefatory  note  Pro- 
fessor Gadamer  recalls  the  work  of  Gordin,  who  in  1902 
pointed   out  that   calumba-root   does  not   contain  ber- 


berine.  Gadamer,  following  that  up,  explained  (C .  Jb  D., 
1902,  II.,  550)  that  the  drug  contains  two  alkaloids  resem- 
bling but  not  identical  with  berberine,  they  are  yellow, 
quaternary  bases  converted  on  reduction  into  hydrotertiary 
compounds.  Giinzel,  after  reviewing  the  literature  of  the 
subject,  describes  the  process  he  employed,  which  resulted 
in  the  separation  of  two  alkaloids,  columbamine  and  alkaloid 
"B"  (which  has  still  to  be  investigated).  A  number  of 
crystalline  single  and  double  salts  of  the  former  were  pre- 
pared, and  the  evidence  adduced  proves  that  the  formula  for 
columbamine  is  C^H^NO,.  We  hope  authors  of  materia 
medica  text-books  will  take  note  of  this  investigation,  as 
some  are  woefully  behind  on  the  subject — columbin, 
C21H2207,  and  berberine  persisting  as  the  chief  con- 
stituents even  in  a  recently  received  American  book  whose 
author  should  be  familiar  with  Gordin's  work. 


Cape  Customs-duties. 

A  list  of  specialities  upon  which  the  Cape  Customs  are  to 
charge  20s.  -per  Imperial  gallon  is  printed  elsewhere  in  this 
issue.  The  ground  of  the  charge  being  that  the  articles 
contain  more  than  3  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit,  we  may  point 
out  that  this  is  not  true  of  acetyl,  aldehyde,  bandoline, 
dialysed  iron,  liquor  bismuthi,  and  taka-diastase.  There 
may  be  others  into  which  alcohol  does  not  enter,  but  these 
suffice  to  show  that  the  Cape  Customs  authorities  are  not 
very  careful  people,  even  in  matters  of  fact.  Their  spelling 
is  also  capable  of  improvement. 

Australia  and  "  Patents." 

The  official  report  of  the  debate  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives on  August  2  on  Mr.  Thomas's  motion  re  patent 
medicines,  artificial  foods,  and  medical  appliances  has  been 
published,  and  occupies  fully  ten  pages.  Mr.  Thomas 
quoted  largely  in  his  speech  from  the  letter  of  Mr.  Beale  to 
Mr.  Herbert  Gladstone.  It  was  pointed  out  during  the  dis- 
cussion that  there  is  no  Commonwealth  Government  analy- 
tical laboratory  in  which  the  work  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
resolution  can  be  conducted;  we  gather,  however,  that  the 
work  would  fall  upon  individual  States  should  the  Senate 
endorse  the  action  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

German  Aniline-dye  Industry. 

In  a  recent  number  of  the  "  Figaro  "  M.  Jules  Huret  re- 
views the  progress  of  chemical-industry  in  Germany.  He 
recalls  the  fact  that  thirty  years  ago  England  was  the 
principal  source  of  supply  for  salt  and  alkali,  and  practically 
held  the  sway  in  tar-colour  manufacture.  Now  Germany 
has  the  precedence  not  only  in  the  manufacture  of  colours, 
but  also  in  the  preparation  of  other  chemicals  and  of  medica- 
ments, in  spite  of  her  poverty  in  raw  material.  M.  Huret 
describes  a  visit  he  paid  to  the  Hochst  colour-works,  where 
he  was  particularly  struck  with  a  large  number  of  pieces  of 
blue  stuff  he  observed  spread  out  in  the  sun.  He  inquired 
what  it  meant,  and  was  told  that  these  pieces  of  calico  meant 
fifteen  years'  battle  with  indigo.  Ten  years  ago  Germany 
imported  indigo  to  the  value  of  twenty-six  million  marks ; 
now  Germany  exports  artificial  indigo  to  the  value  of  thirty 
million  marks  to  Europe,  Asia,  and  America.  And  that, 
M.  Huret  was  told,  is  only  the  beginning,  for  the  pieces  of 
calico  are  an  elaborate  experiment.  Those  pieces,  each 
20  metres  long,  are  exposed  to  rain  and  sun  for  weeks,  in 
order  to  see  which  turns  out  the  best.  Each  one  of  the  pieces 
is  dyed  with  a  differently  prepared  dye,  and  some  with 
natural  indigo.  In  connection  with  the  coal-tar  dye  in- 
dustry, Mr.  Hermann  Schelenz,  in  an  article  which  appears 
in  a  recent  issue  of  the  "  Pharmaceutische  Centralhalle," 
claims  that  the  true  discoverer  of  aniline  dyes  was  a  German 
pharmacist.    Taking  as  his  text  the  recent  jubilee  celebra- 
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tions  in  the  coal-tar  dye  industry  and  the  honours  paid  to 
Sir  W.  H.  Perkin,  Mr.  Sckelenz  proceeds  to  claim  that 
Perkin  is  not  really  entitled  to  the  credit  which  is  given 
him.  The  real  discoverer  of  aniline,  according  to  Mr. 
Schelenz,  was  Carl  Julius  von  Fritzsche,  a  pupil  of  Mit- 
scherlich's,  who,  while  in  St.  Petersburg  in  1842,  by  treating 
indigo  with  potassium  hydrate,  produced  an  oily  solution  to 
which  he  gave  the  name  "  anilin,"  the  Spanish  word  Anil 
meaning  indigo.  Fritzsche  found  in  1843  that  aniline 
when  acted  upon  with  chromic  acid  gave  a  violet 
colour.  Furthermore,  Runge,  another  pharmacist  who 
worked  on  coal-tar,  discovered  that  in  the  distillation  of 
tar  an  oily  substance  was  produced,  under  certain  circum- 
stances, of  an  intensive  colour.  When  this  body  was  treated 
with  calcium  chloride,  he  produced  a  deep  violet  blue  (an 
aniline  violet),  and  this  twenty-two  years  before  Perkin's 
violet.  The  German  writer  is  very  indignant  at  the  honour 
of  the  discovery  being  filched,  as  he  asserts,  from  the  Father- 
land, but  it  js  surprising  that  ncr.e  of  the  German  scientists 
who  did  honour  to  Sir  William  Perkin  last  month  should 
have  known  of  this. 

Apologia  Pro  — ? 

They  met,  the  valiant  foemen,  at  the  Viaduct  Hotel, 
They  met  to  fight  for  profits  and  the  naked  truth  to  tell ; 
But  the  bland  and  cordial  welcome  (for  a  Wellcome  never 
rails), 

And  the  sympathetic  manner,  tcok  the  wind  out  of  their 
sails ; 

Soon  that  awful  resolution  they  regard  with  pained  surprise. 
"  I  am  deeply  hurt,"  said  Henry,  "  so  you  must  apologise." 

So  they  called  a  hurried  meeting,  and  another  motion  penned, 
And  on  bended  knees  protested  they  would  never  more 
offend  : 

They  were  shocked  to  think  that  ever  they  had  given  any 
pain, 

For  they  yearned  to  retail  "tabloids"  at  the  maximum  of 
gain; 

And  at  hint  of  surrogation  they  were  properly  surprised. 
"I  will  think  of  it,"  said  Henry,   "now  that  you've 
apologised." 

An  Unconditional  Offer. 

The  Commonwealth  House  of  Representatives  passed 
the  resolution  to-day  giving  a  preference  of  10  per  cent,  on 
British  goods  imported  into  the  Commonwealth  in  British 
ships.  The  schedule  is  subject  to  amendment. 
The  above  is  a  copy  of  a  somewhat  misleading  telegram  sent 
by  Reuter's  correspondent  from  Melbourne  on  September  14. 
Only  a  few  articles  have  been  selected  for  preferential  treat- 
ment. They  are  as  follows  :  Arms,  ammunition,  wickerware 
furniture,  bicycles,  boots,  watches,  clocks,  scientific  instru- 
ments, engines,  paints,  paperhangings,  paper  bags,  cutlery, 
gold  and  silver  ornaments,  starch,  and  pickles.  It  appears 
there  is  to  be  no  reduction  of  duties  on  these  goods  in  favour 
of  the  Mother  Country,  the  preference  being  obtained  by 
raising  foreign  imports  by  10  per  cent.  From  reports  of 
the  discussion  which  took  place  before  the  resolution  was 
passed,  we  learn  that  the  present  preferences  have  been 
granted  chiefly  because  the  imports  of  such  goods  from 
Germany  and  the  United  States  had  recently  increased,  to 
the  detriment  of  Great  Britain.  Altogether  the  trade  in 
these  articles  is  estimated  at  two  millions  sterling,  of  which 
two-thirds  is  already  British ;  but  the  feeling  on  the  other 
side  is  that  we  are  slowly  losing  ground.  Paints  and  starch 
are  the  only  two  articles  in  which  the  drug-trade  is  in- 
terested, and  these  are  not  vital.  Already  we  have  the  bulk 
of  the  business,  for  in  1904  the  Australian  imports  of  ground 
paints  in  liquid  form  from  Great  Britain  amounted  to 


135,457/.,  compared  with  5,129/.  from  the  United  States, 
322/.  from  Germany,  and  772/.  from  other  countries.  These 
are  dutiable  at  2s.  per  cwt.,  and  unless  the  1905  figures  show 
any  great  falling  off  it  is  questionable  if  the  10  per  cent,  will 
make  any  appreciable  difference.  In  paints  prepared  for 
use  the  competition  from  the  United  States  is  much  keener, 
imports  from  that  country  during  1904  being  valued  at 
10,534/.,  against  25,344/.  from  Great  Britain  and  1,184/. 
from  Germany.  These  are  dutiable  at  4s.  per  cwt.  Starch, 
which  is  dutiable  at  2d.  per  lb. ,  is  quite  an  unimportant  item, 
the  imports  being  valued  at  15,138/.  in  1904,  of  which  Great 
Britain  supplied  14,309/.  Dynamite,  which  is  free  of  duty, 
is  the  most  important  item  in  the  list,  but  out  of  575,000/. 
worth  imported  the  lion's  share  (462,276/.)  fell  to  Great 
Britain.  The  object  of  the  preference  is  therefore  not 
apparent,  and  in  Australia  it  is  regarded  as  an  election  move. 

Pathological  Specimens  ty  Post. 

Last  year  the  Postmaster-General  was  several  times  urged 
to  rescind  the  regulation  that  requires  pathological  speci- 
mens to  be  registered  when  sent  by  post,  and  definitely 
declined  to  do  so  when  asked  in  the  House  of  Commons. 
The  regulation  has  now,  however,  been  revised,  and  on  and 
after  October  1  specimens  may  be  sent  without  registration 
by  qualified  medical  practitioners  and  qualified  veterinary 
surgeons  on  condition  that  they  are  addressed  to  a  labora* 
tory,  institute,  or  qualified  medical  practitioner  or 
veterinary  surgeon,  are  properly  packed,  and  specifically 
marked.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  see  to  it  that 
the  limits  of  this  regulation  are  widened  so  that  pharmacists 
can  send  and  receive  pathological  specimens  with  the  same 
facilities  as  medical  men  and  veterinary  surgeons.  At 
present  pharmacists  doing  bacteriological  work  for  medical 
men  are  placed  at  a  disadvantage  as  compared  with  labora- 
tories and  institutes,  unless  they  adopt  the  simple  precaution 
of  calling  their  establishment  an  institute  or  laboratory. 
In  the  last-named  case  pharmacists  could  receive  patho- 
logical specimens,  but  could  not  send  them  by  post  without 
registration. 


Zhc  Week's  poisoning. 

THREE  misadventures  and  six  suicides  by  poisons  have 
been  recorded  during  the  past  week.    Three  of  the 
suicides  drank  spirit  of  salt,  which  is  becoming  increasingly 
popular  as  a  successor  to  carbolic  acid.    The  victims  were 
Charles  Roome  (57),  a  Derby  fish-line  maker;  Louisa  Vile 
(63),  an  engine-driver's  widow,  at  Kentish  Town;  and 
Annie  Thomas,  of  Walton-on-the-Hill.    Ammonia,  another 
unscheduled  poison,  was  taken  in  a  fit  of  desperation  by 
Hannah  Whitaker  (72),  of  Southowram,  near  Halifax,  who 
suffered  from  insomnia.    The  coroner  of  East  Mayo  held 
an  inquest  on  September  14  on  the  body  of  Mrs.  Shendon, 
of  Kiltimagh,  who    died    suddenly  a  month  after  her 
marriage.    The  certificate  of  Dr.  Laffer,  of  Dublin,  was 
that  6J  grains  of  white  arsenic  was  found  in  the  stomach. 
The  jury  found    that  death  was  due    to    poison  self- 
administered.    Mary  Smith  (30),  a  cook,  poisoned  herself 
with  carbolic  acid  at  Paddington.    At  Worcester,  Elsie 
Warner,  aged  ten  weeks,    was   given  twelve   drops  of 
laudanum  in  brandy  to  stop  diarrhoea,  and  died  in  the 
infirmary  from  narcotic  poisoning.    Accidental  death  was 
the  verdict.    Lewis  Jones,  a  child  of  two,  was  accidentally 
poisoned  at  Fratton,  Portsmouth.    The  child  stood  on  a 
chair,  reached  down  a  bottle  of  belladonna  from  a  shelf, 
and  took  a  fatal  draught.      Charles  Hamilton  Rew  (30) 
was  found  dead  in  bed  at  the  Hotel  Windsor,  Victoria 
Street,  London.    The  evidence  of  a  brother  of  deceased 
at  the  inquest  on  September  17  was  to  the  effect  that 
deceased,  who  had  been  invalided  home  from  Shanghai, 
suffered  from  insomnia,  for  which  he  was  in  the  habit  of 
taking  chloral  hydrate.    John  Maclean,  assistant  to  Messrs. 
Hay  &  Co.,  chemists,  6  New  Coventry  Street,  W.,  deposed 
to  selling  deceased  six  20-grain  doses  of  solution  of  chloral. 
He  warned  deceased,  who  seemed  perfectly  rational,  of 
the  poisonous  nature  of  the  drug.    Deceased  said  he  knew 
it  was  poison,  and  that  he  suffered  from  insomnia.  The 
coroner  said  it  was  evident  that  deceased  had  taken  five 
maximum  doses  during  the  night.    Medical  evidence  was 
given  that  death  was  caused  by  chloral-hydrate  poisoning, 
the  jury  expressing  the  opinion  that  it  was  a  misadventure. 
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Manufacture  of  Hntip\>rin. 

The  Duty-free  Alcohol  Concession. 

By  P.  Leuthardt  Thornton. 


ALCOHOL  free  from  duty  for  manufacturing  purposes 
being  now  obtainable,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
importance  of  this  valuable  concession  will  be  generally 
realised,  and  that  a  chemical  industry  in  proportion  to 
the  resources  of  this  country  will  be  speedily  created. 

The  first  products  from  coal-tar  were  made  in  this 
country,  but  it  appears  not  to  have  been  foreseen  then  that 
an  enormous  industry,  such  as  exists  to-day  abroad,  would 
result  from  the  discovery  of  Sir  W.  H.  Perkin. 

The  foreigner,  however,  realised  its  possibilities.  He  at 
first  imitated  the  British  product  and  with  the  money  so 
earned  established  scientific  laboratories ;  in  fact  made 
chemical  science  subservient  to  commercial  prosperity.  He 
introduced  spirits  into  manufacture,  which  to  him  were  a 
cheap  commodity  ;  and  as  alcohol  was  prohibitive  in  other 
countries,  on  account  of  its  excessive  cost,  he  created  a 
monopoly,  especially  as  he  was  careful  to  patent  any 
novelty  he  discovered. 

The  following  rough  figures,  based  on  a  yearly  produc- 
tion of  100  tons  per  annum,  will  show  what  is  required  to 
manufacture  antipyrin,  into  which  alcohol  enters  largely  :

A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  September  13, 
the  President  (Mr.  Harold  Mitchell)  in  the  chair. — The  Sec- 
retary read  various  correspondence,  and  gave  a  report  of  the 
summer  outing.

Thomas  Carlyle  on  Doctors. 

"  I  believe,  and  have  long  believed,  the  essential  idea  it 
sets  forth  to  be  not  only  true,  but  of  the  very  highest  import- 
ance to  mankind— namely,  that  the  physician  must  first  of  all 
be  a  priest  (that  is  to  say,  a  man  of  pious  nobleness,  devoted 
to  the  service  of  the  Highest,  and  prepared  to  endure  and 
endeavour  for  that  same,  taking  no  counsel  of  flesh  and 
blood,  as  the  the  theory  of  priests  is)— first  of  all,  a  real  priest, 
and  then  that  the  whole  world  should  take  supreme  counsel 
of  him,  as  it  does  of  its  real  or  imaginary  priests  or  pontiffs 
this  long  while  back,  and  follow  said  counsel  as  the  actual 
will^of  God — which  it  would  be  were  the  physician  what  I 
say."  This  is  from  a  letter  dated  Chelsea,  February  28,  1859, 
quoted  in  full  in  the  "  B.M.J.,"  September  8,  1906. 

Things  are  not  What  they  Seem. 

In  discussing  "  drug  fallacies  "  before  the  British  Medical 
Association  at  Toronto  Dr.  W.  E.  Dixon  (Cambridge)  said 
that  serious  inconvenience  results  from  the  present  fashion 
of  coining  new  trade-names  for  the  same  drugs.  Many 
elegant  and  tasteless  preparations  contained  scarcely  a  trace 
of  the  drug  which  is  supposed  to  be  the  active  basis  of  the 
preparation.  This  is  true,  he  stated,  of  many  preparations  of 
copaiba.  He  advocated  the  physiological  standardisation  of 
the  glucosidal  heart-tonics,  and  stated  that  many  of  the 
ordinary  preparations  of  ergot  sold  in  England  "have  no 
action.  Dr.  Lefevro  (New  York)  remarked  in  a  discussion  on 
the  paper  that  in  New  York  a  few  drug  businesses  are  being 
bought  up  by  extraneous  interests,  who  do  not  insist  that  the 
preparations  come  up  to  the  physiological  standard  claimed 
for  them. 
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Hmertcan  pharmaceutical  association. 

Reported  by  the  "  C.  &  D."  Representative. 


THE  fifty-fourth  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was 
held  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  during  the  week 
beginning  September  3.  The  sessions  of  the  Association 
occupied  the  entire  week,  beginning  on  Monday  afternoon 
and  closing  on  Saturday.  The  attendance  was  fully  up  to 
the  average,  and  embraced  representatives  of  all  the  leading 
Colleges  of  Pharmacy  (twenty-odd  in  number)  from  dif- 
ferent sections  of  the  United  States,  being  representatives 
from  twenty  different  State  Boards  of  Pharmacy.  Under 
the  auspices  of  the  Association  a  Conference  of  Phar- 
maceutical Faculties  has  been  formed  and  has  met 
simultaneously  with  the  Association  for  the  past  seven 
years.  This  Conference,  which  embraces  twenty-six  ot 
the  leading  teaching  institutions  of  pharmacy  in  the  United 
States,  has  steadily  striven  for  an  improvement  in  the 
character  and  amount  of  instruction  given,  and  for  the 
elevation  of  the  preliminary  entrance  requirements  to  the 
Colleges. 

In  the  same  way  a  National  Association  of  Boards  ot 
Pharmacy  has  been  formed  under  the  auspices  of  the 
A. Ph. A.,  and  this  year  a  joint  Conference  of  the  Boards  of 
Pharmacy  and  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Faculties  was 
arranged  for  at  Indianapolis.  This  Conference  was  one  of 
the  most  important  features  of  the  meeting,  and  while 
its  conclusions  hava  not  the  weight  of  law,  they  will  prove 
powerful  factors  in  determining  the  attitude  of  the  several 
Boards  of  Pharmacy  and  of  the  various  Colleges  upon  the 
matter  of  standards. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Section  on  Education 
and  Legislation  of  the  Association  this  joint  Conference  at 
the  Indianapolis  meeting  adopted  a  series  of  resolutions 
setting  forth  standards  which  meet  with  the  approval  of 
the  joint  Conference  of  Faculties  and  Boards  of  Pharmacy. 

The  fact  that  each  of  the  several  States  has  a  different 
pharmacy  law  and  an  entirely  independent  Pharmacy  Board 
tends  to  create  a  great  deal  of  confusion  in  the  administra- 
tion of  these  laws  ;  hence  the  work  of  the  Association  in 
bringing  about  the  organisation  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Boards  of  Pharmacy  and  of  the  Conference  of 
Pharmaceutical  Faculties,  and  of  the  Joint  Conference,  is 
most  important,  as  it  will  go  far  toward  securing  uniformity 
in  the  standards  of  requirement  and  in  the  enforcement  of 
the  laws  and  regulations  in  the  several  States. 

The  address  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Section  on  Educa- 
tion and  Legislation,  Professor  Oscar  Oldberg  (Chicago), 
was  a  very  lengthy  paper,  and  in  it  he  took  a  most  pessi- 
mistic view  of  the  present  tendencies  in  pharmaceutical 
education  and  legislation  in  the  United  States,  and  pointed 
out  a  number  of  the  absurdities  which  have  been  incor- 
porated in  recent  legislation. 

In  the  Scientific  Section  two  important  papers  were  con- 
tributed from  the  Wellcome  Chemical  Research  Labora- 
tories— one  by  Dr.  Power  and  Mr.  Tutin  giving  the  results 
of  the  first  really  exhaustive  study  of  the  chemical  con- 
stituents of  eriodictyon,  and  the  other  from  Mr.  Perredes 
giving  in  detail  the  botanical  characters  of  some  California 
species  of  Grindelia,  and  incidentally  proving  that  the 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia  is  wrong  in  attributing  the 
commercial  grindelia  to  G.  robusta  and  G.  squarrosa,  for 
Mr.  Perredes  seems  to  establish  the  fact  that  the  large 
bulk  of  commercial  grindelia  is  derived  from  G.  Camporum. ' 
Of  the  other  papers  presented  in  the  Scientific  Section  there 
were  none  that  are  especially  noteworthy,  though  several 
are  of  decided  practical  interest  to  pharmaceutical 
chemists.  The  more  notable  were  the  brief  note  on  the 
separation  of  morphine  from  glycerin  by  Gordin,  and  a 


paper  by  the  same  author  on  alkaloidal  assays,  in  which  he 
criticised  with  almost  brutal  frankness  several  of  the 
methods  of  assay  adopted  in  the  U.S. P.  VIII. 

The  Association  levied  a  contribution  on  the  consular 
service,  and  secured  some  interesting  reports  through  that 
service  on  the  status  of  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  various 
European  countries.  It  is  unfortunate  alike  for  the 
Association  and  for  English  pharmacy  that  the  Consul 
making  a  report  from  London  so  lacks  in  the  performance 
of  his  consular  duties  as  to  furnish  a  very  inadequate  report 
and  one  which  does  not  do  justice  to  English  pharmacy. 

EDUCATION  AND  LEGISLATION. 
This  section  met  on  September  4,  at  3  p.m.,  Professor 
Charles  Oldberg  presiding.  His  address  on  opening  the 
proceedings  was  devoted  to  the  relations  of  the  pharmacist 
to  the  public,  the  attitude  of  the  druggist  towards  better 
education,  his  relations  with  physicians,  and  the  pharmacy 
laws  of  the  United'  States,  with  other  factors  hanging  to 
them.  Among  the  things  that  dropped  from  the  Pro- 
fessor was  this  gem  : 

It  is  impossible  to  prevent  excessive  competition  in  the 
drug-business  except  by  establishing  higher  educational  re- 
quirements for  the  licence  to  open  or  conduct  a  pharmacy. 

Among  the  papers  read  was  one  by  Mr.  Harry  B.  Mason 
on  the,  attitude  of  the  drug-trade  towards  Patent-medicine 
Legislation.  He  said  there  are  five  evils  in  the  patent- 
medicine  industry,  viz.  : 

1.  There  is  real  need  for  patent  medicines,  as  in  ordinary 
ailments  a  large  portion  of  the  public  will  buy  them.  As 
the  makers  are  uncontrolled,  abuses  have  grown  up,  there- 
fore control  them. 

2.  Exaggerated  and  ridiculous  claims  are  made  for  many 
of  them. 

3.  Catarrh-cures  contain  cocaine,  soothing-syrups  and 
cough-remedies  contain  opium  or  morphine,  and  may  pro- 
duce a  pernicious  habit. 

4.  Some  patent  medicines  contain  alcohol. 

5.  The  promiscuous  manufacture  and  consumption  of 
headache-powders  containing  acetanilide  is  a  danger. 

Mr.  Mason's  remedy  for  these  is  legislation.  As  to 
narcotics,  he  approved  of  the  proposal  to  limit  the  pro- 
portions to  morphine  and  heroine  gr.  cocaine  and  eucaine 
gr.  g,  and  chloral  hydrate  gr.  x.  per  oz.  Alcohol  above 
20  per  cent,  to  be  labelled,  and  not  more  than  3  grains  of 
acetanilide  to  go  in  a  headache-powder  or  tablet. 

Professor  H.  M.  Whelpley,  of  St.  Louis,  presided  at 
the  Conference  of  Pharmaceutical  Faculties,  which  opened 
on  September  5,  at  3  p.m.,  and  delivered  a  lengthy  address, 
in  the  course  of  which  he  narrated  the  history  of  the  Con- 
ference and  told  what  it  might  do  better  than  it  has  done, 
and  made  one-and-thirty  recommendations  to  it.  Among 
these  were  the  following  : 

The  appointment  of  a  special  committee  to  investigate 
the  nature  and  extent  of  the  commercial  training  now  given 
in  pharmaceutical  institutions  and  to  study  the  requirements 
of  the  average  drug-store  and  submit  to  the  Conference  a 
syllabus  of  a  well-rounded  course  in  commercial  pharmacy. 

The  committee  on  commercial  pharmacy  can  also  be 
charged  with  the  duty  of  outlining  work  in  the  use  of  phar- 
maceutical literature  and  the  recognition  of  medicines  by 
their  organileptic  properties. 

COMMERCIAL  INTERESTS. 
Mr.  H.  P.  Hynson,  the  Chairman  of  this  Section,  opened 
the  proceedings  on  Tuesday  evening,  September  4,  with  an 
address  on  the  science  of  commerce  as  it  applies  to  phar- 
macy, the  pith  of  which  was — 

The  science  of  commerce  is  the  milky  way,  the  galaxy 
of  science,  directed — if  properly  directed,  toward  man's 
uplifting  and  his  greater  comfort,  the  commercial  value  and 
application  of  the  smaller  and  individual  sciences;  the 
sciences  of:  cosmetics,  speech,  letters,  manners,  salesman- 
ship, accounts,  forms,  contracts,  finance,  insurance,  morals, 
ethics. 

A  symposium  of  short  talks  on  identification  and  preserva- 
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tion  of  stock  followed,  in  which  two  professors  and  two 
retailers  led  off.  ,  . 

Mr  H  B  Mason  told  about  Eleven  Drug  gists  and  tnetr 
Incomes  The  figures  he  submitted  were  drawn  from 
different  parts  of  U.S.A.,  and  were  submitted  in  tabular 
form  The  following  is  a  digest  of  ten  of  them  in  pounds 
sterling  per  annum,  nothing  being  credited  to  the  proprietor 
for  his  work  :

Mr  Mason  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  average  drug- 
gist, doing  a  business  ranging  from  $7,000  to  $13,000  a  year, 
should  secure  average  gross  profits  of  at  least  40  per  cent,, 
and  cut  down  his  percentage  expense  to  at  most  30  per  cent., 
and  25  per  cent,  if  possible.  The  Hegeman  Corporation  in 
New  York,  though  doing  a  cut-rate  business,  realises  a  net 
profit  of  12  per  cent.,  the  percentage  expense  being  18  and 
the  gross  profit  30. 

Mr.  George  C.  Bartells  read  a  homily  on  True  Success  in 
Pharmacy.  He  is  a  country  druggist,  who  varied  the 
monotony  of  five-cent  sales  last  month  by  going  into  his 
gooseberry  patch  and  picking  20  gals,  of  berries,  so  his 
audience  were  not  surprised  to  hear  from  him  that— 

Greed  for  the  almighty  dollar  has  gotten  possession  of 
some  of  us  druggists,  and  we  only  look  on  life  as  a  means 
whereby  we  mav  accumulate  much  earthly  goods,  lorgetting 
that  the  best  "  life  does  not  consist  in  the  abundance  of  the 
thing  possessed,"  but  is  made  up  of  being  helpful  to  our 
families,  neighbours;  to  strangers  and,  especially,  to  the 
needy— in  fact,  being  a  humble  servant,  a  good  bamaritan. 
In  such  is  found  all  there  is  that  makes  life  worth  living. 
'  Co-operative  Buying  was  treated  by  Mr.  Wm.  Mittel- 
bach.    The  formation  of  buying  clubs  is  unnatural,  he  said. 
The  jobber  or  middleman  between  manufacturer  and  re- 
tailer is  a  very  necessary  individual,  and  is  the  means  of 
quickly  distributing  the  articles  of  merchandise  and  ex- 
pediting the  placing  of  same  in  the  hands  of  the  consumer. 
With  large  capital  at  his  command,  he  fills  the  place  more 
satisfactorily  than  would  a  buying  club.    A  buying  club 
may  succeed  for  a  time,  in  large  cities,  where  its  members 
are  not  such  close  competitors  as  are  those  in  the  smaller 
cities  and  towns.    When,  however,  the  business  of  the  club 
grows,  and  the  expense  of  carrying  out  its  objects  increases, 
a  central  or  distributing  point  must  be  established  where 
some  one  must  look  after  the  detail  work,  and  for  which 
work  some  one  must  be  paid  ;  we  arrive  at  our  starting- 
point,  and  are  again  face  to  face  with  the  jobber  under 
another  name.  . 

Speaking  about  How  to  Economise  the  Time  of  Expensive 
Assistants,  Mr.  Andrew  J.  Eckstein  said  : 

In  time  the  druggist  begins  to  break  away  from  his  purely 
professional  career.  Rents,  stock,  fixtures,  pay-roll,  every- 
thing helps  him  to  forget  that  he  was  tutored  in  a  profes- 
sional atmosphere.  But  the  assistants,  mostly  fresh  from  a 
college,  or  filled  with  ideas  not  compatible  with  strict  busi- 
ness methods,  are  not  given  to  doing  any  more  than  is 
forced  upon  them.  .  .  .  We  cannot  expect  our  assistants 
to  be  business-getters.  Only  by  the  merest  chance  would 
one  be  proficient  in  advertising-notions.  We  must  not  blame 
any  assistant  for  a  condition  that  he  is  not  responsible  for. 

The  problem  of  keeping  our  clerks  busy  soon  resolves 
itself  into  the  possible  danger  of  keeping  them  too  busy. 
We  might  overwork  even  the  most  willing  employes.  What 
we  want  is  a  mean — a  happy  medium  that  is  midway  between 
the  two  extremes.  ...  I  should  like  to  show  all  of  us  how 
we  can  make  each  employe  earn  fifty  or  seventy-five  dollars 
more  each  week,  but  I  am  unable  to  do  that.  Every  time  I 
try  to  figure  it  out  for  myself  I  arrive  at  the  same  conclu- 
sion :  the  drug-business  is  a  strange  combination  of  the 


business  and  professional  life,  and  it  is  apt  to  show  its 
singular  construction  to  a  more  pronounced  degree  in  the 
assistant  than  it  is  in  the  employer. 

PRACTICAL  PHARMACY  AND  DISPENSING. 
Dr.  W.  C.  Alpers  was  the  Chairman  of  this  Section,  and 
the  work  in  it  commenced  on  Thursday,  September  6,  at 
8  p.m.  The  nature  of  Dr.  Alpers'  address  has  already  been 
referred  to.  It  was  he  who  set  the  American  Consuls 
moving.    The  gist  of  his  address  is  here  given  : 

A  series  of  questions  had  been  drawn  up  and  submitted  to 
American  consuls  throughout  the  world,  and  eighteen 
replies  were  received.  The  questions,  which  number 
twenty-three,  were  printed  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of 
February  10,  p.  220.  There  is  not  much  to  remark  about 
the  elaborate  table  which  the  writer  of  the  address  has 
drawn  up  except  to  note  that  as  far  as  regards  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland  the  information  is  vague  and  occasionally  in- 
correct. For  instance,  prescribing  by  chemists  is  incor- 
rectly stated  to  be  "  prohibited  "  in  England  and  Ireland. 
Dr.  Alpers'  comment  on  the  replies  to  this  question, 
"  Prescribing  by  pharmacists  is  prohibited  by  law  in 
nearly  every  country,  and  this  uniformity  may  be  well 
considered  as  a  proof  of  the  justice  of  such  law,"  is  in 
consequence  in  need  of  modification.  The  salaries  of 
chemists'  assistants  are  given  as  $60  (England)  and  $40  to 
$50  (Ireland),  and  the  daily  duty  nine  hours  (England) 
and  eight  hours  (Ireland),  the  length  of  the  business-day 
being  twelve  hours  (England)  and  sixteen  hours  (Ireland). 
No  copies  of  prescriptions  are  given  in  Dublin,  and  a  little 
note  states  that  "  prescriptions  don't  pay."  Physicians 
are  said  to  prescribe  proprietaries  in  25  per  cent,  of  the 
prescriptions  dispensed  by  London  chemists. 

Eight  papers  were  communicated  to  the  Section,  and  we 
subjoin  abstracts  of  the  more  important  of  them. 

Sydenham's  Laudanum. — Mr.  M.  I.  Wilbert  dealt  with  the 
history  of  this  preparation,  pointing  out  that  in  several  Phar- 
macopoeias formerly  published  in  Great  Britain  the  saffron 
was  omitted  before  the  nineteenth  century.  In  those  countries 
where  the  saffron  has  been  retained  in  the  formula,  Syden- 
ham's laudanum  is  to-day  a  popular  and  frequently  used  pre- 
paration, while  in  countries  where  the  saffron  has  been 
omitted  the  corresponding  preparation  is  all  but  forgotten. 

Mr.  Wilbert  then  spoke  on  the  virtues  of  saffron,  indicating 
that  it  does  not  deserve  the  scorn  in  which  it  is  held  by 
modern  physicians. 

In  a  scries  of  Laboratory  Notes,  Mr.  H.  A.  B.  Dunning  gave 
some  good  points  of  general  interest.  He  said  that  for  sealing 
hard  capsules  a  heavy  solution  of  gelatin  is  prepared  by  heat- 
ing the  tops  of  soluble  elastic  capsules  in  a  dish  on  a  water- 
bath  with  sufficient  water  to  make  a  solution.  A  glass  rod. 
with  a  long  sharp  point,  is  dipped  into  the  hot  solution,  while 
at  the  same  time  the  filled  capsule  is  held  upside  down  by  the 
cap  between  the  thumb  and  forefinger.  The  point  of  the  rod 
is  run  around  and  under  the  edge  of  the  cap,  thus  filling  the 
space  between  the  two  parts  of  capsule  and  making  a  thin 
ring  around  the  body  of  it. 

Since  the  recent  meeting  of  the  American  Medical  Associa- 
tion, he  had  received  quite  a  number  of  prescriptions  calling 
for  methylene  blue  in  combination  with  various  drugs,  more 
particularly  ext.  belladonnae,  but  also  ext.  hyoscyamus, 
codeine  sulphate,  and  some  few  other  drugs.  After  putting 
up  these  capsules,  he  was  apt  to  find  a  streak  of  methylene- 
blue  stain  in  any  part  of  the  room,  and  the  boxes  returned  for 
refilling  highly  stained.  These  difficulties  were  largely  over- 
come by  mixing  with  each  15  grains  of  methylene  blue  one 
dron  of  white  petroleum. 

The  quickest  and  most  satisfactory  method  of  making  lini- 
ment of  soft  soap  is  to  heat  the  soap  for  some  time  on  a  water- 
bath  until  it  becomes  by  stirring  a  homogeneous  semi-liquid 
rather  than  a  semi-solid  ;  the  flame  is  then  turned  off  and  the 
hot  soap  dissolved  in  the  requisite  amount  of  alcohol. 

The  author  had  difficulty  in  his  laboratory  when  making 
large  quantities  of  tooth-powder,  comp.  liquorice  powder,  and 
similar  mixtures,  in  getting  the  ingredients  quickly  and 
thoroughly  mixed,  as  the  mechanical  hand-power  mixer  has 
never  given  him  satisfaction.  It  occurred  to  him,  after  bolting 
the  separate  ingredients  through  a  120  sieve,  to  mix  them 
thoroughly  by  running  back  and  forth  through  a  No.  80 
bolting-cloth.  This  method  has  proved  very  satisfactory, 
because  powders  which  can  scarcely  be  forced  through  a 
40  wire  sieve  will  run  freely  through  an  80  bolting-cloth. 

There  is  nothing  equal  to  filter-paper  torn  into  shreds  for 
making  aromatic  waters,  and  of  great  value  is  paper  pulp  as  a 
clarifying-agent,  and  perfectly  pure  sawdust  to  mix  with 
cudbear,  aloes,  and  other  gummy  drugs  which  are  hard  to 
percolate.  These  agents  are  more  or  less  difficult  to  obtain 
pure,  therefore  he  powders  pure  paper  for  the  purpose,  and  it 
has  proved  ideal.  When  making  aromatio  waters,  it  requires 
but  a  few  moments'  time  to  drop  the  respective  oil  on  the 
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powdered  paper,  stir  the  mixture  round  with  a  glass  rod, 
when  all  the  oil  is  absorbed  place  it  in  the  container,  and  pour 
the  required  amount  of  distilled  water  over  it.  The  solution 
of  the  oil  will  filter  off  perfectly  clear,  and  will  be  found  highly 
flavoured.  As  a  clarifying-agent,  powdered  paper  works 
nicely.  It  is  only  necessary  to  pack  a  percolator  with  a  layer 
of  the  powdered  paper  an  inch  or  more  in  height,  cover  over 
with  a  piece  of  sheet  filter-paper  and  then  some  glass  bottle- 
tops  to  weigh  it  down,  and  pour  on  the  liquid.  For  making 
tincture  of  cudbear,  the  bugaboo  of  all  druggists  who  do  not 
use  purified  sawdust,  the  ground  drug  is  mixed  with  an  equal 
bulk  of  the  powdered  paper,  and  percolation  goes  on  nicely. 
The  same  procedure  may  be  followed  in  making  tincture  of 
opium. 

The  Fatty  Factors  of  Unguents  was  the  subject  of  a  paper  by 
Mr.  Frank  E.  Fisk,  in  which  he  explained  that  rancidity  is 
due  to  decomposition  of  the  fats  into  these  noxious  acids  : 
caproic,  butyric,  caprylic,  and  valeric.  His  plan  of  restoring 
the  ointments  or  fats  is  to  agitate  them  with  a  warm  dilute 
solution  of  alkali. 

In  a  paper  on  Machine-made  v.  Hand-made  Soluble  Elastic 
Capsules,  Mr.  Anthony  M.  Hance  advanced  nine  points  of 
advantage  possessed  by  machine  made  and  filled  gelatin 
capsules  over  those  that  are  hand  made  and  filled. 

Acetone  Collodions. — Mr.  George  M.  Beringer  in  1892  called 
attention  to  the  remarkable  solvent  power  of  pure  acetone, 
end  predicted  that  it  would  be  found  a  useful  solvent  in  phar- 
macy and  chemistry.  This  prediction  is  fast  being  realised, 
said  Mr.  Beringer  in  a  paper  to  the  Section.  Several  of  the 
so-called  "  liquid  court  plasters  "  now  on  the  market  contain 
acetone,  and  the  author  gave  the  following  formula  : 

Pyroxylin    5  grams 

Camphor    1  gram 

Acetone  a  sufficient  quantity  to  make  100  c.c. 
Dissolve  the  pyroxylin  and  camphor  in  a  clean  bottle  with  90  c.c. 
of  acetone  and,  after  solution  has  been  effected,  add  sufficient  of  the 
acetone  to  make  the  product  measure  100  c.c.  If  the  pyroxylin  is  of 
a  good  quality  the  solution  will  be  prompt  and  perfect,  otherwise  it 
will  be  necessary  to  permit  the  liquid  to  stand  until  it  has  become 
clear  and  then  decant. 

This  preparation  possesses  advantages  over  both  the  official 
collodion  and  flexible  collodion.  Acetone  collodion  makes  an 
elegant  basic  preparation  for  the  application  of  the  aromatic 
phenols,  iodine,  iodoform,  etc.,  and  a  number  of  such  medi- 
cated collodions  are  readily  prepared  and  are  very  satis- 
factory, e.g.  : 

Cantharides  in  No.  60  powder   60  grams 

Pyroxylin    4  grams 

Camphor    1  gram 

Acetone    a  sufficient  quantity 

Moisten  the  cantharides  with  35  c.e.  of  acetone,  and  pack  in  a 
cylindrical  percolator.  Close  and  cover  the  percolator,  and  mace- 
rate for  twenty-four  hours ;  then  percolate  slowly  with  sufficient 
acetone  until  exhausted.  Reserve  the  first  80  c.c.  of  percolate  and 
evaporate  the  remainder  at  a  low  temperature  (55°— 60°  C.)  to  a 
soft  extract.  Mix  this  with  the  reserve,  and  dissolve  the  pyroxylin 
and  camphor  in  the  mixture.  Finally  add  sufficient  acetone  to 
make  the  volume  100  c.o.  If  not  entirely  clear,  set  it  aside  in  a  cool 
place  until  it  becomes  clear  by  settling,  and  then  decant. 

This  product  is  a  clear,  green-coloured  liquid,  and  possesses 
strong  vesicant  action.  The  camphor  present  is  not  objection- 
able, and  its  mildly  stimulating  effect  is  rather  an  aid  to  the 
action  of  the  cantharides. 

SCIENTIFIC  SECTION. 
The  labours  of  this  most  important  part  of  the  Association 
began  on  September  6.    Brief  abstracts  of  most  of  the 
papers  were  given  in  the  last  issue  of  the  C.  db  D.,  and 
some  others  are  now  appended  : 

Suprarenal  Preparations. — Mr.  Charles  E.  Vanderkleed, 
after  glancing  at  the  history  of  the  medicinal  use  of  the  supra- 
renal gland,  described  a  method  for  producing  an  active, 
sterile,  and  permanent  solution  of  the  active  principle  of  the 
suprarenal  gland,  without  at  any  point  in  the  process  separat- 
ing the  active  principle  in  solid  form.    It  is  as  follows : 

100  lb.  of  suprarenal  glands,  freed  as  completely  as  possible 
from  fat,  are  ground  to  a  pulp.  The  mass  is  transferred  to  a 
mechanical  shaking-apparatus,  and  shaken  for  several  hours  with 
a  solution  of  700  grams  of  trichloracetic  acid  in  20  litres  of 
Columbian  spirit  [purified  wood  naphtha}.  The  mixture  is  allowed 
to  macerate  from  one  to  two  days,  and  is  then  strained  and  the 
magma  pressed  nearly  dry.  The  gland  material  is  returned  to 
-the  shaking-apparatus  for  a  second  extraction,  while  the  strained 
liquid  portion  is  filtered  clear  with  the  aid  of  the  suction-pump. 
The  clear  filtrate  is  concentrated  in  vacuo  to  a  thick  syrupy  liquid, 
measuring  about  2,500  e.c.  This  solution  is  cooled,  filtered  by 
means  of  the  6uction-pump,  and  poured  into  a  20-per-cent.  solution 
of  neutral  lead  acetate.  The  amount  of  lead-acetate  solution  neces- 
sary for  complete  precipitation  of  proteid  matter  and  inorganic 
phosphates  must  be  determined  by  experiment.  An  amount  of  20- 
per-cent.  solution  varying  from  50  per  cent,  to  100  per  cent,  of  the 
volume  of  concentrated  gland  extract  will  be  required.  The  mix- 
ture is  placed  on  ice  for  two  hours,  and  is  then  filtered.  The  clear 
filtrate  is  poured  into  five  times  its  own  volume  of  cold  Columbian 
spirit,  when  a  further  precipitation  of  inert  matter  takes  place. 
The  mixture  is  placed  on  ice  overnight,  and  is  then  again  filtered. 


The  clear  filtrate  is  slightly  warmed,  and  hydrogen  sulphide  is 
passed  through  the  solution  for  two  or  more  hours,  whereby  the 
excess  of  lead  is  precipitated  as  lead  sulphide.  The  mixture  is 
again  placed  on  ice  overnight,  filtered,  and  distilled  in  vacuo 
with  a  small  amount  of  purified  animal  charcoal,  to  recover  the 
alcohol,  remove  the  hydrogen  sulphide,  and  concentrate  the  solu- 
tion of  the  active  principle  to  about  2,500  c.c. 

The  second  extract  of  the  gland  mass  is  treated  in  the  same  way, 
it  being  necessary  to  concentrate  to  about  one-half  the  volume  of 
the  first,  concentrated  extract,  and  to  use  one-half  of  the  quantities 
of  reagents  necessary  for  the  first  portion. 

Aliquot  portions  of  the  finished  solutions  are  taken  for  the 
determination  of  the  amount  of  active  principle  by  means  of  the 
Von  Furth  eolorimetric  method,  and  solutions  are  then  diluted 
with  a  sufficient  amount  of  sterile  solution  of  sodium  chloride  and 
boric  acid  to  yield  a  finished  product  containing  0.1  per  cent,  of 
active  principle,  0.7  per  cent,  of  sodium  chloride,  and  0.25  per 
cent,  of  boric  acid.  It  is  advisable  also  to  add  0.25  per  cent,  of 
sodium  sulphite  to  retard  oxidation  of  the  active  principle  when 
bottles  are  opened  and  subjected  to  the  action  of  the  atmospheric 
oxygen ;  and  to  add  0.075  per  cent,  of  chloroform,  shaking  until 
the  latter  is  dissolved,  to  prevent  the  growth  of  fungi  and  retain 
sterility  when  bottles  are  opened. 

The  result  is  a  clear,  almost  colourless,  permanent,  sterile,  and 
active  solution  of  the  active  principle  of  the  suprarenal  gland, 
suitable  for  all  medical  purposes.  Solutions  thus  prepared 
have  been  kept  in  the  author's' laboratory  in  unsealed  amber- 
coloured  bottles,  subject  to  all  changes  of  room-temperaturo 
without  loss  of  activity  and  without  change,  for  nine  months. 
All  efforts  to  produce  a  dry  product  by  the  evaporation  in 
vacuo  of  the  concentrated  active  solutions  obtained  by  the 
above  method  have  so  far  failed. 

Determination  of  Phosphorus  in  Pharmaceutical  Prepara- 
tions.— Messrs.  Joseph  L.  Turner  and  Charles  E.  Vanderkleed 
find  that  the  following  method  as  applied  to  phosphorated 
resins  gives  concordant  results,  accurate  within  3  per  cent,  of 
the  total  amount  of  phosphorus  in  the  preparations : 

One  to  two  grams  of  finely  powdered  substance  is  placed  in  a 
Kjeldahl  flask,  about  15  c.c.  of  water  and  20  c.c.  of  fuming  nitric 
acid  (sp.  gr.  1.48)  are  cautiously  added,  and  the  mixture  slightly 
warmed  until  the  violent  reaction  ceases.  The  temperature  is 
then  raised  and  the  solution  carefully  brought  to  a  syrupy  con- 
sistency. The  residue  is  now  cooled  and  the  organic  matter 
destroyed  by  the  Kjeldahl  process — viz.,  20  to  30  c.c.  of  concen- 
trated sulphuric  acid  is  added  and  the  mixture  is  brought  gradu- 
ally to  vigorous  boiling.  After  fifteen  to  twenty  minutes,  10  grams 
of  crystalline  potassium  sulphate  is  added,  and  the  whole  is 
maintained  at  the  boiling  temperature  until  the  solution  becomes 
clear  and  acquires  a  pale  straw-colour.  It  is  now  cooled,  diluted 
cautiously  with  water,  cooled  again,  carefully  neutralised  with 
ammonia,  rendered  acid  again  with  nitric  acid,  and  the  phosphorio 
acid  precipitated  with  ammonium  molybdate  under  the  usual 
conditions.  The  precipitate  is  filtered  off,  washed  with  dilute 
solution  of  ammonium  nitrate,  re-dissolved  in  warm  dilute 
ammonia-water  (1-3),  precipitated  in  the  usual  manner  with  mag- 
nesia mixture,  and  finally  weighed  as  magnesium  pyrophosphate. 
Percentage  of  Alcohol  Remaining  in  Fluid  Extracts. — Dr. 
Joseph  Feil  gave  the  following  interesting  figures:

From  which  he  concluded  that  the  percentage  of  alcohol  re- 
maining in  fluid  extracts  is  approximately  the  theoretical 
quantity,  and  should  not  vary  more  than  2  per  cent,  from 
this  standard. 

Detection  of  Traces  of  Copper  and  Iron. — Mr.  S.  K.  Kahn 
in  his  paper  gave  the  following  delicate  test : 

Heat  over  a  small  Bunsen  burner  in  a  test-tube  30  c.c.  of  the 
liquid  under  examination  with  2  grams  of  stearic  aoid,  shaking 
constantly,  for  five  minutes ;  allow  the  tube  to  stand  long  enough 
for  the  stearic  acid  to  solidify ;  remove  the  solidified  disc  of  acid 
by  means  of  a  bent  wire,  and  compare  it  on  a  white  background 
with  a  disc  made  in  a  similar  manner  with  pure  distilled  water 
free  from  copper.   The  most  minute  traces  of  copper  will  produce  a 
more  or  less  bluish-green  discolouration  of  the  stearic  acid. 
The  strongly  coloured  metallic  salts,  such  as  nickel,  cobalt, 
and  chromium,  give  only  a  slight  colour  in  1-per-cent.  solu- 
tion, and  in  a  proportion  of  1  part  in  10,000  do  not  discolour 
the  discs  at  all.    The  salts  of  iron  impart  a  yellow  colour  to 
the  discs,  which  is  sufficient  to  detect  1  part  in  800,000.  Copper 
is  easily  recognisable  in  a  proportion  of  1  to  200,000,  and  im- 
parts a  bluish-green  tint,  which  is  still  distinctly  noticeable  in 
a  dilution  of  1  part  to  800,000.

The 
Department  does  not  pretend  that  the  list  is  exhaustive, 
nor  does  it  remove  the  onus  from  the  importer  of  cor- 
rectly describing  his  wares  according  to  the  circumstances 
in  which  they  are  charged  with  duty  :

The  third  annual  Agri-horticultural  Show  of  the  Straits  and 
Federated  Malay  States  was  heid  in  Singapore  on  August  17, 
18,  and  19.  The  two  previous  shows,  held  at  Kuala  Lumpur 
and  Penang  respectively,  were  very  successful,  but  they  were 
quite  eclipsed  by  this  year's  both  in  the  variety  and  the 
quality  of  the  exhibits. 

Although  none  of  the  local  chemists  exhibited,  there  was 
still  much  of  interest  to  the  drug-trade.  Most  prominent 
among  the  trade  exhibits  was  the  stand  of  Burroughs  Well- 
come &  Co.  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  E.  A.  Smith,  pharma- 
ceutical chemist.  The  stand  was  a  large  square  one,  roofed 
after  the  style  of  a  Chinese  pagoda,  and  giving  ample  room 
for  the  display  of  the  firm's  specialities.  The  usual  lines  of 
tabloids,  "  tabloid "  medicine-cases,  compressed  surgical 
dressings,  and  the  "  tabloid  "  brand  of  quinine  sulphate  were 
prominently  displayed,  and  Mr.  Smith  is  to  be  congratulated 
on  the  manner  in  which  he  got  this  exhibit  ready  in  less  than 
a  week.  The  Oriental  Dispensary,  a  Japanese  establishment, 
had  a  tastefully  got-up  stall  boldly  emblazoned  with  Japanese 
characters.  There  Japan-made  menthol  cones  and  camphor 
were  being  sold,  while  a  smiling  Jap  distributed  circulars 
concerning  some  wonderful  remedy  said  to  cure  any  and  every 
disease  to  which  human  flesh  is  heir.  Sparklets  were  repre- 
sented in  an  interesting  little  bazaar,  but  they  did  not  appear 
to  attract  so  much  attention  as  they  probably  would  have 
done  had  there  been  practical  demonstration  of  their  utility. 
Free  "  Sparklet"  drinks  would  have  been  a  great  draw,  par- 
ticularly to  the  thirsty  Malays  and  Chinese.  At  the  large 
stand  of  Guthrie  &  Co.  were  to  be  found  the  specialities  of 
Gosnell,  Stearns,  and  Jeyes.  The  Stearns  display  was  mainly 
Wine  of  Cod-liver  Oil,  with  labels  in  Chinese  and  in  Malay 
as  well  as  jn  English.  Cherry  Blossom  and  Famora  in  a 
tasteful  little  exhibit  kept  the  fame  of  Gosnell  before  the 
visitors;  while  Creolin,  Cyllin,  and  its  preparations  were  the 
Jeyes  specialities  shown.  One  would  scarcely  think  of  look- 
ing among  the  prize  dogs  for  anything  pertaining  to  the  drug- 
trade,  but  here  might  have  been  seen  a  fine  kangaroo-hound 
with  ten  three-weeks-old  puppies,  one  of  which  was  peace- 
fully absorbing  its  milk  from  a  shilling  Maw's  Alexandra 
feeding-bottle.  Perhaps  Messrs.  Maw  will  find  it  advisable 
to  introduce  a  special  feeder  for  canine  babies. 

But  by  far  the  most  interesting  section  was  that  devoted  to 
agricultural  produce  and  articles  of  native  manufacture  from 
the  Federated  Malay  States  and  the  Straits  Settlements. 
C.  Hock  Bros.  &  Co.  were  awarded  a  special  prize  for  soaps. 
Their  samples  of  rosin  soap  in  tablets,  and  yellow  and  mottled 
bar  soaps,  though  scarcely  equal  to  those  of  European  manu- 
facture, were  still  very  commendable  specimens.  Among 
essential  oils  the  exhibit  of  the  oils  of  citronella,  patchouli, 
and  lemongrass  by  A.  W.  Machado,  of  Kamuning  Estate, 
Perak,  was  awarded  the  first  prize.  This  collection  was  well 
shown  in  large  cylindrical  stoppered  bottles  placed  in  front  of 
a  mirrored  mahogany  stand.  Kellas  Estate  showed  an 
excellent  lot  of  lemongrass,  gingelly,  citronella,  and  castor 
oils.  Katz  Bros.,  of  Teban  Louise  Estate,  Singapore,  showed 
citronella  and  patchouli  oils.  Gums  and  damars  were  a  very 
fine  show,  the  total  number  of  exhibits  in  this  class  being 
over  200.  A  case  of  twenty  different  varieties  of  damar,  all 
good  specimens,  was  exhibited  by  W.  Diepenheim.  Other 
articles  of  interest  were  indigo,  gambier,  turmeric,  patchouli- 
leaves,  cutch,  dragon's-blood,  fresh  and  dried  betel-nuts,  mace, 
nutmegs,  cotton,  prepared  tapioca  and  tapioca  tubers,  pepper, 
cocoa,  cloves,  and  arrowroot. 

The  variety  of  medicinal  plants  shown  was  extraordinary. 
All  sorts  of  leaves,  roots,  fruits,  and  entire  plants,  named  and 
unnamed,  were  spread  out  in  great  profusion.  To  the  average 
visitor  this  section  was  of  no  particular  interest,  but  one 
chemist  was  overheard  to  remark  to  another,  "  Wouldn't 
old  Holmes  be  delighted  if  he  could  sec  this  ?  "  In  this  section 
Kamuning  Estate,  who  seem  to  understand  the  art  of  staging 
their  products,  carried  off  the  first  prize  for  a  collection  of 
about  twenty  varieties.  Two  or  three  baskets  of  "  Obat 
sarutus  "  (hundred  medicines)  were  shown.  These  hundred 
different  herbs,  fungi,  etc.,  are  chopped  small  and  boiled  in 
water,  the  resulting  decoction  being  much  prized  by  Malay 
women  as  a  tonic  after  childbirth. 

At  the  present  time  it  is  only  natural  that  interest  in  rubber 
should  be  strong.  During  the  three  days  visitors  had  ample 
opportunity  of  admiring  the  fine  specimens  ready  prepared 
for  marketing  sent  in  by  various  exhibitors.  Highlands  and 
Lowlands  Estate  won  several  first  prizes  for  Para  crepe,  lace, 
and  serap  Para  were  all  of  the  highest  quality  the  Malay 
States  could  produce.  Rambong  rubber  and  gutta  exhibits 
were  small,  but  of  good  quality.  Special  demonstrations  of 
the  latest  methods  of  preparing  rubber  for  the  market  were 
given  by  the  Federated  Engineering  Co.,  Ltd. 


Exhibition  at  IRumberg. 


NATIONAL  as  distinct  from  international  exhibitions 
seem  to  have  become  very  popular  in  recent  years  in 
the  States  of  the  German  Empire.  In  1904  a  very  success- 
ful exhibition  was  held  at  Dusseldorf,  at  which  the 
principal  exhibitors  were  the  great  engineering  firms  of  the 
Rhine  Province.  This  year  a  national  Bavarian  Exhibi- 
tion is  being  held  at  Niirnberg,  next  year  the  Grand  Duchy 
of  Baden  will  hold  one  at  Mannheim,  and  in  1908  Munich 
will  celebrate  in  a  similar  way  the  750th  year  of  its  exist- 
ence as  a  town.  German  manufacturers  seem  to  be 
unanimous  in  believing  that  it  is  a  disadvantage  from  their 
point  of  view  to  encourage  foreign  manufacturers  to  exhibit 
in  Germany  and  that  a  national  exhibition  in  which  only 
German  firms  participate  serves  to  bring  their  wares  to 
the  notice  not  only  of  Germans,  but  also  of  foreign  visitors. 

Niirnberg — or,  as  we  are  in  the  habit  of  spelling  it, 
Nuremberg — is  an  excellent'  town  for  exhibition-purposes. 
In  summer  it  is  always  full  of  German,  American,  and 
English  visitors  attracted  by  its  guide-book  reputation  for 
quaintness  and  historical  interest.  It  is  also  an  important 
engineering  and  manufacturing  centre,  and,  as  everybody 
knows,  its  factories  turn  out  vast  quantities  of  small  wooden 
goods,  such  as  toys,  pencils,  cuckoo-clocks,  and  so  on.  It 
lies  also  in  the  middle  of  a  fairly  thickly  populated  agricul- 
tural district,  and  is  within  easy  reach  of  a  goodly  number 
of  South  German  towns,  so  that  practically  all  the  con- 
ditions which  make  for  the  success  of  an  exhibition  exist 
there. 

The  Exhibition-ground  lies  about  two  miles  to  the  south 
of  the  town,  and  consists  of  the  little  park  of  Dutzenteich 
lying  on  the  small  lake  of  the  same  name.  In  the  park  a 
series  of  stucco  exhibition  buildings  in  the  rather  fantastic 
style  characteristic  of  the  South  German  Art  Revival,  and 
adorned  with  appropriate  mural  paintings,  have  been 
erected.  The  most  important  of  these  are  the  Principal 
Exhibition  Building,  in  which  the  miscellaneous  exhibits 
•  are  housed,  the  Machinery  Hall,  the  Art  House,  and 
various  buildings  to  accommodate  special  exhibits,  lent  by 
the  town  of  Niirnberg  and  Bavarian  Public  Services, 
dealing  with  industrial  matters.  The  most  remarkable 
feature,  from  the  Britisher's  point  of  view,  is  the  elaborate 
provision  for  refreshments  or  "  restauration."  A  gocd 
many  exhibits  of  pharmaceutical  and  chemical  interest  are 
shown  in  the  Principal  Exhibition  Building,  but  there  is 
nothing  startling  either  in  the  way  of  new  products  or  in 
methods  of  showing  old  cnes.  In  fact,  the  cases  are  rather 
disappointing  on  the  whole,  and  one  gets  the  impression 
that  "window-dressing"  is  better  understood  in  London, 
at  any  rate,  than  it  is  in  South  Germany.  Interesting 
exhibits  of  peat,  peat-products,  and  applications  of  peat 
are  shown  by  a  number  of  firms.  Peat  is,  it  appears,  now 
being  largely  used  in  Germany  as  an  insulator  for  ice-safes 
and  freezing-chambers,  but  more  interesting  than  this  is 
the  fact  that  pyridine,  acetic  acid,  creosote,  gas-oil,  and 
acetone  are  now  being  made  from  it  by  destructive  distilla- 
tion, and  the  residual  peat  coke  is  in  fair  demand  as  a  fuel. 
Two  interesting  stalls  are  those  of  the  Untergriesbach  and 
Obernzell  graphite-works,  both  of  which  are  working 
patents  for  preparing  refined  graphite  from  the  rather 
crude  and  impure  material  found  near  Passau.  The 
Obernzell  firm  has  an  interesting  show  of  old  graphite 
crucibles,  recovered  after  use  by  various  German,  French, 
&nd  Italian  firms. 

The  Scientific-instrument  Section  is  small,  comprising 
only  about  thirty-four  exhibits,  none  of  which  appeal 
specially  to  pharmacists.  The  Chemical-industry  Section 
includes  about  sixty  exhibits.  Several  firms  show  coarse 
chemicals  such  as  manures,  disinfectants,  iron  and  copper 
salts,  and  similar  preparations.  Pharmaceutical  special- 
ities of  various  kinds  are  shown  by  Dr.  Eckart  and  by 
Messrs.  Grundherr  &  Hertel,  both  of  Niirnberg ;  while 
Messrs.  Knoll  &  Co.,  of  Ludwigshafen,  have  on  exhibition 
a  collection  of  fine  chemicals  and  alkaloids,  including  a 
large  sample  of  yohimbine.  H.  Mack  has  a  handsome 
case  of  his  specialities,  including  Kaiser-borax,  Tola 
perfume,  and  toilet-soaps.  The  Badische  Anilin-  und 
Soda-Fabrik  have  a  splendid  exhibit  of  their  dyes,  includ- 
ing large  specimens  of   finely  crystallised  resublimed 
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indigotin  (artificial  indigo)  and  alizarin.  Other  firms  in 
this  section  show  coal-tar  products,  petroleum  fractions, 
glues,  varnishes,  turpentine-substitutes,  and  similar 
materials.  The  Bosnia  Electrical  Co.,  Ltd.,  exhibit  an 
interesting  little  case  containing  specimens  of  silicon 
(95-per-cent.),  ferrosilicon,  calcium  carbide,  and  other 
electric-furnace  products.  In  the  same  section  T.  Schulz, 
jun.,  has  a  handsome  exhibit  which  includes,  in  addition 
to  metal  and  leather  polishes,  a  model  of  the  mine  from 
which  the  siliceous  chalk,  presumably  an  important 
ingredient  in  his  "Globe  polish,"  is  derived.  In  the 
sanitation  and  surgery  section,  Dr.  Menzel,  of  Munich, 
has  an  interesting  show  of  gauzes  and  plaster-mulls,  and 
the  Deutsche  Drahtgipsbunden  Fabrik  show  a  collection  of 
their  plaster-of -Paris  bandages,  while  the  Nurnberger 
Hercules  Werke  show  invalid-carriages. 

Mention  may  also  be  made  of  the  large  exhibit  provided 
by  the  Bavarian  Industrial  Museum,  an  institution  founded 
in  1894,  which  maintains  permanently  in  Nurnberg  a  fine 
reference  collection  of  samples  of  industrial  products  of 
all  kinds  for  the  use  of  Bavarian  merchants  and  manu- 
facturers, and,  in  addition,  undertakes  the  standardisation 
of  instruments  and  the  testing  of  industrial  products. 
This  institution  shows  an  excellent  collection  of  testing- 
instruments,  those  from  the  electro-technical,  chemico- 
technical,  and  brewing  laboratories  being  specially  inter- 
esting, and  samples  of  fine  chemicals,  specimens  of  art 
industrial  products,  and  tables  and  photographs  illustrat- 
ing various  phases  of  its  activity.  The  exhibition  closes 
next  month. 


1Ro\>al  ipbotoorapbic  Society's 
jErbilMtion. 

THE  fifty-first  annual  exhibition  of  the  Royal  Photo- 
graphic Society  of  Great  Britain  opened  on  Septem- 
ber 20  at  the  New  Gallery,  Regent  Street,  London,  W.,  and 
remains  open  till  October  27.  The  pictorial  section  con- 
tains 279  photographs,  and  is  perhaps  up  to  the  average  of 
these  annual  shows.  The  large  number  of  sepia-coloured 
pictures  reflects  the  popularity  of  that  style  of  photograph 
at  the  present  time.  There  are  some  other  strivings  after 
colour-effects  which  are  not  unpleasant,  such  as  Adolf 
Ledenig's  "  Bluhende  Baume "  (7),  Cavendish  Morton's 
"  Child  of  Egypt"  (17),  Paul  Pichier's  "  San  Vigilio  "  (43), 
D.  Feledi's  "From  the  Fischers  Arcade"  (72),  Theodor 
Mayer's  "  Dorf  im  Marchfeld  "  (79),  and  T.  Moller's 
"Danish  Landscape"  (82).  These  should  be  noticed,  as 
well  as  the  remarkable  carbon  pictures  by  Paul  Pichier. 
The  latter  are  of  a  bluish-green  colour  and  on  an  ambitious 
scale.  "  Sonnenaufgang  "  (118),  "  Der  Wachter  "  (125), 
and  "  Arkadien "  (196)  are  the  three  which  should  be 
studied.  "  Dento  Canino "  (103),  "London  Bridge  from 
the  Riverside"  (59),  "Pool  at  Oxshott,  Surrey  '  (178), 
and  "In  the  Evening  Light — Haddon  Hall  Chapel"  {2t8) 
are  representative  exhibits  of  good  work  in  other  styles. 
Quite  a  number  of  the  pictures  this  year  are  frameless — - 
that  is.  the  protecting  glass  is  merely  bound  up  with  the 
photograph  by  a  narrow  ribbon  of  paper  after  the  manner 
of  a  lantern-slide — and  there  is  a  marked  absence  of  freak- 
frames.  In  the  Scientific  and  Technical  Section  there  are 
some  capital  photographic  nature-studies,  and  a  set  of 
models  of  light-pencils,  showing  the  various  effects  of 
aberration,  are  worth  more  than  a  passing  glance.  The 
Lantern-slide  Section  includes  a  set  of  pathological  subjects 
by  Dr.  D.  H.  Hutchinson,  and  Mr.  F.  Goldbv,  pharma- 
ceutical chemist,  Enfield,  has  sixteen  examples  of  colour- 
slides  done  by  the  Sanger-Shepherd  process.  The  general 
professional  photographs  in  the  South  Room  are  very  ordi- 
nary, but  in  the  North  Room  are  some  excellent  enlargements 
on  Bromcna  paper  by  Ilford.  Ltd.  These  are  designed  to 
show  the  various  effects  that  can  be  obtained  by  toning. 
Some  ozobromes-by  the  Ozotype  Co.  are  also  shown,  as  well 
as  prints  on  Richmond  bromide-paper,  mattos  paper,  Leto 
paper,  and  Falla-Gray  postcards.  There  is  a  small  exhibit 
of  photographic  apparatus  and  material,  among  the  ex- 
hibitors being  C.  P.  Goerz  (lenses  and  cameras),  W.  Watson 
&  Son  (cameras).  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  (tabloid  photo- 
graphic chemicals),  and  A.  E.  Staley  &  Co.

By  Pharmaceutical  Camerist. 

To  Remove  Green  Fog. 

In  a  paper  recently  published  by  Baron  Hiibl  on  the 
chemistry  of  green  fog,  the  writer  recommends  Lumiere  s 
process  for  the  removal  of  the  trouble.  Ihe  plate  is  fixed 
and  well  washed  ;  it  is  then  placed  in  a  solution  of  potassium 
permanganate  (1  in  1.000)  and  allowed  to  remain  for  about 
five  minutes.  After  a  good  rinsing,  the  plate  is  imniersed 
in  a  10-per-cent.  solution  of  potassium  metasulphite.  When 
the  dark  coloration  due  to  the  permanganate  is  discharged, 
the  plate  is  taken  out  and  well  washed.  The  plate  must  be 
free  from  fixing-salts  before  being  placed  in  the  perman- 
ganate solution,  otherwise,  of  course,  the  hypo  will  react  witn 
the  permanganate  and  the  green  fog  will  not  be  removed. 
Call  them  Packets. 

The  following  little  note  in  "  Houghtons'  Monthly"  is 
one  which  is  worth  reproducing,  as  mistakes  do  happen 
through  carelessness  in  ordering  plates  from  the  wholesale 
house  : 

Sometimes  it  happens  that  an  order  for,  say,  three  dozen 
plates  is  interpreted  to  moan  three  dozen  packets,  especially 
when  the  dealer  is  in  the  habit  of  ordering  fairly  largo 
quantities  of  material  at  a  time.  It  is  as  well,  therefore,  to 
always  make  a  point  of  describing  the  quantities  required  by 
the  word  "packets,"  and  not  "dozens."  The  use  of  the 
latter  word  frequently  leaves  a  doubt  as  to  whether  dozens 
of  plates  or  dozens  of  boxes  are  required.  An  order  for 
say,  "Two  dozen  Barnet  Ortho  iplates  "  may  be  intended 
for  two  dozen  packets  or  it  may  not.  Anyway,  it  is  far 
simpler  to  say  two  "  packets  "  of  Barnet  Ortho  3-p  ates. 
Plates  are  always  packed  in  dozens  except  in  the  very  large 
sizes,  and  then  we  should  send  packets  of  six  unless  specially 
instructed  otherwise. 

Tabloid  Competition". 
The  list  of  prize-winners  in  the  tabloid  metol-quinol  com- 
petition organised  by  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co., 
Snow  Hill  Buildings,  London,  E.C.,  is  headed  by  Mr.  F.  W. 
Beken,  chemist  and  druggist,  Cowes,  Isle  of  Wight,  who 
obtains  five  guineas  for  a  photograph  entitled  "  A  November 
Morning."  Mr.  James  Walker,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Grange  Mount,  Claughton,  Birkenhead,  also  gets  one  of  the 
guinea  prizes,  his  photograph  being  entitled  "  Nita."  The 
results  of  the  Wellcome  Photographic  Exposure  Record 
and  Diary  Competition  do  not  include  the  names  of  any 
chemists.  The  particulars  of  the  prize  competition  for  nega- 
tives produced  with  tabloid  metol-quinol  developer,  which 
closes  on  November  26,  are  now  available,  and  photographic 
chemists  should  be  in  a  position  to  supply  the  forms. 
Although  the  negatives  are  the  object  of  the  competition, 
it  is  only  prints  that  have  to  be  sent  in. 

Photographing  Bottles. 
Mr.  Edward  J.  Davison  states  that  when  photographing 
bottles  and  small  articles,  where  it  is  desired  to  have  a 
perfectly  white  ground,  and  where  it  is  difficult  to  block 
out  the 'background,  an  excellent  way  is  to  use  a  ground 
glass  for  the  background  and  get  the  light  through  it  from 
a  window  at  the  back.  Where  a  window  cannot  be  used, 
employ  a  mirror  to  reflect  light  upon  the  ground  glass.  The 
uprights  supporting  the  ground  glass  must  be  free  and 
clear  between,  and  have  nothing  to  obstruct  the  light 
coming  through  the  ground  glass.  Sometimes  a  back- 
ground of  white  cardboard  can  be  lighted  from  above,  but 
the  other  is  a  simpler  plan.  Where  the  oval  or  round  sur- 
faces of  the  bottles  act  as  mirrors  and  reflect  the  angle  bars 
of  the  skylight,  a  screen  of  tracing  cloth  should  be  placed 
between  the  camera  and  the  skylight  to  cut  off  these  marks. 
This  precaution  is  necessary  in  a  great  variety  of  work,  in 
order  to  avoid  harsh  high  lights  and  images  reflected  into 
the  articles  themselves  if  they  are  polished.  Do  not  try  to 
do  away  with  every  high  light,  however,  for  that  would 
leave  a  flat-looking  print. 

In  the  Outer  Darkness. — J.  C.  B.  (157/30)  writes:  "My 
sub  expires  this  month,  but  will  renew  it  when  I  am  again 
settled  ...  for  to  go  without  the  C.  <L-  D.  altogether  is  the 
drug-trade  in  the  darkness.

Consular  Counsel. 


Russia. 

The  Austro-Hungarian  Consul  at  St.  Petersburg,  in  a 
recent  report,  states  that  the  imports  of  medicinal  products 
increased  In  1904  from  434,000r.  to  469,000r.  The  importa- 
tion of  this  class  of  goods  has  been  steadily  increasing  in 
recent  years. 

Uruguay. 

The  French  Minister  at  Montevideo  (Uruguay)  reports 
that  in  the  import  trade  in  chemical  products  in  that  country 
France  holds  first  place,  the  only  competitors  being  Great 
Britain  and  German y.  The  best  pharmacy  in  the  town, 
MM.  Roque  &  Capdeville,  Calle  Cerrit»-267,  is  a  French 
house. 

Osaka. 

The  French  Consul  at  Osaka  states  that  the  following  are 
the  chief  chemical-works  in  Osaka  :  Nippon  Riusan 
Kabushiki  Kaisha,  founded  in  1897,  with  a  capital  of 
200,000  yen;  the  Osaka  Alkali  Kabushiki  Kaisha,  1880, 
capital  1,000,000  yen ;  the  Osaka  Riuso  Kabushiki  Kaisha, 
1892,  capital  500,000  yen ;  the  Osaka  Sarashko  Seizo  Kaisha, 
1896,  capital  150,000  yen ;  the  Osaka  Sarashko  Kabushiki 
Kaisha,  1890,  capital  99,900  yen;  the  Kohe  Kan,  1888, 
capital  25,000  yen.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  industry  is  of 
comparatively  recent  date.  The  four  chief  factories  manu- 
facture principally  sulphuric,  hydrochloric,  and  nitric  acids, 
chloride  and  superphosphate  of  lime,  caustic  soda,  and 
various  artificial  manures.  They  use  soda  ash  of  British 
origin,  nitrate  from  Chili  and  North  America,  and  British 
and  Australian  ammonia  salts  and  phosphorus.  The  man- 
ganese, calcium,  sulphur,  and  potassium  iodide  are  of  native 
origin.  The  production  is  for  the  most  part  consumed  in- 
ternally. They  export,  however,  about  350,000  yens'  worth 
of  artificial  manures  to  Australia,  and  about  60,000  yens' 
worth  of  sulphuric  acid  to  the  United  States  and  China. 
The  two  last-named  factories  produce  chiefly  chloride  of 
lime. 

Hamburg. 

The  Austrian  Consul  at  Hamburg,  in  his  annual  report 
for  1905.  states  that  the  trade  in  drugs  and  chemicals  was 
fully  maintained.  Sales  of  Austrian  chemical  products 
for  export  via  Hamburg  have  fallen  off,  however,  especi- 
ally bleaching-powder,  which  was  formerly  exported  from 
Austria  in  large  quantities.  Last  year  Germany  exported 
306,673  quintals,  chiefly  to  England  and  the  United  States. 
Exports  of  potash  permanganate  and  potash  chlorate  from 
Austria  have  also  fallen  off,  the  latter  being  due  to  the 
cheaper  electrolytic  product.  Cyanide  of  potash  met  with 
a  good  demand,  Germany  exporting  40,049  quintals,  against 
32,900  quintals  in  1904.  In  tartaric  acid  the  Austrian 
makers  were  able  to  do  a  large  business  at  increasing 
prices  even  with  Germany,  which  country  also  exports 
large  quantities.  In  future,  however,  Austrian  trade  in 
this  hitherto  duty-free  product  will  be  much  more  difficult 
with  Germany  on  account  of  the  import  tax  of  4m.  per 
100  kilos.  In  crude  drugs  and  herbs  an.  active  trade  is 
carried  on  between  Hamburg  and  Austria,  but  the  latter 
port  is  fostering  direct  relations  with  producers  in  Bosnia, 
as  the  middleman's  profits  are  considered  too  high.  Large 
quantities  of  juniper-berries  were  consumed,  but  here 
Austria  has  met  with  keen  competition  from  the  much- 
preferred  Italian  berry.  There  is  a  steady  demand  for 
toilet-soaps  for  export  from  Hamburg,  but  Austria  dees 
not  participate  in  this  business,  it  being  mostly  in  German 
and  Dutch  hands ;  while  Germany  also  exports  cheap 
perfumery,  her  exports  last  year  amounting  to  65  million 
marks.  There  was  a  large  falling  off  in  the  export  of 
German  spirit  in  consequence  of  the  Russo-Japanese  war, 
but  increased  shipments  were  made  to  West  Africa  on 
account  of  the  approaching  increase  in  the  export  duty. 
At  the  close  of  the  war  in  the  East  large  shipments  were 
made  to  Japan  and  Vladivostock.  The  soap  trade  was 
unremunerative,  although  a  larger  business  was  done. 
Keen  competition  among  the  makers  prevented  prices  from 
rising  proportionately  with  the  increased  cost  of  raw 
material.

The  majority  of  the 
classes  in  the  courses  will  be  held  at  the  Central  School  of 
Commerce,  while  for  a  part  of  the  Minor  examination  course 
accommodation  will  be  provided  in  the  Leeds  Technical 
School.

The  increase 
of  German  spirit  is  said  to  be  the  cause  of  the  advance. 

Cinchona. — At  the  Amsterdam  auction  to  be  held  on 
September  27  the  7,444  bales  and  389  cases  to  be  offered 
weigh  721.230  kilos.,  of  which  642.092  kilos,  are  manufac- 
turing and  79,138  kilos,  pharmaceutical  bark.

Preanger  Cinchona  Association. 

The  "Java  Bode"  of  August  6  publishes  the  following: 
"  Yesterday  evening  a  meeting  of  the  cinchona  planters  in  the 
Preanger  was  held  at  the  Concordia  Club.  It  was  called  to- 
gether by  Messrs.  P.  van  Leersum,  D.  C.  Boutmy,  and  J.  Chr. 
Lapp.  Besides  these,  sixteen  others  were  present.  The  object 
of  the  meeting  was  to  form  the  Preanger  Cinchona  Associa- 
tion and  to  promote  the  interests  of  cinchona  cultivation  in 
the  Dutch  Indies  in  the  largest  sense.  The  President  is  Mr. 
L.  L.  A.  Maurenbrecher,  and  the  secretary  Mr.  C.  L.  M. 
Brants.  The  headquarters  of  the  Association  are  at  Bandong, 
and  it  has  been  established  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  years. 
The  subscription,  beginning  on  August  1,  is  11.  per  annum  for 
ordinary  members  and  10s.  for  extraordinary  members, 
the  latter  being  employes  of  the  Association  where  cinchona  is 
cultivated;  the  latter,  however,  have  not  the  right  of  voting. 
There  will  be  an  annual  general  meeting  in  July.  Twelve 
planters  had  already  given  in  their  names  for  membership, 
and  at  the  meeting  eleven  new  members  were  enrolled. 

Otto  of  Rose. 

According  to  the  "Revue  Commerciale  du  Levant"  the 
export  of  otto  of  roses  from  Bulgaria  in  1905  amounted  to 
5,316  kilos.,  valued  at  3.712,000  frs.,  as  compared  with  an 
average  of  4,150  kilos.,  valued  at  2,750,000  frs.,  during  the  pre- 
ceding seven  years.  The  principal  purchasers  in  1905  were: 
United  States  30.8  per  cent.,  France  28.8  per  cent.,  United 
Kingdom  16.8  per  cent.,  Germany  13.4  per  cent.,  Russia  4.5  per 
cent.,  and  Turkey  4.3  per  cent.  The  United  States  bought 
only  12  kilos,  in  1897. 
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English  Peppermint  Oil. 

The  following  paragraph  appeared  in  the  ''Daily  Mail" 
last  week:  "  Close  upon  100/.  has  been  realised  by  the  sale  of 
peppermint-plants  raised  on  the  sewage-farm  at  Burgess  Hill 
(Sussex)."  On  inquiry  at  the  Burgess  Hill  sewage-farm  the 
true  facts  of  the  case  are  that  they  recently  sold  61  lb.  4  oz.  of 
peppermint  oil  distilled  from  peppermint  grown  on  the  farm, 
and  the  price  paid  by  the  buyer  was  28s.  per  lb.,  or  85/.  16s. 
in  all. 

Cascara  Sagrada. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  letter  received  by  a 
London  firm  of  importers:  "  This  year's  peel  is  of  no  conse- 
quence whatever,  as  we  are  unable  to  furnish  you  with  even  a 
carload.  In  Oregon  and  Washington  together  not  more  than 
six  or  seven  carloads  were  peeled  and  these  were  mostly  for 
shipment  abroad.    There  is  a  lot  of  old  bark  on  hand  of 

1904  and  1905  peeling,  but  I  do  not  believe  the  estimates  are 
correct.  The  fact  is,  the  price  of  labour  has  been  so  high  that 
people  are  not  interested  in  peeling  bark  at  the  low  price  that 
prevailed  heretofore,  on  which  account  we  expect  the  value  to 
increase.    The  reason  so  much  bark  was  peeled  in  1904  and 

1905  was  with  the  expectation  of  realising  similar  prices  to 
those  of  1903.  In  this,  however,  everybody  was  disappointed. 
We  would  also  add,  for  your  information,  that  the  bark  is  not 
so  accessible  as  formerly,  and  it  gives  the  peeler  considerable 
difficulty  to  get  it  to  the  shipping-point,  on  which  account  it 
is  my  opinion  that  the  low  prices  that  have  been  prevailing 
will  not  be  repeated." 

German  Potato-spirit. 

The  Testing  Bureau  of  the  German  Spirit  Ring  has  declared 
that  the  production  of  spirit  during  the  new  campaign  must 
be  restricted  in  order  to  prevent  a  perceptible  decline  in 
prices.  Nothing  definite  can  be  stated,  however,  until  the  end 
of  September,  as  the  plenary  committee  of  the  syndicate,  who 
are  alone  able  to  make  definite  proposals,  will  then  be  in  a 
better  position  to  approximate  the  result  of  the  potato-crops. 
Distillers  are  recommended  to  bear  these  facts  in  mind  when 
making  their  arrangements  in  regard  to  next  year's  pro- 
duction. 

Jamaican  Produce. 

The  foreign  trade  of  Jamaica  last  year  was  the  lowest  for 
the  past  decade,  the  imports  amounting  to  1,672,200/.  and  the 
exports  to  1,436,700/.  Of  the  imports  the  U.K.  supplied  21  per 
cent,  and  the  U.S.A.  58  per  cent.,  and  of  the  exports  18.8  per 
cent,  went  to  the  U.K.  and  53.4  per  cent,  to  the  U.S.A.  The 
pimento  exported  was  worth  136,969/.,  the  highest  value 
attained  in  the  decade ;  the  average  of  the  previous  ten  years 
was  97,658/.  Other  exports  included  ginger,  27,346/.  ;  bees' - 
wax  and  honey,  15,464/.  ;  and  lime-juice,  3,897/.  The  local 
manufacture  of  logwood  extract  worth  63,690/.  facilitates  the 
export  of  the  dye,  and  it  has  been  so  successful  that  a  second 
factory  is  projected.  The  manufacture  of  lime-juice  is  also 
capable  of  great  expansion. 

Chinese  Camphor. 

In  his  annual  report  on  the  trade  of  Foochow  during  1905, 
the  British  Consul  states  that  the  business  done  in  camphor, 
though  large  compared  with  previous  years,  fell  short  of 
general  expectations.  The  year  opened  under  most  favour- 
able conditions;  there  was  a  strong  demand  for  camphor  on 
the  European  markets  and  prices  ruled  high,  while  locally  it 
was  possible  to  procure  the  article  at  very  profitable  rates, 
which  foreshadowed  a  large  and  lucrative  business.  The 
monopoly  too  that  had  existed  a  couple  of  years  previously 
had  been  quashed,  and  the  up-country  native  dealers,  relieved 
of  this  restriction,  threw  themselves  energetically  into  the 
manufacture,  and  freely  contracted  to  supply  foreign  mer- 
chants at  reasonable  prices.  A  considerable  number  of  con- 
tracts were  entered  into  in  this  manner.  Unfortunately,  how- 
ever, this  state  of  things  was  not  permitted  to  last.  The 
officials  soon  interfered ;  proclamations  were  put  out  closing 
certain  districts  and  forbidding  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
camphor  by  private  persons ;  the  owners  of  trees  were  for- 
bidden to  sell  them,  and  those  who  had  already  purchased  and 
started  distilling  were  pounced  upon  and  had  their  stills 
broken  up  and  their  property  forcibly  taken  away  or 
destroyed.  This  rendered  the  carrying  out  of  the  contracts 
entered  into  by  native  manufacturers  impossible,  and  both 
they  and  their  foreign  clients  were  put  to  serious  inconveni- 
ence and  pecuniary  loss,  the  latter  in  order  to  meet  their  en- 
gagements with  their  home  buyers  having  to  make  good  the 
shortage  of  camphor  by  purchases  on  the  open  market  in 
Foochow  at  prices  largely  in  excess  of  those  they  had  con- 
tracted for.  Representations  to  the  authorities  were  without 
effect,  and  even  claims  made  on  them  for  losses  which  were 
proved  to  have  been  sustained  through  their  direct  obstruc- 
tion of  the  trade,  in  violation  of  British  treaty  rights,  failed 
to  have  effect,  and  it  was  with  the  utmost  difficulty  that 
business  was  carried  on.  The  price  of  camphor  on  the  local 
market  from  being  $70  or  $80  in  1904  rose  to  $118  per  picul 


in  January  1905,  and  to  $130  towards  the  close  of  the  year, 
while  during  the  succeeding  three  months  it  was  as  high  as 
$190.  During  this  time  the  contract-price  in  the  interior 
ruled  from  $60  to  $100  per  picul,  so  that  had  no  official  inter- 
ference in  the  free  manufacture  of  the  article  intervened  a 
very  large  business  would  have  resulted.  Notwithstanding 
all  this,  however,  the  returns  show  a  wonderful  development 
in  the  trade  since  the  year  1902,  when  camphor  first  made  its 
appearance  in  the  list  of  local  exports,  as  will  be  seen  by  the 
following  figures:  1902,  264  cwt. ;  1903,  1,362  cwt. ;  1904, 
1,421  cwt. ;  and  1905,  4,482  cwt.  The  .quantity  leaving  the 
port  since  the  beginning  of  1906  up  to  the  end  *  of  May 
amounted  to  4,400  piculs  (5,200  cwt.),  valued  at  352,000 
Haikuan  taols  (52,800/.). 

The  Rise  in  Platinum. 

With  reference  to  the  note  on  page  707  of  our  issue  of  May  5, 
relative  to  proposed  restrictions  on  the  export  of  platinuni 
from  Russia,  the  British  Commercial  Agent  in  Russia  now 
reports  that  the  proposals  referred  to  have  caused  an  extra- 
ordinary rise  in  the  price  of  raw  platinum,  the  quotation  at 
present  (August  21)  being  28,000  roubles  per  poud  of  36  lb. 
This  advance  in  price  has  caused  buyers  to  be  very  cautious, 
and  purchases  are  now  made  on  analysis  only.  Of  late  the 
entire  personnel  of  the  laboratory  of  the  Ministry  of  Finance 
has  been  engaged  exclusively  in  such  analyses.  The  Ural  dis- 
tricts of  Russia  supply  about  90  per  cent,  of  the  world's  output 
of  platinum.  The  export  in  1905  amounted  to  116  pouds, 
valued  at  l,202.000r.,  as  compared  with  175  pouds  (2,202,000r.) 
in  1904,  and  125  pouds  (l,506,000r.)  in  1903. 

Yokohama  Trade. 

Trade  in  Japan  seems  in  a  flourishing  condition,  judging 
from  the  report  of  our  Consul  at  Yokohama  which  has  just 
been  received.

WE  have  recently  had  the  opportunity  of  examining  a 
small  sample  of  essential  oil  distilled  in  the  South  of 
Spain  and  sent  over  to  this  country  under  the  above  name. 
The  oil  is  of  a  yellow  colour,  and  has  an  odour  recalling  that 
of  thyme,  but  with  a  strong  flavour  of  lemon,  differing  in 
this  respect  from  the  oil  derived  from  Thymus  serpyllum, 
(wild  thyme)  described  by  Gildemeister  and  Hoffmann. 
The  latter  oil  also  differs  in  being  kevorotatory.  The  follow- 
ing are  the  chief  characters  of  the  sample  we  have  ex- 
amined :

The  portion  absorbed  by  potash  solution  on  separation 
proved  to  be  somewhat  resinous,  and  gave  only  a  feeble 
phenol  reaction  with  ferric  chloride.  A  small  portion  of  the 
oil  was  fractionated  in  order  to  give  some  idea  of  its  possible 
■constituents.    The  results  were  as  follows  :

These  results  appear  to  indicate  that  pinene  is  probably 
absent  and  that  the  terpene  present  is  limonene.    The  high 
boiling-point  of  the  residual  fraction,  which  has  a  refractive 
index  of  about  1.500,  points  to  the  presence  of  a  sesquiter- 
pene.   The  oil  is  not  soluble  in  70-per-cent.  alcohol  (ten 
volumes),  but  dissolves  in  two  volumes    of  80-per-cent. 
alcohol. 

It  is  suggested  by  the  distillers  that  the  plant  used  for 
distillation  is  the  true  vervain,  Lippia  citriodora,  but  this 
is  open  to  doubt,  as  vervain  oil  has  usually  a  laevorotation 
and  contains  a  higher  percentage  of  citral.  Moreover,  it  is 
less  soluble.  It  is,  however,  rarely  found  in  commerce,  and 
is  liable  to  variation  according  to  the  country  of  origin  and 
method  of  distillation.  The  following  figures  have  been 
published  for  oil  of  Lippia  citriodora  :

We  hope  to  have  the  opportunity  of  examining  a  larger 
sample  of  this  interesting  oil,  when  a  further  investigation 
of  its  constituents  will  be  made.

rp  HE  year  1906  was  just  three  days  old  when  a  special 
J.  meeting  of  the  London  Chemists'  Association  was  held 
and  it  was  resolved  unanimously  that 

This  meeting  of  the  London  Chemists'  Association  ex- 
presses its  disapproval  of  the  action  of  Messrs.  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.  in  refusing  to  join  the  P.A.T.A.,  and 
considers  their  system  of  protection  ineffectual. 
For  five  months  this  expression  of  opinion  was  kept  before 
the.  trade,  the  Eastbourne  Chemists'  Association  and  the 
Federation  joining  with  the  L.C.A.  in  getting  Associa- 
tions throughout  the  country  to  pass  the  resolution.  On 
May  30  the  General  Purposes  Committee  decided  to  write 
to  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  as  to  receiving  a 
deputation  on  the  subject.  The  letter  was  written  on 
June  11  and  acknowledged  on  the  same  date.  On  June  21 
Mr.  Henry  S.  Wellcome,  with  Messrs.  George  E.  Pearson 
and  J.  Collett  Smith,  leading  members  of  his  staff, 
received  the  deputation  in  the  Holborn  Viaduct  Hotel. 
The  deputation  consisted  of  Messrs.  F.  W.  Truman 
(Chairman),  J.  C.  Pentney  (Deputy-Chairman),  R.  B.  Betty 
(Secretary),  P.  H.  Burton,  and  A.  G.  Watkins,  represent- 
ing the  London  Association,  and  Messrs.  W.  Price 
(President)  and  S.  Gibbs  (Secretary),  representing  East- 
bourne. The  Conference  was  adjourned  for  a  week,  then 
matters  hung  fire  until  the  L.C.A.  on  July  11  passed  a 
resolution  to  the  effect  that  the  resolution  above  quoted  was 
not  a  vote  of  censure.  This  having  been  communicated  to 
Mr.  Wellcome  another  Conference  was  held  on  August  2, 
and  an  amicable  bat  undefined  arrangement  come  to  between 
the  parties. 

A  representative  of  the  0.  <L-  D.  attended  the  first  meeting, 
but  on  a  courteous  intimation  being  given  to  him  that  his 
presence  was  not  desired,  and  that  a  communication  would 
be  made  to  the  Press,  he  withdrew.  A  capable  shorthand- 
writer  was  present  at  the  three  meetings,  and  the  com- 
munication we  have  received  from  Mr.  Pentney,  Deputy- 
Chairman  of  the  Conference,  is  a  transcript  of  the  notes, 
with  omissions  throughout  of  names  of  firms  mentioned  in 
the  course  of  the  discussion.  It  will  suffice  to  give  the  gist 
of  the  first  two  days'  proceedings,  at  which  Mr.  Truman 
presided.  Each  member  of  the  deputation  spoke,  as  well 
as  Mr.  Wellcome  and  Mr.  "Pearson.  The  gravamen  of 
the  deputation's  complaint  was  that  B.  W.  &  Co.'s  goods 
are  sold  by  retail  at  the  firm's  list-prices,  so  that  the 
retailer's  profit  is  the  discount — 15  per  cent,  if  less  than 
51.  worth  is  bought,  or  20  per  cent,  if  57.  (an  inadequate  rate 
of  profit  the  deputation  averred)  ;  further,  that  the  firm 
had  made  no  effort  to  protect  the  prices.  To  this  Mr. 
Wellcome  replied  that  many  years  ago,  when  cutting  of 
their  goods  commenced,  they  decided  to  do  what  they 
could  to  protect  prices,  and  after  consultation  with  repre- 
sentative chemists  they  fixed  upon  their  list-prices  as  the 
minima  at  which  their  goods  may  be  sold.  Since  then 
whenever  they  have  heard  of  cases  of  undercutting  they 
have  used  all  means  in  their  power  to  stop  it,  and  have 
succeeded.  Mr.  Wellcome  claimed  his  firm  to  be  the 
pioneers  of  price-protection  in  this  country,  and  stated 
that  at  the  time  he  received  the  resolution  of  January  3  he 
was  considering  a  scheme  of  further  protection  to  signalise 
the  semi-jubilee  of  the  firm's  creation.*  He  now  stated 
plainly  that  he  considered  the  resolution  a  vote  of  censure 
which  had  stopped  his  scheme,  and  intimated  that  it  was 
impossible  to  proceed  under  such  coercion.  At  the 
argument  on  this  point  the  Conference  adjourned.  There 
was  first  a  great  deal  of  talk  about  what  profits  chemists 
should  have,  and  it  was  pointed  out  to  Mr.  Wellcome  that 
if  he  would  secure  more  on  "tabloids,"  competing  articles 
might  be  driven  out  of  the  market.  It  was  incidentally 
discovered  that  one  London  member  was  selling  "  tabloids  " 
below  B.  W.  &  Co.'s  list-prices,  and  this  created  a  slight 
breeze.  The  P.A.T.A.  and  its  adherents  were  also  freely 
spoken  about,  but  the  talk  gradually  came  back  to  the 
"  coercive  "  resolution,  Mr.   Wellcome  emphasising  the 

*  A  correspondent  of  the  C.  <&  D.,  October  7,  1905,  wrote: 
"  May  I  be  allowed  to  appeal  through  your  columns  to  Messrs. 
Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  to  signalise  this  anniversary  year 
by  taking  steps  to  bring  about  some  satisfactory  condition  of 
business  as  regards  the  retail  price  of  tabloids?  " 
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fact  that  it  was  reiterated  by  Provincial  Associations,  in 
some  cases  in  stronger  terms,  finally  asking  to  be  put  in 
statu  quo  ante,  so  that  he  could  take  up  where  he  left  off 
the  scheme  dropped  on  account  of  the  resolution. 

Next  came  the  meeting  on  August  2,  at  which  Mr. 
Pentney  presided  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Truman.  We 
give  as  much  of  the  shorthand-writer's  notes  of  the  dis- 
cussion there  as  we  can  find  room  for. 

Mr.  Wellcome,  having  expressed  regret  at  Mr.  Truman's 
absence,  said :  I  have  received  from  your  Secretary  a  copy  of 
the  resolution  passed  on  July  11.  Of  course,  one  recognises 
that  there  are  always  two  ways  of  doing  things,  and  with 
regard  to  this  matter  you  have  done  it  your  way.  I  take  it 
by  this  resolution  that  the  London  Chemists'  Association  prac- 
tically repudiates  the  meaning  my  firm  placed  upon  the 
resolution  passed  on  January  3  and  the  interpretation  which 
I  mentioned  as  being  placed  upon  it  by  the  trade  generally 
throughout  the  country.  I  understand  that  the  L.C.A.  mean 
by  their  resolution  of  July  11  to  clear  the  air  and  to  put  me 
back  in  the  position  I  was  in  before  the  resolution  of 
January  3  was  passed  ;  that  is  what  I  understand.  I  could  not 
reconsider  the  situation  until  so  replaced. 

Mr.  Pentney  :  And  I  think  you  feel  that  is  so  now,  sir  ? 

Mr.  Wellcome :  Yes,  I  accept  the  action  of  the  London 
Chemists'  Association  in  that  light.  I  should  feel  that  for  me 
to  split  hairs  over  the  terms  of  the  resolution  which  was 
passed  on  July  11  would  be  narrow,  and  not  quite  fair  to  the 
chemists  of  the  country,  who  were  not  responsible  for  the 
wording  of  it. 

Mr.  Pentney  :  That  is  perfectly  satisfactory,  sir. 

Mr.  Wellcome  :  Gentlemen,  have  you  any  further  points  ? 

Mr.  Pentney  :  No,  I  think  not.  I  think  we  have  had  our 
say.  We  thought  it  better  that  we  should  simply  hear  the 
reply. 

Mr.  Wellcome :  We  now  feel  that  we  may  reasonably  con- 
sider ourselves  placed  in  the  position  we  occupied  before  the 
resolution  was  passed  by  the  London  Chemists'  Association  on 
January  3,  and  we  are  therefore  proceeding  to  work  out  the 
plans  we  had  in  hand  last  autumn  and  winter,  dealing  with 
a  modification  of  our  terms  which  we  consider  will  prove 
mutually  advantageous ;  and  we  will  endeavour  to  complete 
those  plans  by  the  beginning  of  the  New  Year.  It  is  rather 
a  large  undertaking,  as  there  is  much  involved  in  it.  I  may 
say  that  the  incidents  which  have  occurred  have  put  back  the 
clock  about  a  year,  but  I  shall  now  approach  the  matter  afresh 
with  endeavour  to  consider  the  trade  while  conserving  the 
firm's  interests,  acting  on  the  principle  of  "live  and  let  live." 

Mr.  Pentney :  That  is  exactly  the  position  we  have  come 
here  to  express.  Might  I  ask  you  if  you  can  in  any  way  fore- 
shadow what  the  alterations  will  be? 

Mr.  Wellcome :  I  do  not  think  it  would  be  a  wise  thing  to 
do  that.  I  do  not  think  any  business  firm,  having  an  under- 
taking of  this  extent  to  carry  out,  would  deem  it  wise  to  fore- 
shadow or  announce  what  their  plans  would  be.  There  is,  as 
no  doubt  you  are  aware,  a  very  great  deal  to  consider  in  con- 
nection with  it,  and  to  do  as  you  suggest  might  be  to  play  into 
our  competitors'  hands. 

Mr.  Pentney  :  We  may,  I  presume,  take  it  for  granted  that 
it  will  substantially  benefit  chemists  ? 

Mr.  Wellcome  :  It  will  be,  I  hope,  for  our  mutual  benefit. 

Mr.  Pentney:  Yes;  I  was  going  to  say  that  it  would  be  for 
our  benefit,  because  of  course  no  one  would  expect  you  to 
make  a  sacrifice  unless  you  reaped  some  advantage  yourself. 

Mr.  Wellcome  :  Well,  of  course,  we  are  all  practical  business 
men. 

Mr.  Pentney :  Of  course  we  are.  May  I  also  suggest — and 
I  am  not  saying  this  in  a  fishing  way  at  all — that  I  hope  the 
new  arrangements  will  be  of  such  a  nature  that  the  chemists 
will  be  able  to  see  25  per  cent.  ?  I  just  make  that  statement 
as  representing  the  feelings,  I  believe,  of  the  committee  after 
being  here ;  and  I  may  say  that  before  we  came  here  they 
thought  that  really  ought  to  be  the  minimum.  Of  course  we 
are  not  in  a  position  to  dictate  to  anyone,  and  we  said  we  are 
not  going  to  dictate  anything,  but  that  must  be  a  matter  for 
your  own  judgment. 

Mr.  Wellcome :  Do  you  think  that  minimum  would  satisfy 
every  chemist  in  the  Kingdom  ? 

Mr.  Pentney :  Well,  it  would  be  a  difficult  matter  to  under- 
take to  satisfy  every  man  in  the  Kingdom,  because  there  are 
so  many  discontented  people  in  the  world,  and  the  proba- 
bility is  that  some  would  be  discontented  with  75  per  cent. ; 
but  still  I  think  that  what  I  suggested  would  be  approaching 
the  zone  in  which  chemists  feel  there  is  a  little  happiness. 

Mr.  Watkins :  I  think  we  can  safely  leave  that  to  Mr. 
Wellcome. 

Mr.  Wellcome  here  explained  how  his  firm's  goods  had  been 
made  "  leaders  "  of  by  cutters.  It  was  in  that  situation  that 
they  consulted  representative  members  of  the  trade  as  already 
stated.  He  added:  "With  staple  lines  like  ours,  on  which 
we  create  the  demand,  15  per  cent,  means  far  more  than  50  per 


cent,  does  on  lines  that  are  not  staple,  and  for  which  no 
demand  is  created  by  the-maker.  ...  I  take  it,  gentlemen, 
from  the  assurances  which  you  have  already  given  me  that  as  a 
response  to  whatever  I  do  in  this  way  you  feel  that  I  should 
have  a  very  liberal  support  from  the  trade." 

Mr.  Watkins  remarked  that  the  question  of  any  advance  in 
price  is  always  a  disadvantage,  and  any  disturbance  of  exist- 
ing prices  must  always  be  so. 

Mr.  Pentney :  Will  you  allow  me  to  point  out  another  fact 
which  I  find  wants  to  be  impressed  on  proprietors  ?  It  is  this. 
They  say.  "The  stores  are  our  best  customers,"  and  so  on, 
but  they  overlook  the  fact  that  although  the  chemists  taken 
individually  are  only  units  the  aggregate  of  them  makes  a 
very  much  larger  customer  than  even  the  stores.  They  over- 
look the  fact  that  the  chemists  all  over  the  country  represent 
a  very  large  number.  We  know,  of  course,  that  the  chemists 
do  not  buy  largely. 

Mr.  Wellcome :  I  think  you  will  find  that  we  have  always 
considered  and  co-operated  with  the  chemists. 

Mr.  Pentney  :  Oh,  yes ;  I  accept  that. 

Mr.  Wellcome  :  And  also  that  we  have  never  discouraged  the 
chemist  because  of  the  extent  of  his  business.  The  one  has 
received  just  as  much  courtesy  and  consideration  as  the  other. 
One  of  the  things  I  have  been  looking  forward  to  for  years, 
gentlemen,  is  that  the  trade  would  get  tired  some  time  of  this 
devastating  practice  of  cutting,  and  that  even  the  cutting 
stores  would  realise  that  it  is  perfect  madness,  because  it  does 
no  one  any  good. 

Mr.  Pentney  thanked  Mr.  Wellcome  for  his  courtesy  and" 
kindness.  He  did  not  know  whether  what  he  had  said  about  the 
mutual  benefit  by  raising  of  prices  would  meet  with  Mr.  Well- 
come's  approval.  In  more  than  one  case  dissatisfaction  has 
resulted  to  manufacturer,  customer,  and  public  generally,  but 
although  some  people  say  they  will  go  elsewhere  they  come 
back  and  no  respect  is  lost  by  sticking  to  the  price. 

Mr.  Burton  agreed,  adding  that  the  initiation  of  a  new 
movement  is  always  the  most  difficult  part  of  it,  but  if  this 
scheme  is  brought  forward  the  mere  fact  of  its  having  arisen 
at  this  Conference  and  the  fact  of  your  having  kindly  met  the 
chemists  in  conference  over  the  matter  will  go  a  very  great 
way  in  obtaining  the  good  will  of  the  retailers  in  seeing  that 
the  article  in  the  initiation  period  shall  have  fair  play. 

Mr.  Price :  I  should  just  like  to  mention  that  if  this  proposal 
of  yours  meets  with  the  views  of  all  chemists,  I  think  it  wili 
almost  certainly  mean  the  deathblow  of  other  makers  of 
tablets.  I  certainly  think  it  will  put  all  others  on  one  side. 
Speaking  personally  I  fancy  that  if  the  terms  were  agreeable 
to  them  they  would  not  push  any  others ;  the  outcome  of  the 
mutual  benefit  would  be  to  discard  all  other  makers'. 

Mr.  Wellcome :  I  think  we  have  earned  consideration,  and1 
I  perfectly  realise  that  every  self-respecting  chemist  is 
desirous  of  dispensing  drugs  of  the  very  highest  quality ;  and 
it  is  well  recognised  that  we  are  original  workers  and  stand 
at  the  top  in  regard  to  our  own  particular  branch. 

Mr.  Pentney :  There  is  no  doubt  about  that. 

Mr.  Wellcome :  Gentlemen,  I  assure  you  it  has  been  a  very 
great  pleasure  for  me  to  meet  you  all  face  to  face  in  regard  to 
these  matters,  and  to  exchange  views  witli  you  across  the 
table.  I  may  say  that  I  have  learned  a  great  many  interest- 
ing and  instructive  things  from  you.  all  of  which  I  have  care- 
fully noted  and  will  bear  in  mind.  I  want  to  make  quite  clear 
to  you  that  I  am  conscious  that  my  firm  has  long  held  the  good 
will  and  friendship  of  the  greater  number  of  responsible 
chemists  throughout  the  country.  I  am  quite  aware  that  there 
are  a  great  many  who  are  discontented  and  who  have  blamed 
us  simply  because  they  have  misunderstood  or  have  been  mis- 
led with  regard  to  some  things  and  could  not  see  our  side  of 
the  difficulties.  The  most  gratifying  thing  to  my  mind  as  the 
possible  outcome  of  this  Conference  and  the  outcome  of  the 
terms  which  we  are  now  inaugurating  will  be  a  recognition  by 
all  chemists  of  our  disposition  to  offer  them  fair  play.  I  have 
always  tried  to  do  that,  and  we  desire  to  be  friends  with  every 
member  of  the  trade.  I  want  to  approach  this  matter  from  a 
perfectly  equitable  point  of  view,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  I 
hope  an  equitable  spirit  will  be  exercised  by  those  who  judge 
of  what  I  am  doing.

He  used  to  trade  in  Brisbane,  Australia, 
as  the  Sun  Gloss  Mfg.  Co.,  and  I  was  one  of  those  he 
tried  to  relieve  of  4?. — in  fact,  did  for  a  time;  but  I  set  a 
firm  of  solicitors  in  Brisbane  on  his  tracks,  with  the  result 
that  I  got  off  with  a  loss  of  10s.  lawyers'  fees.  He  is  trying 
just  the  same  practice  in  England  as  he  tried  through  the 
Australasian  Colonies.  There  were  a  few  bitten  by  him  in 
New  Zealand,  and  I  suppose  one  or  two  in  Australia.  I  told 
him  I  would  take  4?.  worth  of  his  gloss,  then  he  sent  a  draft 
for  10f.,  which  I  did  not  honour.  He  next  sent  another  for 
41.,  which  I  accepted,  as  he  said  the  gloss  was  shipped 
through  one  of  the  express  companies.  Several  in  New 
Zealand  received  their  goods.  The  company's  advertisement 
was  most  elaborate — from  the  description  they  gave,  and 
the  letter-forms  always  had  pictures  of  a  Chinaman  with  a 
6hirt  held  up  occupying  all  one  side  of  the  paper.

The  Four  Greater  Cold-seeds  and  Cold-cream. 

Sir. — There  seems  to  be  a  slight,  but  unimportant,  diver- 
sity of  opinion  as  to  which  particular  members  of  the  cucur- 
bitaceous  family  constituted  the  four  greater  cold  seeds. 
One  of  your  Italian  correspondents  suggested  cucumber, 
melon,  gherkin,  and  water-melon;  the  U.S.  Dispensatory 
gives  cucumber,  melon,  gourd,  and  pumpkin;  Gray's  "  Sup- 
plement" gives  cucumber,  gourd,  melon,  and  citrul ;  Mr. 
C.  C.  Bell  says  the  "Arcana  Fairfaxiana  "  gives  cucumber, 
gourd,  melon,  and  citron.    But  this  last  must  surely  be  a 


misprint  for  citrul  (citrullus  cucurbita,  the  water-melon). 
In  his  interesting  remarks  on  cold-cream,  Mr.  Bell  refers 
to  the  unguentum  -pomatum  of  the  Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia 
as  composed  of  lard  and  rose-water.  But  the  original  vn- 
gu'entum  pomatum  of  the  London  Pharmacopoeia  was  made 
from  apples,  as  implied  by  the  name.  A  similar  compound 
was  in  mse  in  Gerard's  day.  He  writes  :  "  There  is  made 
an  ointment  with  the  pulpe  of  apples  and  swine's  grease  and 
rose  water,  which  is  used  to  beautify  the  face  and  to  take 
away  the  roughnesse  of  the  skin,  which  is  called  in  shops 
Pomatum,  of  the  apples  whereof  it  is  made."

Book-indexes. 

Sir, — Will  you  allow  me  to  ventilate  a  grievance  which, 
as  a  student  of  botany,  I  think  calls  for  notice  ?  Reference 
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to  several  well-known  modern  botany  book  indexes  shows 
under  the  name,  say,  "  Papaverace*  "  about  five  or  six 
different  numbers  of  the  pages,  and  one  does  not  know 
which  will  have  the  required  information.  It  will  be 
found  that  if  only  the  word  is  merely  mentioned  down  it 
goes  in  the  index  although  it  practically  gives  no  informa- 
tion at  all.  To  find  the  true  page — say,  where  the 
diagnostic  characters  may  be  seen,  and  which  is  what  is 
required — it  frequently  happens  that  the  last  reference  is 
the  one.  Would  it  not  be  a  time  and  temper  saver  if  this 
number  was  made  more  conspicuous  than  the  rest,  and  a 
note  made  to  that  effect  at  the  beginning  of  the  index? 
Again,  many  such  works  are  written  in  paragraphs  :  in 
these  one  is  at  a  loss  to  know  whether  page  or  paragraph 
is  referred  to,  and  in  a  many-paged  index  has  got  to  look 
at  the  beginning  to  know  which  of  the  two  the  numbers 
represent,  all  of  which  incurs  needless  waste  of  time.

Public  Dispensers'  Association. 
Sir, — May  I  be  permitted  space  in  your  valuable  journal 
to  appeal  to  those  registered  chemists  who  are  dispensers 
of  public  institutions  ?  The  winter  session  of  the  Public 
Dispensers'  Association  will  open  on  October  31,  and  I 
would  remind  my  colleagues  at  institutions  that  this 
Association  is  the  only  one  representing  the  interests  of 
the  institution  chemist,  seeking,  as  it  does,  to  promote 
his  interests,  to  raise  his  status,  and  to  demonstrate  his 
fitness  alone  for  the  responsible  position  of  dispenser  or 
assistant  dispenser  to  any  institution.  I  do  not  appeal  for 
the  mere  sake  of  increasing  the  membership  of  our  Associa- 
tion, though  of  course  such  an  increase  tends  to  enlarge 
the  field  of  influence,  but  because  there  is  need  for  organisa- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  pharmacists  or  chemists  attached  to 
public  institutions,  especially  on  account  of  an  attempt  in 
certain  quarters  to  influence  those  responsible  for  the 
welfare  of  such  institutions  in  a  direction  contrary  to  the 
interests  of  the  chemist.  I  appeal  equally  to  ladies  and 
gentlemen,  and  shall  be  happy  to  meet  them  at  the  meeting 
mentioned,  or  to  give  any  information  in  my  power  regard- 
ing the  work  of  the  Association  to  any  dispenser  in  the 
provinces  who  may  be  a  qualified  chemist.

Catering  for  Midwives. 
A  Dublin  Firm  (152/43),  writing  in  reference  to  this 
matter,  send  us  a  cutting  of  an  advertisement  by  Messrs. 
May,  Roberts  &  Co.,  in  the  "  Midwives'  Record,"  in  which 
the  wholesale  prices  of  absorbent  tissue,  cotton-wools,  Gam- 
gee  tissue,  lints,  and  waterproof  sheetings  are  quoted.  Our 
correspondents  say  :  "  Every  chemist  tries  to  keep  nurses 
on  his  hands,  but  if  the  wholesale  houses,  which  he  supports, 
are  to  supply  nurses  at  the  same  rates  as  the  chemist  is  sup- 
plied, his  occupation  will  be  gone." 

Mr.  Carse  and  Mr.  Sloan. 

With  reference  to  statements  made  by  Mr.  Hardy  at  the 
last  Pharmaceutical  Council  meeting  in  Dublin,  reported 
in  the  C.  <£■  D.,  September  15,  p.  427,  Mr.  James  D.  Carse, 
Belfast,  complains  that  they  are  misleading,  and  he 
considers  that  his  view  of  the  matter  should  be  presented 
so  as  to  set  himself  right  with  our  readers.  Mr.  Carse  then 
proceeds  to  explain  how  in  1875,  when  the  Pharmacy  Act 
passed,  he  was  an  apprentice  to  the  business  but  still  a 
minor,  and  prohibited  from  taking  advantage  of  the 
modified  examination.  By  the  time  he  became  twenty-one 
the  Council  had  brought  in  the  requirement  of  two  years 
with  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  an  apothecary.  As  Mr. 
Carse  was  with  neither,  but  with  a  druggist,  he  put  in  two 
years  with  a  Ph.C.  in  the  evenings.  He  passed  the  Pre- 
liminary examination  and  in  due  course  applied  for  the 
licence.  There  was  trouble  about  this  at  first,  but  ulti- 
mately Professor  Tichborne,  then  President,  got  the 
Council  to  take  a  broad  view  of  the  matter,  and  Mr.  Carse 
was  permitted  to  enter  for  the  examination.    Before  he 


could  get  to  Dublin  there  was  another  Council-meeting  at 
which  a  member,  who  had  not  been  present  when  Professor 
Tichborne's  advice  was  adopted,  got  the  resolution 
rescinded,  and  Mr.  Carse's  progress  was  barred.  Never 
since  has  Mr.  Carse  been  able  to  get  satisfaction  from  the 
Council.  This  we  paraphrase  from  his  statement,  which 
then  proceeds  as  follows  : 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council  having  refused  me  satisfac- 
tion, and  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  not  taking 
official  cognizance  of  it  (although  they  are  supposed  to  be  in 
existence  for  helping  their  members),  I  was  forced  to  take 
action  myself.  I  therefore  had  an  interview  with  Mr.  Sloan 
several  months  previous  to  any  mention  of  the  Government 
Poisons  Bill,  and  had  arranged  with  him  to  bring  the  matter 
up  on  the  first  favourable  opportunity  in  the  House  of 
Commons  by  asking  questions  relative  to  my  case.  In  con- 
nection with  any  other  matter  I  made  no  arrangement  what- 
ever. I  incidentally  let  Mr.  Jamison  know  of  this,  and  he, 
when  he  went  to  London  (although  the  Chemists'  and  Drug- 
gists' Society  had  not  officially  or  otherwise  recognised  my 
case),  used  his  official  position  to  influence  Mr.  Sloan  to  with- 
draw from  taking  any  action  in  my  case  whatever  and  return 
me  my  papers  in  connection  with  it  (the  only  papers  which 
have  been  sent  by  me  to  Mr.  Sloan).  Not  only  so,  but  lest  I 
should  get  him  to  re-open  it,  he,  according  to  his  own  state- 
ment, arranged  with  Mr.  Sloan  to  take  no  notice  of  any  letters 
or  telegrams  except  from  our  Secretary.  Now,  Sir,  I  ask  you 
on  what  justifiable  grounds  had  Mr.  Jamison,  the  President 
of  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society,  the  right,  when  that 
Society  had  made  no  attempt  to  assist  me,  deliberately  to  step 
out  of  his  way  to  cause  injury  to  a  member  ?  I  hold  that  when 
the  Society  had  not  officially  recognised  my  case  it  was  outside 
his  province  and  jurisdiction  to  act  as  he  did :  he  was  simply 
interfering  in  my  private  concerns  and  arrangements.  But 
if  he,  as  a  co-opted  member  of  the  Council,  or  the  other 
members  of  it,  oonsider  I  have  been  fairly  treated,  why  fear 
publicity  and  prevent  its  being  brought  out  in  Parliament  ? 
Furthermore  I  may  say  that  I  have  had  no  communication 
whatever  with  Mr.  Sloan,  either  by  word  of  mouth  or  by  letter, 
since  Mr.  Jamison  interviewed  him  in  London,  except  that  1 
have  received  a  letter  along  with  the  documents  relative  to  my 
case,  which  letter  the  Secretary  of  our  Society  has  in  his 
possession  at  present,  and  which  clearly  shows  that  the  in- 
sinuation that  Mr.  Sloan  brought  forward  those  amendments 
at  my  instigation  is  not  correct.  With  reference  to  the  inter- 
view of  Messrs.  Jamison  and  Rankin  with  Mr.  Hardy,  tho 
first  intimation  I  had  of  it  was  through  your  journal. 

Lime-water. 

Sir, — After  the  correspondence  about  lime-water  in  last 
month's  issues  I  adopted  the  following  plan,  which  has 
proved  satisfactory.  In  a  pint  bottle  I  put  2  dr.  of  acid, 
sulph.  dil.  B.P.,  18  oz.  of  distilled  water,  and  ^  dr.  of 
solution  of  phenolphthalein.  This  makes  a  solution  which 
neutralises  an  equal  volume  of  B.P.  lime-water.  After 
syphoning  off  each  Winchester  of  lime-water  I  measure 
4  dr.  and  add  it  to  4  dr.  of  the  above  solution.  If  then 
the  mixture  is  pink,  I  know  the  lime-water  is  up  to 
strength.  I  have  found  the  gallon  rose-water  bottles  con- 
venient for  making  lime-water  in,  much  better  than  the 
wide-mouth  bottles,  with  syphons  attached,  and  leaky 
bungs,  which  are  often  used.  1  have  made  six  batches 
since  I  adopted  this  method,  and  each  lot  has  been  over 
B.P.  strength.  Yours  sincerely,

The  "Minor"  and  After. 

Sir, — Again  I  notice  in  your  journal  another  growler 
rebuking  examiners  and  chemists  in  general  for  the  way 
they  carry  on  their  business.  Firstly  regarding  the  Minor 
examination,  "Veritas"  seems  to  me  to  be  one  of  the 
men  who  are  not  qualified — or  at  least,  if  he  is,  perhaps  he 
only  squeezed  through.  My  humble  opinion  re  the 
"Minor"  is  that  it  is  quite  easy  enough;  the  great  fault 
lies  with  the  students  themselves  in  the  slipshod  manner 
they  prepare  for  the  examination.  The  majority  of 
apprentices  (supposing  they  are  through  the  Preliminary 
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before  entering  the  trade)   seldom    occupy  themselves 
systematically   with    subjects    for  the    "Minor";  they 
wait  until  they  are  out  of  their  time  and  then  they  go  in 
for  some  six  months'  training  at  a  school  of  pharmacy, 
present  themselves  for  examination,  and  usually  fail — 
why  ?    Because  the  Minor  subjects,  to  do  them  justice, 
cannot  be  properly  assimilated  in  that  time.  Students 
cram  themselves   with  subjects  on  the  syllabus  only, 
forgetting  that  what  is  required  is  an  all-round  knowledge. 
My  experience  of  the  "Minor"  was  that  the  examiners 
asked  quite  reasonable  questions  and  gave  plenty  of  time 
for   answering   them.    I   prepared   myself    during  my 
apprenticeship,  some  three  or  four  hours  weekly  after 
business,  but  systematically,  and  attended  a  chemistry  class 
one  hour  per  week.    Then  I  had  three  months'  training 
at  a  school  of  pharmacy  and  presented  myself  for  examina- 
tion when  I  was  four  months  over  twenty-one  years  of  age 
and  passed  quite  easily.    I  did  not  go  up  "on  spec,"  but 
felt  that  I  knew  my  work.    I  think  if  other  youths  did 
the  same  we  would  hear  less  about  failures.  "Veritas" 
has  not  given  much  thought  about  the  prospects  of  success- 
ful and  unsuccessful  students;  a  successful  career  depends 
entirely  on  the  man  himself — whet  her  he  has  a  good  personal 
appearance,  businesslike,  etc.    Some  men,  I  admit,  are 
cnly  worth  labourers'  wages,  even  with  the  Minor  qualifica- 
tion.   As  for  an  assistant  having  to  weigh  whiting,  well, 
assistants  are  themselves  to  blame  if  they  will  take  situa- 
tions in  back  lanes.    The  advantage  of  being  qualified,  in 
my  opinion,  is  so  obvious  that  it  does  not  require  discussion. 
"Veritas"    must   surely   have   been   in   some  strange 
businesses  where  the  poison-sales  only  amounted  to  4s. 
per  2QI.  of  turnover,  or  perhaps  he  is  a  poor  arithmetician.

The  addition  of  the  latter 
to  the  diet  of  rheumatic  persons  has  been  found  to  be  bene- 
ficial, but  that  depends  upon  many  factors  which  we  cannot 
discuss  here.  With  this  explanation  we  submit  a  formula  for 
a  pill  such  as  you  require :

Delhi  (151/46).— Exporting  Liquids.— Medicinal  prepara- 
tions containing  volatile  substances  which  are  exported  to 
tropical  climates  should  be  corked,  in  preference  to  stoppers, 
and  the  corks  covered  with  leather  or  parchment.  Wax 
softens  in  the  warm  hold  of  the  vessel  when  crossing  the  Line, 
and  leakage  is  in  consequence  almost  certain  to  occur.  Some 
liquids— e.g.,  chloroform— are  exported  in  hermetically  sealed 
flasks. 


Amidol  (150/55).— Henbane  has  a  therapeutic  action  closely 
allied  to  belladonna,  and  chiretta  is  about  the  best  substitute 
for  nux  vomica. 

Scientia  (146/2).— Powder  for  Smoking  Hams.— This  is 
either  finely  powdered  middlings  or  bran,  which  has  been 
partially  cooked,  dried,  and  mixed  with  just  a  trace  of  oleum 
rusci. 

Lux  (146/66).— Chrysarobin-stains.— The  difficulty  in  re- 
moving these  is  generally  due  to  the  ointment-grease  not 
being  thoroughly  removed  from  the  linen  so  that  the 
chlorinated-lime  solution  has  not  a  proper  chance  of  attack- 
ing the  dye.  Direct  the  linen  to  be  well  washed  after  soaking 
in  hot  water,  the  spots  being  rubbed  with  V.H.S. ;  then  dip 
in  chlorinated-soda  solution  and  oxalic-acid  solution  (1  in  20) 
alternately. 

/.  B.  M.  (Cape  Colony)  (144/58).— We  have  not  heard  of 
Extract  of  Castor  Oil.  Demuth's  castor-oil  powder  is  the 
nearest  thing  to  an  extract  that  we  know  of.  In  some  veter- 
inary purgative  powders  the  chief  ingredient  is  powdered 
castor  beans— a  risky  laxative  for  human  beings.  Santonin 
is  very  sparingly  soluble  in  castor  oil,  an  ounce  of  the  latter 
dissolving  less  than  2  grains  of  santonin.  You  will  find  a 
good  formula  for  Worm-syrup  in  "Pharmaceutical 
formulas,  p.  791.  Sodium  santoninate  is  not  so  efficacious 
as  santonin  in  the  treatment  of  round  worms— indeed  the 
emcacy  depends  in  part  upon  the  insolubility  of  the  santonin 
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O.  B.  (146/5). — Hair-tonic. — Your  formula  is  one  given  in 
"  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  as  resembling  a  popular  hair- 
speciality  which  originally  contained  pilocarpine,  and  the 
lack  of  the  latter  has  not  decreased  its  popularity  in  the 
slightest.

Suez  (144/55). — (1)  To  utilise  the  grapes  squeeze  out  the 
juico  and  heat  it  for  ten  minutes  to  180°  F. ;  then  add  half  a 
grain  of  salicylic  acid  to  each  ounce,  and  fill  into  bottles  which 
have  been  recently  sterilised.  Put  a  drop  of  ether  on  the 
surface  of  each  bottleful,  and  cork.  The  product  is  a  non- 
alcoholic wine.  (2)  A  White  Wine,  said  to  be  of  fine 
quality,  has  been  made  from  "  black-cluster  "  or  miller  grape. 
The  grapes,  fully  ripe,  without  stalks,  green  and  mouldy  ones 
being  carefully  separated,  were  pressed  a  few  hours  after 
gathering,  the  first  and  second  runnings  of  the  must,  which 
were  used  for  the  best  wine,  being  put  into  hogsheads  to 
ferment.  When  fermentation  was  over  (indicated  by  the  wine 
running  clear  on  pegging  the  cask),  the  wine  was  racked  off 
into  clean  hogsheads  and  left  in  the  vaults  for  about  eight 
months.  The  wine  was  fined  at  the  end  of  this  time,  if  neces- 
sary, and  was  then  bottled,  being  ready  for  drinking  six 
weeks  after.  Sugar  to  the  amount  of  3  lb.  was  added  if  a 
Bweet  champagne  was  wanted.  If  the  specific  gravity  of  the 
must  be  reduced  by  adding  a  quarter  or  half  the  amount  of 
water,  a  drier  wine  containing  5  to  10  per  cent,  more  alcohol 
is  produced.  At  the  beginning  of  fermentation  the  must 
should  be  at  about  65°  F.  A  general  recipe  for  British  grape- 
wine  is :  Ripe  fruit,  4  to  6  lb. ;  clear  soft  water,  1  gal. ; 
sugar,  3  to  5  lb. ;  cream  of  tartar,  1^  oz.  ;  and  brandy  (as  a 
flavouring),  2  to  3  per  cent.  If  a  red  wine  is  desired  the  marc 
is  pressed  in  the  strained  must,  after  vinous  fermentation  is 
complete.  The  whole  is  casked,  spirituous  fermentation 
proceeds,  and  the  wine  is  racked  as  soon  as  it  is  fine  and 
bright,  which  is  ascertained  by  pegging  the  cask  once  a  month. 
Racking  is  repeated  as  long  as  there  is  any  sediment  in  the 
cask.
